After the death of Melchiſedech,vnto whome Abraham paydthe 
TVvthes of all his goods, the Tebutites dwelt inthe citic of Te- 
ruſalem, and had the dominion of it,andall the land thereabours 
in their ſubieRion, called the Citic Iebus,after their name;which 
name wa held a long time,as we read in 7oſs4h the 10.1ud, 10.8 
2.Samuel 1. But at the laſt /04b, King Deus Generall of his Ar- 
mic,woonit, & draue the Icbuſites out of ir,and called it Icruſa- 
lem, that is, «ſight or viſion of peace, Ithathalfo other names in 
*Reeauſeit the holy Scripture , for in Fſay 29. itis called _Arrel;that is,Gods 
was mate ©. Lyon, and mount Libanus. * The Prop.1ct Exechiel 23, calleth it 
which came Ahaliba, wy fixed Pauillion or Tent , that is, a Cutie wherein God

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therefore it was called Syon,that is a watch tower, becauſe from 
thence one might ſee the Holy land, and all the countries there- 
about : Vponthis Hill the vpper Citric was built,whith in the 
Scripture 15called the Citie of David, becauſe David wan it from 
the Iebufites,and beaurified itwith many goodly houſes, &faire 
and coſtly buildings : bur eſpecially with his houſe of Cedar 
wood, Which he termed the Caſtle of Syon,which ſtood Welt- 
wards atthe corner of the Hill, looking into Bethlchem South- 
wards. Inthathouſe Dezid dwelt, and therein commirted adul- 
teric with Berſeba,the wife of Yriabthe Hittite; whoſchouſe alſo 
with the placcs of diuerspriuic Councellors and Officers, ſtood 
vpon mY ſaid Hill, not farre from the Kings Pallace, as Toſephus 
writcth., | | 
Beneath King Dawids Houſe , vpon Mount Syon,within a 
Rocke,there was to bee ſcene the ſepulchre or vault wherin king 
Daxid,Solomn his (on,and other ſucceeding Kings of Iuda, were 
encombed and buricd. | 

V pon muunt Syon alſo (rowards the Eaſt) King Herod had a 
Garden of plcaſure,not farre from the Fountaine called Silo, Ne- 
hemiah 3. and there alſo ſtood the Tower of Silo, whereof Luke: 
inthe 13 chapter maketh mention, 

Joſephus (inthe warresof theTewes, his firſt book,and Gxreenith 
chapter) ſaith, That King Hered (vnder whom Chriſt Jeſus was 
borne) had . wo taire and ſtrong houſes or Towers, which he ſet 
and made in the vpper part of the city of Ierufalem, vypon mount 
Syon,which were ina manner comparable with the Temple for 
beautitulnefſe,vvhich he called after the name ofhis friends,the 
one Czlarca, tor Ceſarthe Emperors ſake; & rhe other ASrIPPas 
according tothe name of thenoble Roman Afarcus Agrippe, that 
married the daughter of Augnſtus Ceſar. 

This may ſuffice ro declare the ſcituationofthe vpper Citie, 
which ſtood vpdn-Mount Syon,andconteyned in circuit fifteene 
furlongs, which is about halfe amile. This vppermoſt Citie in 
the ſacred Scripture iscalledthe Citie of Dav/dit was alſo called 
Millo, that is fulne(ſe or-plemic, for.in itthere vyas no vvant,but

The deſcription of the Temple of leraſalem. 
THe Temple ſtood vpon Mount Moriah, was fairely bnilr, 


& artificially contriued, of white Marble ſtones, which wer:

was placed the Arke ofthe Couenant. But atter the Babylonian 
Capriuitic, the Arkeotthe Couenant ſtood no more there”; for 
then the Holy of Holieft was emptie, and nothing ſeene inthe 
ſecond Temple,bur rhe rwo Cherubines as is aforeſaid, The wal 
of this Quire was of pure gold,excellent faire and curiouſly gra- 
uen: in this wal ofthe moſt holy Quire,there was agate made al 
of gold, which had two leaues or little doores that opened and 
ſhur, very curiouſly emboſled , through which doores men went 
into the moſt holy Quire,where the Lord did anſwerby Yrim 8 
Thammin:there the Cherubines ſtood: and beforethat gatethere 
did hang a rich Vaile or Curtaine,which was made of fine Silke, 
wouen very artificially, wherein there was wroughtrhe picture 
ofthe Cherubins, with needle work of diners colours. This was 
the (ame Vaile, which atthe Paſhon of Chriſt did rent in ſunder 
from the topto the bottom ; to ſhew, thatthen Aarons Leuiticall 
Sacrifices were aboliſhed , andnow cucrie man may freely ap- 
proach (through the mercie of his dearely beloued Sonne) vnto 
the preſence of Gods heauenly Throne, | 
Before the moſt ſacred Quire, there was builded towards the 

Eaſt, a place withinthe Temple, containing fortie ells in length:, 
twentie in bredth, and thirty. in heigth , cloſed ypon both ſides 

with golden walls, which was called the Holy place or Sancua- 
ricot the Temple: whereinno man might enter but onely rhe 

Prieſt, when hee offered Incenſe and prayed vnto God. Inthe 

middle of that holy place, there ſtood an Altar, couered with 

plates of gold, necre vnto which the angell Gabrie/ appeared vn- 
to Zacharias,and brought him the glad tidings,that Elizabeth his 
wife ſhould beare him a ſonac, whoſe name Rout bee ohn, who 

ſhould preparc the way of Chriſt, Atthe South end of this Al- 

tar, vpon the oneſtde, ſtood the holy Candleſticks; and atthe o- 
therend onthe otherfide, ſtood a golden Table,whereonthe 

Shew Bread was ſer. And inthis holy place there ſtoodten Fa- 
bles more for the meat offerings,'and ten golden Candleſtickes 
more, which were'beaurified with Lamips f llics;and other faire 
flowers. The openingdoores, whereby men went into the Holy 
Place, were allo veric rich and coſtly, made of gold, with carued 
Cherubins, 
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b- Cherubins, Palme eee nd broad flowers thereupon. And be. 


fore thoſe daores alſo, therewere hanging Vailes or Curtaines, 
veric curiouſly wrought. On both f(ides of che Temple there 
were ccttaine Walks or Gallerieswhich were three ſtories high, 


one aboue another: and on the right fide there ſtood a paire of 


eurniag ſtairs, by the which men went vp tothe Chamber of the 
Temple, and here all the {mall Veſlcls, and other things bclong- 
ing to the Temple were kept. The roofes of theſe Galleries were 
all plated ouer with gold ; but that part was ſomewhat lower 
than the principall part of the Temple, The windowes of the 
Temple were wide within,and narrow without, The gates ofthe 
Temple were made of pure gold, fiue and twentie ells high, and 


fixteenc clls broad ; bur ſpecially the gate that ſtood Eaſtward in 
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che Temple, was exceeding high, which inthe ſecond Booke of 


Kings cap 25, iscalled the high gate: and as /oſephw ſaith, the ſaid 
gate was ninctie cells high, the doors whcrof were fortie ells long 
and twenticells broad, gil all oucr,and richly emboſſed, beauti- 
fed with Cherubins and precious ſtones. The Wall before this 


gate rowardsthe Eaſt was pure gold, emboſt and curiouſly en- © 


grauen in manner of Vines,with great golden leaues,as big as the 
ftature ofa man, whereon there did hang the piture and forme 
of grapes, which were made of fine Cryſtall. Within that high 
gatc allo there did hang a Vaile or Curtaine,as long and broad as 
the gate within: This Vaile was made of apiece of Babylonian 
Tapeſtric, wonderfully wrought, and made of Silke, beautified 
with diuers colours, of Scarlet, Purple, and Veluet , and, as /oſt- 
phw writeth,the Sphere of the heauens was wrought therein,but 
the twelue(ignes were not :and when the wind blew, the Vaile 
did mouclikea Vane, 


Of the Portches or open Courts of the Temple, 


REtore the high gate of the Temple, towards the Eaſt, there 

were three Portches or Courrs open without roofes,vyhich 
vvere made all of poliſhe ſtones,with faire marble pillers, beauti- 
ed vvith all kind of colours, in vvhich Portches mcn praiſed and 
{crucd God.

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The firſt was called the ypper Porch, where none but the pricſt 
might carer when he offered & ſerued God,which Portch ſtood 
next vnto the high Quire. The ſecond was called Solomons Hall 
or Portch;therc cac peoplevicd to pray,& inthat Court our Sz 


uiour Chriſt preached, Job» 10, The third Portch, King Hera, 


builr,adding that therto, for the Heathen people whichalſo cams 
vnto Ieruſalem to pray. 

Thele three Portches went four ſquare round about the tem- 
ple,as the Temple it ſelfe wasgand berween tlicſe Portches ther; 
were allo ſpaces lett, ſupported with pillers of marble, and cloſe 
aboue the head for men ro walke vnder when it rayned ; which 
were all made of Cedar and Cypres wood, and of Marble ſtone 
beautificd with gold, But rowards the Eaſt right over againſt the 
high Quire ofthe Temple,there the Portches were broadeſtand

Here gentle Reader, you muſt note, that as often as inthe de- 
ſcription of the Temple, I {pcake of certaineells, yuu muſt not 
vnderſtand ſuch ells as we vic here in our Countrey,but only of 
the Geometricall c1!s or clbowes, which arc called cubirs, being 
the length vf one to.xr andan halteor (1x hands in breadth ; and 
two ſuchells or © ubirs duc conteyne three foote which makea 
yard of our mea'ure. 

The firſt I emple which king Solomon built, had but two Por. 
ches,as alſo the ſecond Temp'e which Zorobabel , and loſhuah or 
teſuthe ſonne of /ozedeck made after the capriuitie in Babylon 
but that ws twentie cubits lower, and incloſed about with two 
Portches alſo. But King Herod Aſcalomta, the great King of the 
Tew: $,ſonne of Antipater [dumemns, 16 yeares beforethe birth of 
Chriſt pulled downe tat Temple, andbuilt ancw Temple vp 
from the ground, which was like Solowens Temple ,, burthat it 
had three Portches : for Hered built thethird Portch to the in- 
rent that rhe heathen people might pray therein, . as 2 SanAuarie 
for pilgrims & ffrangers,as 1oſephwe writerh, Wy ut 23.4, 
14.07 de Bello Indeo. lib.6.cap 6. Tiem Jypes I 54Þ. 35, 36. 
But ſome dothinke,whichis more likely,that the faid Herod did 
Bur repaire and adde buildings to the ſecond Temple.

N the vpper Portch which ſtood right ouer againſtthe high 
Quireinthe Temple, there was an Altar of Braſſe, proporcio- 
ned foure ſquare, conſiſting of twentie cubirsin length , and 
rwentie Cubits in breadth,extending to tenne Cubitrs in height, 
beautified with golden hornes, whereonthey vicdto offer burnt 
ſacrifices of Oxen,Sheepe,turtle Doues, Calues,8& other things, 
Alſo intimes paſt, there ſtood the great molten ſca made by king 
Solomon, & the two brafen Pillars, which were made with knobs, 
Pomegranats,and Lillies, veriecoſtly and moſt artificially done, 
and tenne kettles vpon treuitrs : burthoſe kettles and pillers with 
knobs and Pomegranats, and the great molten ſea mage by King 
Solomon , were carric away by Nabuchadnezzer King of Baby. 
lon,and broken in pieces, after which capttuittce they were neuer 
ſcene more inthe Temple, torthere were no more made. But the 
Altar of brafſe with the great hornes,whereon they offred Oxen, 


Sheep,and Doues, was madeagaine,and ſtood there as I ſaid be- Þ 
fore, by which there ſtood divers Tables, whereonthey killed F 
their offerings.

Auing thus deſcribed the Temple;rogether with the ſeuerall 
courts & ornaments,all which did rypically repreſent Chriſt 
& 1s Church, I wil now-proceeditothe reft ofthe buildings ſtan 
ung vpon mount Moriah. The- firftand moſtmemorable, iwas 
the 
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che houſe of Solomon, which ſtood iuſt againſt the Temple, vpon 
the South : it ſhined- ſo with gold and{tluer, and wasſo ſtately 
and ſumpruouſly built , that when Queene $abs came to Icruſa- 
lem, ſhce ſtood amazed toſceit. There belonged to it divers 
courts and walkes, in one of which the Prophet [eremvie was pri- 
ſoncr,ler.37- Ouecr againſt this hee madea Iudgement hall, in 
which he placed the Yuoric chaire, ſpoken of 10 1.Kimgs to. Hee 
built by that another houſe tor his Queene,ſhe that was daughter 
to Pharaoh 1.Kinzs 7. but when Nebuchadnezzar conquered leru- 
{alem,all choſe,together with the Temple,were burnt and vreer- 
ly detaced. 
Of the Poole of Betheſda. 

Ponthe North lay that Sheep-fold, or ſequeſtred place, cal- 
ledin the 5. of 70bn, Betheſda, which hath fiue Portches,, or 
Xenvogdechine (as {ome would haue it: )here cartel camErodrink,and 
the Prieſts vſed to waſh their Sacrifices, becauſe no vncleane 
beaſt might come within the Temple, norany thing that was 
foulc or tpotted, bee offered vpon the Altar. The water was 
of rediſh colour,and ran into that place in great aboundance, and 
thereforeit was called the houſe oteffuſion or pouring out, This 
was the place into which rhe Angel: of God ſometimes deicen- 
dedagd troubledthe water, atter which , whoſocuer ſtepped in 
was preſently cured ; and here our Sauiour Chriſt healed the man 
that had beene diſeaſed eightan1 thirtie yeares,7oh.5.This place 
was made by King Hezekiah,who cauſed the water of the vpper- 
moſt Poole, which was called Gihon,not farre from Mount Cal- 
ueric, to be conueyed by pypes and paſſages through the carth, 
into the lower citic called Acra, and fo tell intothis place : for 
which cauſe it was called the lower Poole. The Allegory ormy- 
ſteric hereot:s , that cueric one of Chriſts ſheepe oughtro bee 
waſhed inthe poole of his bloud,beforethey canbe madefir ſa- 
crifices to enter into his temple or church, r.10h.1, 


Of the Tower or Caſile called Antonia. 
TJ His Caſtle, as Joſephus hath it, /ibr.6.de Bello.cap.6. ſtood be- 
tweentwo Courts of the Temple, atthe Northweſt corner, 
at firſt built by the Machabees, and called by the name of Baris : 
but 
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bur attcr , King Herd taking affection ro that place, beſtowed 
great coſt ypon it ; walled it about, built vp ſumpruous Towers, 
aad made it veric ſtrong zthen gaue it the name of A»tonie, 1n fa- 
uour of Antonius that noble Roman , which A#g#//s a longtime 
ſuſtained after their deceaſe.

ding, lictle interiourto King Hereas. his ſtood in the market 
placc , nd ſo all along were veric ſumpcuous and; ſtately pillars. 
Here Agrippa himicltchad alioa houſe ;and oucr againſt that yp- 
on the North ſtood the Iudgement hall, where the Sanhearim, or 
the councel of rhe ſeucntic Elders vicd ro meet,to hearc and de- 
termine of mens cauſes, To this place Chriſt was brought, when 
they asked him it he was Chriſt, Lute 22. Here were the Ap. ſtles 
whipt, Acts 5.And cloſe by this ſtood rhe houlc of P./at the Pre- 
tor,fairely gliſtzring with o01d,in which houlſc,allthe Romance 
Pretors and Prelidents,tor the moſt part had the1r reſidence : and 
here our Stuiour Chiift was whiprt, crowned with thornes, and 
Jpit v pon;Not farre oft from rb15 pretors houſe, ſtood the chaun- 
cerie,or rather as wc terme it,che Treaturic : aſincly and magni- 
ficcnt houſc,curiouſly builr, and appointed onely to lay records 
and common cron: 1 »gics in, Here allo the othcers of the towne 
gauc intheir accounts, 2nd Crecitors entred their debts. Tins was 
viterly deſtroyed by YVeſpaſiav. Thus much tourthe buildingson 
this Mount. 

Next,the market place was athing verie memorable, and was 
ſo laroc and [pact0us,tNat inthe tme of rhe Warrcs, many great 
bartels were fought there, 2s !eſephw faith, Inthis Market place, 
cloſe by Plats houſe, ſtood a high ſeate or tribunall made of faire 
ſtone curiouſly wrougtt, and for the eninence of it,called in 
the Chaldcantongue Gubatha : ana becaule jt was built of ſtone

the tormer hulls were deepe ditches Calt. It had two rt uwnes 
tanding vponit, diuided with two walls, and was commonly 
called the Suburbs ; the name of the one, which lay ncereſt ro 
Mount Moriah, vras called the ſecond Citic , the other, that lay 
vpn the Nozth, was called Neapolis, or thenew towne. In the 
ſccond dwelt Hulda the Propietefle, and Zacharias the father of 
Saint lhn Baptiſt, 2.Kin.2242.2.Chro. za. Nebem.z. loſeph. 116.10, 


cap.5.It was adurned with many faire and fumpruous builaings ; : 


amongſt which was that Princcly houlc of Herod Aſcalon:tes, that 
great and mightie King ofthe Iewes, in whole time our Sauiour 
Cliriſt was borne. This houſe was fumptuoutly built, ſupported 
ond adorned with pillars ot marble poltthr , and ſo {pactous, that 
n one roome thereotthere might ſtand a hundred Tables, The 
hall allo was very great,and richly gutlded with rehncd gold 1n- 
termixt with filucr. About it were many pleaſantand delectable 
walls, goodly gardens and fountaines tor pleature : it was com- 
paſt with a wail oft poliſht marbl-thirtc cubits high. And (as 
Yalerius writeth)in that houſe Herod cauſed Chriſt to be mocked, 
pur a long wie garment vpon him in contempt, and fofcnt him 
ro Plat, Here allo wasaprifon, in which Peter was «Kcpt, When 
the Angell of the Lord dcliuered him, Ads 12. | 


Of the towne Neapolis, or the new Citie. 


Hs lay without the walls of the citic, and became inhabited 


by realon of the ercat concourle of peopletiuat flocked thi- 


ther : forintimes paſtchere were no inhabirants,and (tood vpon 


the North fide of the hill. Here diveltthe Chriftians , and other | 


laborers and ſtrangers. And by all ikelyhood it ſecenict' , thar rhe 
noule of Mare the moth. r of 7ahn,{lymnamed Mu be. Rood ncerc, 
winch hecaufſe of the continuall reſort of rhe Apoſtiles rhither, 
was Called the houlc of the Church, 1:her Petey rcloried, when 


he 
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he was deliuered from the hands of Herod, by the Angell : for. 
thus ſaith the Texr, A#s 12.9, That when Peter had paſt the firſt 
and ſecond watch he came t0 the Iron gate which ledinto the Citie,and toe 
it opened of it ſe!fe. And from thence he went to the houſe of Mary the 


' mother of John, ſyrnamed Marke . Hecre alſo (in my opinion) 


Chriſt celebrated the laſt Paſchall Lambe, becauſe atter ſupper 
he went into the mount of Oliues, torthis lying vawalled, lay 0- 
pen for themto goeand come at their pleaſure. Bur afterward 
in Herod Agrippd's time, it was begunneto be compaſled in with 
a wall. and betore it could be tully finiſhed, the Angell of the 
Lord ſtruck him, and he dyed miſerably. Heere alſo ſtood the 
Monumears of 14bn Hircanas the high Prieſt, and of Alexanaer, 
King ofthe Tewes, as it appeateth in loſeph. Iiby.de Bells. 6. cap.6. 
'The roppes of the houlesinthe citie of leruſalem wereflat, and 
couered with faircandplaine roofes,compaſſed about with bat- 
tlements ; vpon which they vied to leape, dance, and banquet, 
and ſuch recrcations asthey obſerned vpontheir feſtiuall dayes 
were there celebrated, And thus much ſhall ſerue to haue ſpoken 
of the mountaines or hills whercon Icruſalem ſtood. 


Of the walls that compaſſed the Citje. 


7 1s Citic of Ieruſalem was ſo ſtrongly fortified by nature 


rockes and cliftes )that it ſeemed to bee inuincible. And that that 
ide might be the better ſtrenzthened,they compaſled it" in with 
three walls,and theſe ſo ſtrong, that when Yeſþaſian tlie Emperor 
and his armie inuaded the citie they had much adoo to conquer 
them. The firſt of theſe walls, was that which Aerippa builr, 
and it compaſted in Neapolis, otherwiſe called thenew rowne. 
Ar the Northweſt end of which wall, was built an exccecdin 


high Towcrofveric faire Marble ſtone : ſo high , thar ſtanding 


on the toppe thereof, a man might ſee from thence tothe Sea, 


and into Arabia,and the vrtermoſt bounds of Iudza.This Tower 
was called Plephina | TH i 
The ſecond wall was that which diuided the two Suburbes, 


whercinthere ſtood 14 towers and gates, This King" Hezekiah 


builr 


oncuery iide, except the North,( for it ſtood vpon high 
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built.z.Chr.32. ina corner of which, betweene the weſt gate and 
the Valley gate, there ſtood a high tower,wherein all the night 
great fire was made, which calta light agreat way oft round a- 
bout ; ſorhat traucllers paſſing towards Ierulaiem, were guided 7 
by it in their way. Of this light we read in Nehern.cap.3. 

1he third wall compaſled inthe Temple and al! the lower ci- 
tic , init was f{xte towers, but the cheife of them ſtood 1n the 
Ea(t Anglc, berweene the dung gate andthe gate ofthe valley, 
which was called Hanarniel,and fignificth,7 he grace and gift of God. © 
This 15 auch ſpoken of inthe Scripture : vpon this wall King 
Herod thc Aſcalonite built three faire Towers; one betwceene the 
Gaidcn gare and the old gate, which hee called Hips;cum,in ho. 
now of his tarher Hippicns ; the other Phaſclium, inhonour of his 
brother Phaſilus ; and the third Mariammne, after his wines name, 
w'10 nocivittanding hee cauſed innocently to bee put to death. 
Thele three gates were built of poliſht Marble. Plinie and Strabo 
ſuch, That this was the faireſt and moſt [pactous citie of the Eaſt; 
and for the munition and foitification. almoſt inuincible, The 
walls of it were all of white politht marble, lume 25 or zo cubits 
high : the ſtones were 20 cubits long, 20 broad, and 5 thicke, 
ſo cloſcly ioyned that the iunfures could ſcarce bee perceiued. 
Many ofthe Towers alſo were made of ſuch ſtones : but thoſe of 
the Temple exceeded the reſt , for they were 25 cubits long, 12 Þ 
broad , and 8 thicke,as Joſephus witneſleth,lih. Ant.t5.ca.14.c de 
Zel.Ind.(1.6.c4.6, which things being rightly confidered, we ma 
eaſily perceiue that theſe walls were vericdifhcult to be diſtroy- 
ed: Neither were the ditches of lefle ſtrength which went about 
the towne ; forthey were cut out of hard ſtones,at leaſt fortic cu- 
bits deepe,and rwo hundred and fiftic cubits broad, which were 
ynpoſſible ro haue beene woon, if God had not holpen & aſſi- 
ſted the Romans, filling vpthoſe ditches with the bodies ofthoſe 
thatdied of the plague and tamine within the towne, 


Of the gates of Teruſalem, 
T hadrwelue gates to gocoutandin: Vpon the Eaſt fide lay 
hue, thefirſt of which was the Fountaine gate, which was ſo 
called of the Fountaine S:{04b, And this ſtood cloſe by the gare 
0 
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of mount Sion. In which Fountaine, the man that was borne blind 
waſh: himſcife at the commandement of our Sauiour, and had 
his ſight reſtored,7oh.9.and at this gate Chriſt came riding in vp- 
on on Aſſe,when he came from Bethania,on Palme Sunday. 

2 The Shcepe-gate,\ which was ſo called ofthe multitude of 
ſheepe that were driuenin by it, tobe offered inthe Temple (for 
ic ſtood hard by the Temple.) "_ before this gate Rood mount 
Oliuer,ſome halte an Engliſh mile anda furlong from Teruſalem, 
Eaſtward. By it ſtood the Carden called Gethſemane, where 
Chriſt was taken, and. ledintothe cirie through this gate ; tobe 
oftered vp like an innocent ſheepe,, for the finnes of the whole 
world. | 

3 TheDunggeate : this rooke the name from a dung-hill , 
becauſe the raine watercomming with great power through the 
citie, waſhed away the filth, and with great violence,carried it 
through this gate into the poole Cedron.

As 
firſt, about ſome toure yearesbefore,che riucr lordan was turned 
out of her courſe, and was brought into rhe citic Pella :a white 
after that, foraycare together, there lung a Comer like a flaming 
{word oucrthe citic : And inthe nightthere was ſcene a light in 
the Temple : And inthe day whenthey werear ſacrifice, a Calte 
brought forth a Lambe. Thenabour the middle of rhe .nighr, 
the Eaſternegates of the temple opened ot-rheirowne accord. 
Inthe skies were ſcene armies of 'men-tighring , and horſes and 
Chariots running tooand againe.. Andar laſt there was heard a 
terrible voice in the temple,vtrering theſe wordes, M;gremws bing; 
that is, Les vs goe hence. Anil that there'mighrbe a generall Pro- 
clamation of this ſad and cruell defolation, through the whole 
Citic,one Ananias the ſonne of Teſas, aman poore and impotent, 
vpon the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, ran through all the ſtreeres of 
the Citic,and crying, 0,4 voyce from the Ea#t, anda wvoyce from the 
Weſt, a voice from the foure windes, 4 woice oner Jeruſalem and the 
tewpple , a voice oner the. Bridegrome and the Bride, and a voice oner the 
whole multitude of this Citie. Andalthough he was whipt, andim- 
priloned,and cruelly handled; yet fo long as hee liued,hee would 
not ceaſe to vtterrhele words,which by ſome were iudg'dto for- 
tell the horrible defulation which afrer hapned. 

For Tits Ceſar ſonne of Flayius the Emperor,abourt ſeuentic 
yeares after the Natiuitie of our Lord and abont eight and thurtic 
after his aſcenſion, vtrerly oncrthrew it euen to the ground, about 
the firſt day ofthe moneth of Aprill, and within a yeare after 
theſe ſignes. For he raking aduantage'of the rhreefations which 
ar thisrime ſwayed in Icruſalem :.One of Elrazer the Pricſt the 
fonne of Szw0n , the other of Z;lorus the chiete Pririce whichheld 
the Temple ; and the third of 10hannes Ciſcalenas acruell follow, 


-which hadthe command ofthe inferiour Ciie ; beſieged ir,/ ati 


made this a fit opportunitic tofurther his cnterptiſes, whiles the 
{editious and faftious people, hrtle regardirg their owne ſaftetie, 
eaue way by their cuilland intcſtine warrestommhat he intended, 
weakning rhemſclues 'much morebyrhcir'\concimwedſlanghters, 


thanthe enemic by his imafion, Infomach.astheiwholecitie: and | 
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Temple was filled with dead bodies ; common inſfolences, and 


pablique rapincs were ordinarily amongſt them : ſ{oinelcr tire of 
the citic,orhers cilpoyling the Cemple ,a third {ort killing the 
Prieſts cuen as they were ar {acrificegall places tul of dcad buuies; 
and co thus, to addea greater meature of mileric( without any 1c- 
gard at all to their tutyre detence) let fire of the ſtore-houle, 
wherein the corne lay tor the {uſtenration ofthe Cite, and con- 
fumed thar in one day which had bin long a gatacring : by this 
means it came to'/palle, that they were ſorely althicted with the 
peltlence, through the corruption of the ayre , and with famine, 
tor want of corne. All thele things notwithſtanding ( ſuch was 
the crueltic, obſtinacic, and peruericneſle of this people) could 
nat _rc{traine thera t:om violating the moſt ſacred and, huly 
things of the Temple : infornuch as 1ohannes 'Giſcalexns, nad a 
tall dererminativnto have deſtroyed it, but that he was preuented 
y the Romans. 

About this tenc was the feaſt ofche Paſſouer, and it fell vpon 
the toureecnth day of Aprill, being the Sabborhzto the cclebra- 
tion whercot,there reſorced to Ierulalem , about three hundred 
rhoutand Iewes, Theſe the enemie gaue way roenter into the Ct- 
tic; but conſidering their preſent neceſſitie for want of viduals, 
vpona ludden drew vp their forces,& ſo ſtraitly beleageredrhe 
thatallthis huge- multitude was (as ie, were) impriſoned withan 
the wals where pertaking of the former milſerie,they eyther dyed 
by the plague or tamine . hence may be perceived the maruei- 
lous prowdence of God, that cuen on the ſame day, and in the 
very fame place, where but eightand rhirtic yeares before our 
Sauiour Chriſt ſuffered, the authors of ſuchcrueltic ſuffered a 
moſt iuſt and feucre reuenge. Now asthe arnte ofthe Romans 
lay vponthe North of the Citie, Tits drew out a band of fixc 
hundred horſe to ride abaut,tobchold and view the walls of the 
Towne: burtas' he was in thts manner wondring: at the ſumptu- 
oulſnefle of the Cirie, the Iewes in great mulritndes flipt our at 2 
poſterne gate, and ſer vpon him fo fiercely,that they endangered 
Ins perſon,being without armour ; and had he not with greatdit- 


tcultic broke through then, & recoucred the tower of ofthe Ro- 
mans, hee bad beene therelaine.. But preſently vpon this, ſee- 
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ingthe danger, hee beliegedthe Cirie inthree parts, himſelte 
as the Emperour ol the arnute, built a Caſtle about fomerwo tur. 
longs trom the Citie,iuſt againſtthe Tower Plephina. The other 
part of the armic was intrenched rightagainſtthe Tower Hip- 
picus not tarre trom the Garden of the Reſurrection. And the 
third part had their Caſtle in the Mount of Oliues, fometiue fur- 
longs or thereabuurs trom the Citie. Then did hee build Bul- 
waikes, make Engines, and wonderfull deuitcs, tor the battering 
ofthe Walls, and combining hinlclte with-fume ofthe lewes, 
vponthe ſeuenth day of the tecond moneth, which an{wererhto 
the moneth of May, with great dithcultic and nwuch labour en- 
tred the firſt Wall which lay vponthe North , and woon Mount 
Bezith1and Neapolic, Vpon the ewcltth of the lame moneth 
(which was the $al-both day hee entred the ſecond wal which 
diuided the ſuburbs: bur this was againe the ſame day recouered 
by the vertue of the Iewes,fo that the Iewes were conftrayned to 
hehe vponthe Sabbo:n day ,acccrdingtothe prophecie of our 
Saviour Chriſt, Mar.24.But after vponrthe- ſ1xreemh ofthis mo- 
neth,ot May, the Romans againe recouered this wall and kept it 
t1their owne cuſtodie, 

Within a while after inthe month of Tune(about this time the 
famine growing intollerable within rherowne)Tires in the ſpace 
ofthreedaye<,compaſſed inthe whele: citic of Icrulatem. with a 
Wall,and vpon that ſer Towers & Caſtles,leſtany.of/ the Iewes 
ſhould lye to ſave themfelues. Thus was rhe prophecte ofour 
Sauiour Chriſt tullfilled , Thy enemies [hallcompaſſe.thee ababt , and 
hem thee in on twerie fide. Pophm was now.nthe Cite ,” and; wal. 
king vpon the Walls, earncſtly intreated the Iewes to defiff,aml 
no longer to oppoſe the Romans, but this was {o hatefulla ſpeech 
ro many, that they beganto fling dartsart hin... Andatthough at 
thistime the extreamitie of rhe famine was;ſo ſore; That ma- 
ny dyed for want of ſuſtinance, yer a'Iperſuaftons were in'vainc; 
& {uch was the calamitie,that as well thoſe as went out, as thoſe 
that continned inthe Citie,were in like dargcr of their liucs, for 
they were <cirher fin by the enemie,orclſeby tl.c peſtilenceard 
famine ; common-iniurics,& vnmercitulloutrages ſtil'atrending 
Vpon warre, ey 
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Their miſerie did rather increale,thanatall leſſenit ſelfe , for 
thc 1caloulc of treaſon,the hope of riches, and the madnes of the 
teditious, diſtracted the mindes of the Citizens with continuall 
feares , and filled the ſtreets full of murther and daily ſpeQacles 
of lancntable tragedies; The Markets were vnfrequented with 
Cornc,the vicuals,with violence conſumed and taken from the 
truc owners. Andit it chanced that ſome one had more than 
would ſeruc his turne, though he dweltin a faire and ſtatcly buil- 
ding,yet the remoteſt roome and moſt vafrequented he wade his 
tabernacle, and thar line which was lefr,with great parcimome 
he conſumed,together with his lite, till both were ended. Thoſe 
that were Fathers and Scnats of the people (though before ſer- 
uedand attended with reverence and great ſtate) inthis confult- 
on was glad of a ſmall morſell though with much contention. 
The wifc was not aſhamed torake away the meat trom her huſ- 
band, nor the children from their parents, northe mothers from 
their infants : And if it hapned that in any houſe the ſeditious 
{cemed to ſmell food, with violence they tooke it,ranſackr the 
roomes round about, whiles the maſter therof was madea laugh- 
ing ſtocke and mornefull ſpe&ator of thoſe miſchiefes. Bur ac- 
carding tothe condition of ſouldiers,whole naturall diſpoſition 
15tobe violet, without any regard either of ſex or dat coat) 
red daily outrages. So that heere you might haue ſeene the mo- 

thers weeping ouertheir dying infants , whiles their husbands 

were maſſacred in the ſtreet by the ſeditious. 
> Theincreaſpotdayes were theshcrcaſe of torments, and the 
daily want offuch as were in power being vnaccultomed to {uch 
euils.,” canſed them roinnentnew meanesto fansfietheir defire, 
andpraftiſc vnutuall rorments,for no other purpoſe butto finde 
| Orit ſuſtenance: yeaſuch was their inſatiable thirſt of bloud, that 
they ſpared nothim whom bur: now gaue themal hee had , and 
icaſt he ſhould hue ro cumberthe ciric,either hang himvp by the 
heeles till hee dyed, ore:ſepulled out his entralls with aſharpe 
'yron., Thoſe that went out in the night time when the Romans 
| were afleepe , to gather: hearbes,theſeditious would meet and 
with violence take whatthey had got from them : and though 
with tcares and lamentations,and prayers vpontheir knees, they 
intreated 


intreated but tor one part,a ſmall moitic of that which alirrle'be- 


forc they had got with danger of their liues, yet they would not 
giuc it them,and (capt fairely if they went a way withlife, ' Thefe 
inſolencies were commirted by the common toldiers,vpon ſuch 
as were of the meaner ſort of people. Bur for the reſt that were 
either honorable or rich, they became a prey to the Captains and 
Commanders,ſfome accuſed as traytors,& that they would haue 
betrayed the Citric tothe Romans others as tugitiues,that they 
would forſake the Citic ; moſt vnder pretence of one crime or 
other, diſpoyled of that they had. Andthey whom obs had thus 
oppreſſed,were enterteyned of Simon, and whom Simon had in- 
zaricd, they were entertained by Toby ; both drunkethe bloudof 
the miſcrable Citizens like water : So that the difire of rule was 
the cauſe of their diſcenſion,the concord of their euitl andcruell 


actons, 


There was an infinitenumber that periſhed inthis citie by fa- 
mine, inſomuchas houſes were filled with the bodies of infants 
and children. The Angle' gate was thruſt full of dead corpes: 
The young men that remained , valked vp and downe the Citte 
like images of death. The old men were deſtroyed by the peſtt- 
lence, the contagion of which diſcaſe taking away iheir ſenſes, 
they became madde. And of ſuch as dyed amongrthe ſeditious , 
their wines or kindred had not roome nor time toburie them, 
butas they were putting them into the graue they alſo dyed; 
Yet for allthis, amongſt this miſerable ſocietic, there was no 
weeping,no complayning, no deploring of their neceſhties, for 
the violence of the famine hauing dryed vptheir radical moiſture 
the feare of griefe was taken fromthem : Andſuch as had moſt 
cauſe ro lament, and were moſt pricked with the ſting of ſorrow, 
before they could vtter theirgriefe died,the beholders not ſhed- 
inga teare : ſothat through the whole citic there was a ſtil ſilence, 
and athicke miſt of death , and deſtruction did fully poſſeſle the 


{ame, 


But the ſeditious were much more cruell than theſe were op- 
preſſed with c1!amitic and ſorrow, for ſome openedthe graus of 
the dead, and taking out their bodies thruſtthetnthprow with 
their ſwords : Others to triethe ſharpneſſe ofrhe edge of their 
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The deftruftion of Jeruſalem, 


weapons, would fallvpcn thoſe that were yet aliue, and when 
they nad flaine them, goe away Jaugh ing at th cirpleaſure. So 
that as Joſephus faith, there was {carce any v milchictc vnder the 
Sunnc , but was bh practilcd and tolleratcd in this Citic, To 
conclude by tedition the Romans conquered the citic , and ſeal- 
tion conquered the Romans. 

All loue and modeſtic, thorow this cxtreame and intollerable 
famine,became vrteriy extin&,and the deareſt triends would kill 
onc another tor acruit ot bread , thc faireſt Lady commut open 
adultery tor a little ſuſtinance.T hcir tood was cx:raordinaric ,and 
ſuchas mcndid Joath and hate : Some would feed vpon ſnailes 
and wormcs,others of ola hey chopt {mall ; many eat corne cy- 
ther vnground or madc.1 In to bread : {ome plucktthe mcat from 
the ſpit raw,others witiz their teeth gnaud oft the leather off their 
ſhiclds : And that very mouth which cryed, Crucifie him,cracifie 
him,let his blood be pon Vs andour children, tas conſtrayned to 
tecd ypon three ſorts of dung,that is: :o ſay, Doues dung, Oxcns 
dung,and Mans dung. Morcoucr, many were conſtrayncd for 
meercnecctlitic, to tecd v pon thc dead bodies of ſuch, as a iittle 
before dycd partly by famine, partly by the veſtilence. And to 
conclude, for verie madneflce cate vp theirgold:forſome of them 
being taken as they were lying for rheir ſatetic by the Romans,in 
their excrement was found | gold, of which the Souldicrs hearing, 
and ſupoling th: it all the Iewv had? beene full of gold , thorough 
couctuouſncſſeofthat gaine,in one night killedz 050 ofthem,and 
r1pt yprheir bellics : And h: 1d not Titus Ceſar by aſcucrc Edict, 
farbiddent heſecruell and vahcard of ſlaughters, there had beene 
many morc {Jainc. 

To make an endof this vnheard of famine, I will repeat one 
memorable example out of 19ſephus,of an outrage which a mo- 
ther committed cuen vpon her owne ſonne. There was a woman 
& the inhabitants beyond Iordan,whoſe name was Marie, of the 
{t:cke of Fliazer, and ofthe Towne Bethezor "which f ;onihes 
the hyuſe of Hil! op; the was ofa noblcand rich familie , "and a- 
mong(t others, went t) (erulaleminhopeot lafery,wherc ſhe was 
Ik W T6 {OppnINGeS Wy WArler! IC miſerie ofthis licge ; for as ſoone as 

I hobe alt iortiches and ſubſtance intothe Citic,which 
ſhee 
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ſhe had before beyond Iordan, this famine growing greater and 
Ercater V ponthe inhabitants, 1 he {editious perceiuing that this 
WOman was well turniſhed both with niches and ſuſtinance, onr- a 
ſuddain{crt vpon her houle,difpoyled ner of her ſubſtance , tooke 
away her ſuftinance, and vtterly depriued her of all meanes to 
live. Shee being pricked with the miſeric and calamitie ofthe 
timcs, ſaw it little preuailed toſtriue , wherefore with tears,vpon 
her knees ſhe intreated that (hee might hue but ſome (mall part 
of th at they had taken from her,to mainraine herſelteand her fon 
with life- bat the {edirious gave little eare to her intreatieSswher- 
fore being mooued ro extre ame anger ſh? daily curſed with con- 
tumelious words thoſe barbarous v illains, that had thus rob'd her 
of all hermeans : *but when ſhe ſawthat neither anger hor intred- 

tie could procure mercie, and through the Towne hot-one-mbr=- 
fell of tovd was to bee tound, partly preſt with an extreamene- 
ceſſitie, part! ty with a furious rage ,bey ond alln arure and compal- 
ſton, [aid violent hands vpon her owne ſonne, and-accounted an 
vnrimely death more honorable, rnan that hee ſhould liuc toBee 

a prey to the ſeditious. ora flauerorthe Romans, | 

The bodie of this infant ſhee roſted and cat : the ſoldiers ofthe 
Towne b:ing preſt with hungar, {mellingthe meat, ſuppoling, 
that as in former times, they (hould have tound plenrie, withrvio- 
lence broke in vpon her, and looke what ſhee had prouided,pree> 
dily conſuned, & compelled herto fetch the reſt, which (he did; 
and when they were well ſatisfied, ſhe ſhewed hem the head and 
feet of her {onne': which they perceiuins loathing the inhumani- 
tieofthefact, with dejiected countenance departed. This famine 
wis {6s extrbame .thar one mitaſure of graine was worrha'talent?, 
that is $66ctownes; But rhe Romansall this while did abound 
with plentie of all things, and ro Vex the Iewes theyſhewed chem 
the great ahoundince of their ſtore, For the neighboring prouin-

Aferthis famin, there followed In exrreame plabue;procuted 
parti) through the ſtanch ofthe bodies that lay vnburied , partly

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could they not emptic the Citic,but that they were conſtrayned 
citherto burie them at the publike charge, or clſc caſt them ouer 
the walls into the ditches of the citic : which when Tit#s law, and 
that the putrifaction of the bodies {wam vpon the brim of the 
ditch(for ic was tull with dead carkafſes) ferching adeepe-tigh, 
and lifting vp his hands to heauen, he {aid ,God is my witnesghis 
is not my fault,bur the puniſhment of God vpon them. 

The citic being thus peſtered with (edition, famine, peſtilence, 
and warre,was made now a readie prey to the Encmie : and that 
they might make a tinall end of theirmiſeries , Tit#s cauſed rhe 
engines of batterie to be brought againſt the walls ; and vpon the 
firſt day of the tourth monrh(which anſwers to our Tunc)ic rooke 
the third wall which lay vponthe North. Vpon the fourth of 
lune atter,though with great labour,he tooke the Tower of An- 
tonia, and in itplaced a Garriſon, Vponthe ſeuentecnth day of 
the fourth moneth, which was a faſt to the Iewes , 1oſephus going 
vpto the top ofthat Tower, made an Oration to Giſcalmus and 
the reſt,to difluade them trom their rebellion,& cealcto oppole 
the Romans, but this lirtle preuailed. Vpon the twentieth day of 
Iuly,rhe Iewes burnt apart ofthe portch ot the Temple rowards 
the North,not far trom the Tower of Antonia, Icſtthatrthe Ro- 
mans hauing got that Hold,ſhould with the greaterfacilitie haue 
conquered the Temple alſo. Two dayes after, the Romans de- 
ſtroyed the whole Portch with fire, and the Iewes helprt to pull it 
downe with their hands : this was none of the three portches 
but a bulwarke of the temple. Vponthe 25 day of Iuly the Iewes 
filed the Portchtowards the Weſt with pirch and betume, and 
then made as though they meant io fly and leaue the Citic,yvhich 
{ome of the Romans perceiuing,without any command of their 
Captaines,put ſcaling laddersto the Tower,and began to aſſault 
ir,but when they were moſt buſic, the Iewes of a ſudden put fire 
tothe pitch, and burnt them moſt miſcrably ; inſomuchas Tits 
pittiedthem to ſee their extreamitie, although they were ſuch as 
dd contrarie to his command. Vpon the laſt day of this moneth 
they tooke the North gate, which lay towards the riſing of the 
yunnc,and cloſe by the brooke Cedron; this they burnt downe 
with fire. Y pon the third of Auguſt,7i##s commanded to fire the 
gate 
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gate of the Temple,that was all couered ouer with gold & filuer, 


[ by this gate the Romans made a breach into the temple, which 
{ erc this had beene prophaned by the Iewes : whiles this gate was 
C a burning,the Iewes ſtood aſtoniſhed,and not one ot them reliſted 
y the Romans. Ceſar & all his armie labored three dates to quench 
$ this fire, aftcr which hee called a councell to determine what he 


ſhould doc with the Temple,ir was {orichand ſumptuous,that he 
| would fainc hauc letc 1c as an ornament tor the Roman Empire.

l But the Iewes hauing got a little breathing, made new incuritons 
c vpon the Romans, by which mcanes they could not determine 
> thereof, The 6 of Auguſt, the fouldiers ot Titws , without com. 
c mand of their Caprtaincs, fired the Temple , iuſt vpon that day 


f whici Nebachadnezzar bctore time had deſtroyed it, as Toſephus 


= wittneſlcth /r.de Bell.6.c.26.27. Ceſar would faine haue ſaued this 
t Temple for the {nmptuouſneſle ot it, and beckoned to his ſoul- 
g dicrs to hauc quenchrtthe fire,bur they, partly preſt on witha de- 
d fire of wealth, partly being prickt on with a furic and madneſle, 
c gaueno carc to his ſpeeches, but commited moſt cruell maſſa- 
f cres, without either regard of age or ſex : So that the cries ofthe 
's {l.ughtered,the {ound of the Roman tumpets,the fierce reſiſtance 
)- of the ſeditious,andthe fire furiouſly burning,repreſented amoſt 
[> horrible ſpe&acle : 7} he ground below was couered with dead 
_ bodies,many in deſperation threw themſeclues into the fire, 6000 
it were burnt in the ſame gate, whither they fled for refuge,and the 
'S prieſts moſt cruelly maſſacred as they were in the temple. This 
'S was the end of the temple of Teruſalem, the mirror of the world, 
d being conſumed and ſpoiled with fire and ſword. 

h After theſe things, vpon the bridge that paſſcth from the 
ir temple ouer the valley intothe lowertowne, Titus made a ſpeech 
lt by an interpreter, to the two ſeditious Captaines, gently intrea- 
rc ting them to leaue off their rebellion,and he would ſpare the c- 
us tie and commit no more outrages, and ſuch further requeſts as 
4s they defired ſhould according to reaſon bee granted rhem ; bur if 
h they would not embrace mercie and ceaſe their violent reſiſtance, 
16 they muſt expe& no manner of compaſſion, but the verie law. of 
”o Armes. This they conrtemned , and made but a mocke of Cefer 
c forall his offers; whereupon in a great rage hce gaue the fignall 
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tO his ſouldicrs,and they. went echrough all the citie and ſcrit on 
fire, The next day they woon the lower Citie, and with fireand 
{word conſumed thc pl ace where the records lay,the.court and 
ail the princely buildings, vnti] they came to that ftarcly houſe of 
Helena,which (tood inthe mid(t of Acra,all the houles neere be- 
ing filled with the bodies of the dcad, and the ſtreetes hornbly 
detiled with the blood ot thoſe that wereflain. Within a ſhort 
whulc after I#hanres Giſcal;nus was taken altue and committed to 
prion. 

Thc interiour Citic being thus taken and diſtroyed, about the 
16 day of Auguſt,C.ſar began to build hisengines, and batrerthe 
walls of the ypper r cite, which withinthe {pace of 18 daiecs after 
with extreame labour and Skill, hee layd flat with the ground,(as 
Toſephus (aith)And vpon the 7 of Scpt ember, with great facilitic 
hee conqueredrhe citic,the Iewes of their owne accord diſcen- 
ding trom the Towers : andthe Romans ſ{ct vpori the walls their 
enſ1gnes, with a great acclamatl »n, and waſted all che cirie with 
ſireand (word, {paring neither men, wumen,nor children, 

The 8 day of the moneth of September, the whole citie was 
deſtroyed, and not a ſtone le fr vpona ſtone bur layd leuell with 
the oround , oncely the three Towers that were built by Herod, 
which were of ſhining Marble (viz.Hippicus, Phaſelus, and Ma- 
riamne)that futurcages {ccing the excellencie of thoſe buildings 
they might iudge of the (tatclines of the reſt. Buttheſe alſo were 
after deſtr OYc dby Aarianas Ceſar, 

There dy ed by the famine and peſtiienc eanmmnumerable num- 
ber,by fire and ſword ten hundred thouſand: 2000 were found 

-that either killed themſclues, or one killed another ,7900 were 
taken captiues; ofthele, all the {editious taccucs that acculed one 
another,were ſlaine by Frontonus Ceſar , Titus freed many,7000 
were ſent inro Agypr,with extreame labour to conſumeand die, 

the propereſt and moſt able were reſerued for tri nmph, many 
were diſtributedthrough the proumces, ſome we reflaine by the 
ſword,and by beaſts for publike ſpeRacles, and thoſe thar were 
t6 yeares of age and vnder,rogether with many other, Ceſar fold 
vnderthe crowne,at thirty foraſiluerpennic ; That as Chriſt was

He former incurſions and common defolations leauing 
thistowne ruinated and ſpoyled for want of Inhabitants, 
it became as a deſarr or forſaken place ; onely ſome few 
Chriſtians (eyther out of the zeale of Religion, or for vulgar 
oſtentation) to ſhew that there had beeneatowne, dwelr there. 
Andrhus it continued vnrill the yeare 15 42 ;at which time Soly- 
wan the great Turke;cither in reſpe@of the ſtrength of che place 
or in hape of profir,or elſe to get himſelfe aname,with great coſt 
and labor re-edified ir, ſer vpon many ſtately buildings and ſuwp- 
tuous houſes bcautified it withrwo coſtly Temples ; rhe one the 
Temple of Solomen, the other the holy Sepulchre ; inlarged the

goc into ir,and within. that the Sepulchre it felfe ſtanderh vpon 
the North ſide, made ot gray marble, three handfulls high,and 
eight foot long. There are no windowes for lightrocome to it, 
bur ouer there hangerth continually nine lamps burning,where- 
by it recciueth light, The vaulr ofthis Sepulchre isdiuided with 
a wall, the outward is both of the fame proportionand lengrh as 
the inward , but that which is without ſeemes to beeancntrie ro 
the inner caue where Chriſt was buried : and there(as ſame ſay) 
cuento this day is found a petce of the ſtone whichthe Angell 
rolled fromrhe graue before the refurreion;, the other part of 
the ſtone (howſocuer it came there) lyes ypon mount Ston: bur 
ſome thinke thatthe Armenians carricd: it thither, becauſe vpon 
itthey have made an Aftar. In. this innercaue there hangsnine 
tamps,ro giue light vnto-themrhat enter in by the Eaſt ; ſorhat'ia 
the inner and outer vault there ſtandeth- eighteene lamps. | The 
Mount whercon Chriſt was crucified: ſeemerh to'ſtand vpon 4

vpor Mount Gulyotbd they: alſo. thew-part of a. pillarnaturally 
blacke, pe& with'red ſpors , where they lay-Chriſt was whipr, 
and make che vulgar belccuc that the/c ſpecks are thedroppes of 
blood that felt trum Him.

24:8&thar the Priefts'of the dId Teſtament 
offered yponthis ſtone their ſacrifices to the Lord, which were 
deuoured with fire from heauen, All theſe things doe vtterly dif- 
fer fromthe holy Scripture. es, 

The Iewes alſo are of opinion;that-the Prophet Jeremy about 
chetime of the captivitie of Babylon,inthis ſtone hid the Arkeof 
the Coucnant, vanll ſach rime'as the Lord broughtthe people 
backe againe from the capriuitie: which is contrarte'alſo to the 
bobkes ofthe holy Seriprare; for inthe-2. of Aacheb.z:1tis ſaid;ir. 
was hid in the monneNebo,where Moſes {ſtood whenthe ſaw the 
whole land of Canaan. Alſo the Turkes ſay,that Chriſt fate vpon 
this ſtone when Simon rooke himin his armes and bleſſed him, 
Heere alſo hee ſateinthe middeſt 'of the DoRtorswhetvhee was 
but twelueyeares ofage,Zzc.2.whichalſodiffereth frothe Sctip- 
ture: for this was not the bodicofthe Temple, butin the mid- 
dle court or Selomons Portch,which ſometimes was taken for the 
Temple,becauſc it ioyned to it: and diners circumſtances of the 
Scripture doth ſeeme to'make this cuident,becatfe here Chriſt 
tavght,and heere the people 'Viuaſty mettogerher as appeateth'in 
Toſh 10.

N and about the Church which is built ouer the holy Sepul- 
chre vpon/Mount Caluarie , there arcat this day many of dj- 
ucrs Nations and Countries, ofdiucrs opinionsandreligions 
which inhabit. - And althoughthey differ in materiall poyars of 
their Faith, yet would be all 'Chriſtians ; of which gumberthexe 
are ſome Latins, Grecekes, Abiſſines, Armenians, Gregorians, Ne- 
ſtorians, Surians, and Iacobins, Merten) 
The Latins for the moſt part are ſuch as wee call Franciſcan 
Monkes, Obſeruants, or Friers : theſe haue the keeping of the 
holy Scpulchre,and looketo it veric diligently; where ſomtimes 
they make a certaine number of Knights ofthe noble oxder'of S. 
Tohns Templers, with many ceremoniesand great ſolemnities. 
Theſe Knights arc girt witha ſwordall guilt, banging in ared 
veluetgirdle ;a chain ofgold is put yponthem,worth about 100 
| Hungarian Duckets, at the end whereofthere hangs/a-Teruſalem 
crofle of gold. This kind of croſle allo they are permitred to 
weare vpon their armes & clothes, then haue they a paire of gile 
{purres with veluct tyings.But before they are admittedinto this 
Order, they muſt ſwearevponthe holy Sepulchre.to, maintaine 
and defend the dodtrine of the Pope. | 
The Grecians that are there bealſo Monkes, and docinhabir 
withinthe temple of the holy Sepulchre , but they naue the kee- 
ping of the place where our Sauiour Chriſt was crucihed,and dif- 
fer from the Romaniſts : for they belceue,firſt, that. the!holy 
Ghoſt proccedeth from the Farher, and notthe Sonne: Secondly,

rheygiue the ſacraments inboth kinds : thirdly , they hoid na

uen Sacraments, asthe Romaniſts doe. They teach ments pray 
and call ypon Saints : chey yearely obſerue twoſtrid faſting daies 
and catno fleſhvpon Satcrdaies, 

Thereſt ofthe Gracians that are through the Eaſt-parts,leaue 
mrrriage free,as well torthe Clergie as Laitic,and condemne the 
Latine Pricſts becauſe they marrie not, They allow no graucn 
Images in their Churches. Bur in ſomeplaces of their Church 
they hauc faite painted pictures hanging. They approue not the 
Pope, but haue a Patriarch for their high Biſhop; which Patriarch 
is great! reuerenced,and much honoured in Conſtantinople. 

The Abiffins be ſuch as are ot Preſter Iohns gouernment ; their 
complexion is browne ; their habitationis inthe Temple vpon 
mount Caluaric, on the Eaſt {ide of the Church doore : they al. 
ſoapproue nor the Pope, but allow Prieſts ro martrie,and giue the 
facraments in both kinds ; yet there are manie ſes and opinions 
among them, forbearing thoſe meates forbidden inthe old Teſta 
ment : they circumciſe both male and female, which the Iew 


doe not : they obleruc our Saterday for their Sabboth: they ba 


tiſe their children with fire, of which I will ſpeake more hereaf 
ter inthe deſcription ofthe towne of Saba. | 

The Armenians are Chriſtians, and come out of Armenia: 
their dwelling is in a Chappell vpon mount Sion neere to Saint 
Tames his Church. Theydeny the Pope to be head of the Church, 
they miniſter the ſacraments in both kinds, their Prieſts marric 
they forbeare the meares torbidden in the Old Teſtament , they 
hauea kind of cuſtome, to whine and crie by the graucs of th 
dead : Vpon Tweltth day they kcepea great feaſt, and thene) 
day begins their Lent, which they keepe ſtriftly, and cat neither 
egges nor ſiſh,nor any liuing thing during that thme, they obſcrue 
Wednelſdaics and Fridates,they preach,fing,and ſay their Seruice 
1ntheir owne tongue;they deny prayer forthe dead,and purgato- 
ry;they all weare Harts with blew hat-bands. 

The Gregorians arc Chriſtians that dwell by the great citieot

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Trapezunta vpon the Euxinian Sea. Their prieſts marrie, bur if 
their wiues dic they muſt not marricagaine. They dwellinleru- 
falem, inthe Church vpon mount Caluerie,where Chriſt after 
his reſurreRion ſhewed himſelfe likea Gardner vnto.

The Neſtorian heretickes , who now are found in greatnum-- yetorians: 
bers in Niniuie,which at this day is called Moſſell, and in other ;

The defcription of Ieruſalem as it is now. 


Of the Saracens and Turkes which inhabit in teruſalem « of 
their faith and religion. 


He Saracens are a people of Arabiathe ſtonie, ofthe poſte.Þ 
ritic of [ſhmaz/the fonne of Abraham , which he begat of He-B 
gar, From whence they are rightly called Agarins , notwithſtan, 


ding they had rather bee called Saracens. Others call them 
Saracens 4 Sarara , which is a part of Arabiathe ſtonie. Ir ſeemeth 
therctorerhattheſc people tooke their name from a Principality; 
for Sar&rin Hebrew is the ſame that Prineipatums geſitt is in Larine, 
orif you will, Principatums obtinait , which {ignifics(ro-obtaine a 
Principalitie.)And therefore the Saracens or Sarrazens,may t 
faid Princes or Captaines,whoſe Principalitie cxtends it ſclfe fat 
and neere : but Agarins figniftes Peregrinators ; for Gor or Ger 1 
as much to ſay as a Pilgrim, 

Theſe people combined themſelues. with MH ahomes tha 
falſe Prophet, borne of obſcure parentage : his fathers name was 
Abdiminech,of his wife that was of the familie of 1ſhmael,or oft 
Saracens, borne in Arabia the ſtonic,and(as it is expreſt in their 
Alcaron)vponthe xxj. day of September, according to-our ac- 
compt,aboutthe yeare of Chriſt 570.hee rooke hisname from 
eumulcuous coufuſion: for ameh (ignifies twwwltuatus eF,he hath 
beene tumulruous; And Hamam,tumultuende diſturbanit , He diui- 


dedby contention. From hence Maimoſignifics twmultuor , AF 


contender,and Maiomai,concitor,arebell. From whence may be 
gathered, That Mahometis anominous and ſeditious name, Whil 

hee was in his infancie heliued with his father, after, being of a 
prompt wit,heſerued one Abdowoneply a Merchant, in whoſe ſer- 
uice conuerfiing with Chriſtians and Iewes, hee got a ſmattering 
knowledge of the olde and newe Teſtament, andm any acquain- 
tance , amongſt which was one Sergias an Arian Monke, a'man 
veric wellaffected ofthis 4bddmoneplia. Abdomoneplis dyed, and 
by the perſuaſion of this Monke, Mahomet rrarried Cadican his 
wife, alrhough ſhee was fiftie yeares of age, and by her had great 


riches : ſhee foone after alſo dyed, and left Mahomer all that ſhe 
had. He ona ſudden,being lift vpto his heighthofſubſtance,grew | 


very ambirious(for he was naturally proud,wrathfull, athecte, 4 
whoremaſter,a moſt impudent adulterer,and wherſocucr he _ 
ma 
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The deſcription.of Jeruſalem as it is now. 
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madchauocke of all things.C This man by the helpe of the Sara- 
zens and others, affected the kingdome of Arabia, which within 
ſhort timeafrer he obtained,entring Mecha the chiefe citie there- 
of, vpon Thurſday rhe fiftcenth of Iuly, Anno Dom.622. and by 
the helpe of two Tewes and this Sergivs, wrote thatblaſphemous 
Law ot the Alcaron, falſly profcſſing himſclte to bee a prophet, 
and began cruelly to oppoſe himlelte againſtall neighbouring nc- 
tions and Cities, 

The Alcaron taketh the name from Sp/endoy 0r B1 igbtniſſe; for 
Al in the Arabick is as much as Karavin the Hebrew, and that 
ſignifies ro ſhine or caſt forth a baightneſſe. This Alcaron con- 
tainesa blaſphemous and deteſtablelaw, written in the Arabian 
tongue withour any order or colour ofknowledge,teaching ma- 
aiteſt lyes , and exccrable blal 20m againſt God ; and for the 
moſt part, the pleaſures and delights of this world : for he doth 
deniethat therc is one cternalleſlence of the Deitic,and the holy 
Trinitie , our Sautour Chit they one while call the Sonne,of 
God,and another while the Soule or Spirit of God. They deny 
his Deitic,but ſay that he was a holy man, borne withouta father 
ofthe chaſt and incorruptible Virgin Mary. And although hee 
was before all Deginning, yer they belecue that he was not begot- 
| ten, butcreated before all other eſſential creatures, by the eternall 
God, Alfo they ſay he was not crucihied, bur ſome other in his 
place; and therefore the ſaluation of man not to conliſt in, the 
merits of Chriſt, bur in our owne proper workes. And thatthe 
lewcs might embrace the Alcaron, they retaine Circumciſion, 
which is commonly done when the children arcthirtcene yearcs 
of age;about whichtime,1ſhmael was circuinciſed, They forbearc 
the meates forbidden in the Lav , they haue many wiucsat one 
time; they tollerare a bil of Dinorce,and afftirmethat after the re- 
lurrectionmen may hauc many wiucs, and with thenr banquet, 
turter, and vic pleaſant recreations ; with diners ſuch. crroursand 
Yaine trifles,which for breuitics ſake I omit. 

Thar hee might the better perſuade mento embrace and be- 
iceue thele his lies,and blaſphemous doctrines,he veric cunning- 
-y ſeemed to confirme them with many falſe and fainedmyracles:- 
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The diſcription of Jeruſalem as it i5 now. 
and amongſt the reſt this was one : Haulug taught a white Doue 
to fetch corn in his care, whiles hee was preaching to the peopke, 
it chanced that ſhe came & ſare vpon his thoulder,and putting her 
bill into his cace according to her accuſtomed manncr,hee perſua- 
ded the people that it was the ſpirit of God, which dcliuercd him 
the words of the Law. A Bullalſo, taught afterthe ſame manner, 
at his voyce came bctorc him,and kneeling downe did him reue- 
rence, with the Alcaron ticd vpon his hornes ; which he afhrmed 
was come from heauen and brought that new Law. Then did 
hee make diucrs hornes of gold and filuer, andfilling them full 


_—. 
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hecauſed the ſame placesto bee opened, and told the people that 
theſe ſignified plentic and aboundance,toall ſuch as kept and ob. 
ſcracd that Law : But the violatcrs thereof ſhould bee puniſhed 
with death. Together with many otherſuch like idle and fooliſh 
myracles, (which would bcetotedious to recite) that hee might 
make the peop!c belecue that it came from God . And being 


gell Gabriel rold him the Law , making this likewiſe a means to 
further his deſignes : but after, viz.vpon the cighth of Tune, Ann 
Dom.632.and inthe fixric one yeare of his age,be died miſcrably 
of this diſeaſe, after he had raigned in Mecha ten yeares ; and E1- 
bubizer or Ababachar his father in Law ſuccceded him inthe go- 
uernement , who built in his honour a Church, and inthat put his 
{epulchre,borh ſtatcly and ſumptuous. 

The Turkes alſo embrace this dodtrine , and ioyned their 
forces with the Sarazens : They extended rheir Empire vnder 
AMahomer the third,into Aſia, Europe,and Aﬀ ica. They deriue 
theirname (as I ſuppoſe) from Crueltie , for Twrca ſhonifierh a 
eraell deſtroyer or an armed enemie , being deriued from the He» 
brew word Tarach, that is , torffedt his purpoſe, From whence 
they are not Impropecrly called of the Graciins -vws to vexe and 
make wearie ; orel[{c from the Hebrew word Tachera,which fig» 
mifics 2 Micld;an ' fromthe Greeke word $.4zand weaifr, TO put 
on a !hicel 1, an dior me then fi lucs 2 for the Thrkes arc armed 
encmics,anc deſtroves of the wh le wild: And hy re hitl re

of inilke hid them in the carth : after which, ina greataſſembly | 


afflicted with the falling ſickneſle, gaue it out, thatthen-the An. 
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ca!led Geog and Mazog,cap. 38.0 39.0f Magee which was the ſon 
of Japhet Gen,10.andas tome thinke, inhabured rhe North parts 
ofthe world. Plinie places them in Boſpherus, Cimmerius, Scy- 
thia,&c, which lyerh towards the Eaſt. But indeed they haue of- 
ten changed their reſtdence,and haue come into Perſia, Armenia, 
Syria, Paleſtina, Arabia,6 cruelly deſtroyed them, vntill they had 
conquered Conſtantinople, and got agreat part of Europe ; and 
haue infeted the mindes of al the inhabitants in thoſe parts with 
their manners,flaughters,and rapines, accordingto that blaſphe- 
mous Law ofthe Alcaron. They firſt aflited thoſe parts about 
the yeare of our Lord 7 60. Conftentiss Copronixe being 
thca the Emperour of Rome ; ſince which time 
they haue conquereda great part 
ofthe World.

Others ſay necre to Hebrom a 
Citic in the Tribe of Tuda, and there alſo lyes buried ; for ina caue 
necre that place, lyes much reddeearth, which the inhabirants ea 
uen torhis day ſhew vnto Pilgrims : but this i5 nothing to the pur. 
poſe,ſince we know,that man was firft created, and then brought 
Into Paradiſe,Gen. 1.0 2. 
Of Parad ſe. 
Aradiſe , which in Greekc 15 Fat», and in Hebrew Pardee, 
lienifics qi plicaſant Garden plentifully tirniſhed with fruit- 
fullrrees, but principaily Mertle trees, which beareth a kind of 
berric of averie deleRable taſt: for this Hebrew word fcerneth ta 
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be a compoune d thatis of Parah, which ſignifies to fulife , and 
Halrs,a mirtle; of the fruit of which rec ,there 1s made a certaine 
wine called mirile or mulberie wine : the myſteric hereof is,thar 
Chriſt is that trec of life,that truntul and pleaſant mirtle \whetby 
we are rayled vp vntocretnall lite,Gen.2.Apor.22. Mat.11.Luther 
calleth paradiſe in hisdiſcourſe of Germanie,a plcaſant Garden, 
Eccl.2. Muniter,an Orchard : andinthe Bible ir1s called Eden,

curing of pleaſure & delight. The Grecians call it Hedoxe, which

% there was great aboundance of all things, as well of trees , fruits,

heauen: Into-this place God put: man, to drefle it 8 keepeit : But 
where it ſtood, and whether it be now vponthe carth,there are 
diners opinions : The Romaniſts hold, rhat it is Rogen in the Eaſt 
. without the Tropicks : others would have i It vnderthe Aquator, 
| becauſeitisaverietemperat region :butexperiencetells vs, that 
there it tsverie hor & cortching : others think it ſtandeth vpothe 
trop of a high mountaine,freefromall the violentmotions and im- 
] preſions of theayre,, inwhich place they hold «&nechand Eliah 
are yer liuing : there are others rhat aſſigne the whole Eaſt partto 
be Paradiſe, and that there were ſome peculiar places. moſt fruit- 
full of which they thinke was Syria, Damaſcus, Arabjafoelix, #- 
gypt and Iudxa,in which part man was pur, They alſo ſay,that the 
tree of Knowledge ſtood ypon Mount Caluary,neere about that 
place where Chriſt was crucified, fo that he made ſatisfa@tion for 
fine inthe ſame place where fine was firſt committed. And this 
[hold tobe the better opinion;and that it remained rilthe deluge 
Lepr in the cuſtoce of Angells,at Gods appointment,and by the 
; dood,together with other creatures, was aboliſhed, 

And for that ſaying of our Sautor to the theefe vpon rhecroſle 
This day thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe 15notro bevnderſtood of 
the earthly Paradiſe, bur ofthe heavenly. the place of the bleſſed 
. ayeelsand ſaints, where God with his-diuine maieſty filleth them 
with the lighr of righrcoutneſle, an d quickneth them with eter« 

nall life. This placc Parl calls therthird heauen,and that heauenly 
Paradiſe of which the carthly Paricite 1sa Type.2.Cor.12. ( 
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Of the foarc Riners that watered Paradiſe, 


=_—_ foure Floods of Paradiſe, were Piſon , Gihon, Hidekel 


and Euphrates , Gen.2. There was but one Fountaine of all 
thelc floods, & this was 10 Paradilc it ſclfe , which inthole times 
was diuided into foure ſtreames. But.as by the Flood all the face 
of the earth was changed,ſo likewite were thele rivers, and their 
Fountaines and Channells altercd fromthe places where at firſt 
they were ;notwithſtanding,in memorie of them, there remaines 
ſome eliques, though perhaps nut inthe ſame place, nor ſpring- 
ing out of one and che lame Fountaine ,as they did betore. And 
as the Mcditerr anean ſea, the Gulph of Arabia, and many other 
Mecres and Lakes, before the F lood, were not  bur(by the gene- 
rall conſent of all learned men; ) hapned by chat huge inundation , 
the ſame may be {aid of thelc Riuers, 

The heador beginning of the Riner Piſchon orP1iſon,is 4800 
miles Eaſtward trom Icrulalem, and is hike vntoanarme of the 
Sea, lome 12 or 16 miles ouer , and for that cauſeit takcth the 
name from Poſch,that is,increaſing,or,of an extraordimarie greatnes: 
trom hence the Grecians call ir Phuton,becauſe it diuiacs it {clte 
into diucrs Riuolets or Streamecs, It compaſſeth in Huwlah, it di- 
uideth that part of the world which wee call India,into the out- 
ward and inward : and there is called Ganges , taking that name 
from an Athiopian King called Ganze, as wich faith. Some ſay 
it is vnknown where it firſtriſcth: others lay it riſeth in Scytha,Se 
watcrethalltheneighbour countrics as it palleth along,as Nylus 
doth, and fo being diſperſed into 3o channels, dinideth India 
with onc of them:the narroweſt place of Ganges is 8 nules ouer, 
and the ſhalloweſt 100 foot deepe,, it bringcth forth Dolphins, 
Crocodlles,and diuers other creatures, 

Solinus and Srrabo fayth, That the River Tyegris riſeth in 
Armenia, a verie faire and cleare Fountaine it is diſtant from 
Jeruſalem fixe hundred miles towards the North : it runneth 
with luchan exceeding [{wittneſle , that Fiſhes cannot ſwimme a- 
eainſt it,and paſſeth thorough the lake of Arthuſta,wirhout once 
ningling {cite with the water : and for this cauſe i itiscalled 

Tygris 
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Tigris, which fignificth a dart, and,s beef? of extraordinarce ſwift- 
neſſe and crueltie . This Riuerrunning trom towards the North 
and theriling ofthe Sunne , it compaſleth in Meſſoporamia,and 
paſleth by the borders of Medeaand Affiria, andatterthar of 
Chaldzaand Arabia, it there recciueth inthe Riuer Hydaſpis, 
and ſo ioyning with Exphrates , falls intothe lake of Perſia. The 
Hebrewes called this riucer Chrdjkil from Chadad, which fignih es 
accure, an Kalal, light, for it isa ſwift running ſtreame : from 
hencethe Gracians call it «vs; the Launes,Celer,the Germans, 
Ein Zelter, which ſ1gnifics with vs,a horſe {wiftly running; for it 
pajleth away-ſ{witterthanan arrow out of abow, Goingtowards 
the Eaſt, ſome 36 miles from the auncient Babylon) - it rinneth 
thorough a towne called Bagadeth, bordcring vpon Turkiearid 
Perſia,and from thence rowards the latitude, ro a towne called 
Argentaratus,wher- it changeth thename to Tigris ; inthat place 
it runneth ſo extreame {witt,that it'will makea mans head dizzic 
to looke vpon ite | 2 
Strabo ſaith, The River Euphrates riſerh our ofa Mountaine ih 
Armenia,called Nipha, ſome 3oo miles trom the Citie of 'Teru- 
ſalem towards the North, watering Meſopotamia and Chaldea, 
and paſſing through the middeſt of that flouriſhing Ciric Baby- 
lon,dinides it into rwo parts (and after paſſing thorough,and fru- 
ifyivg Arabia,it ioyneth with the Flood Tygris, and falls into 
the Perſian gulfe. Simiramis Queene of the Aftirians and' of 
Babylon,builr a bridge oucr the narroweſt place ofthis Riuer,be- 
ing ſome three quarters of a mile oucr. The Hebrewes call this 
River, Parah, becauſe it fruftifierh;and from thence the Graecians - 
call it #4,0r 9:4«»,10 beare fruit;the Germans, Fruchter,which in 
Engliſh is, fruittull or pleaſant : And therefore Saint Ambroſe 
ſairhyit is deriued from Euphrancingthit is from retoycing; For 
that ouerflowing the Fields, it cauſed rhem the next yeare to 
flouriſh with all kin4 of truit and pleaſant flowers,” The water 
of this Riucr is verie foule and dirtie ,. ſothatir is vnfit to drinke:

Nilus taketh the beginning trom a certaine Mountaine in Mayu- 
ritania the lower,not tartc fromthe Occan,and ifſues from a Lake 
which they call Nidiles, -aad partly from other Lakes,and 1s 10- 
cicalcd with/the ſnowe waters falling from the mountaines of 
the Moone in Africa, 3200 milcs from Ieruſalem towards 
che South. Some thinke it tooke the name from Ny/ews a Certain 
King thereabouts. Others, fromthe ſoike, whichir yercly brought 
downe inthe ſtreame,whereby all Egyptis made fruitfull ; from 
whence ſomethinke it was called Scruous Nilus, for that it brin- 
geth downe new mudde with ic. The Hebrewes callit Grhon, 
becaule it breaketh out gf the carth with great violence. This 
Riucrcomes tarough the defarts of Xthiopia,and fo with great 
violence comes into Egypt , where it is diuided into ſeuen 
{trcames,and intimcs palt had [cucn gates, the names of which 
were ©, Canopicus, or Heraclioricus, Bolbitinus , Sebiniticus, 
Pharmiticus,Mendettus, Taniticus, and Paluſinus. Thetwo out- 
ward gatesof which, viz.Canopicus, and Paluſiacus , were 160, 
miles a (under, | Appranzs (aith, There are two other gates called 
Tinepumicus and Divicus : This ninta gate 1s diuidedar acitie 
and placecalled Dclra, taking the name trom the liknefle that it 
hath to the Grecke letter fo called, So that Nilus 1s diuided into 
nine gates, by which nine gates, it falls into the Mediterranean 
Sea, There are many that thinke, that Paradiſe was onely in E- 
gypt,andthat rhenit had onely but foure ſtreames,and that at the 
Flood it was confuſed into nine,and they would ſeeme to proue 
their opinion out of the 31 chapter of Ezekiel, where heecalleth 
Egypr,a garden of pleaſur-. But this differcth from the deſcrip- 
tO of « Aſoſes, for 1t1s not {cituate inthe Eaſt, but rather the South 
trom Icruſalem, and farre diſtant from the two Eaſterne Riners, 
Euphrates and Hiddikel,by which the holy Scriptures doe prin- 
Cipally denote Paradiſe, Wherefore it may bee concluded , that 
Eegyvr was onely a part of Paradiſe, not paradiſe itſelte : And 
that this Riner was one of the Rivers, not all, the ſtreames of 

which 
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which Riuer at ſome rimes of rhe yeare,viz. in the SummerSol- 
ſtice,when the Sunne is neere the Dogge-ftarre , begins to (well 
and ouerflow the bankes, by reaſon of the melting of the ſnow 
which lyes vponthe mountaines of the Moone, and fo drowne 
all the places ncere vnto it, through the Land of Agypr,leauing 
behinde it,certaine ſlime and nwdde, by which it comes to paſſe, 
that the Countrey is verie fruitfull, and ſerues them in ſteed of 
raine, at which time of the yeare ( for this happens once cuery 
yeare)the people and inhabitants of the Countrey retire'them« 
ſelues to their Towns, Cities,and Caſtles, ſcituated vpon Rocks, 
Mountaines,& high grounds, from whence it hapneth, thatthey 
ſuſtaine verie little diſcommoditieor loſſe,by any (uch tnundart- 
on. They alſo keepe little boates, whereby they paſſe from'one 
place to another,becaule all their paſſages and foot paths are then 
drowned with waters, There are many prettie obſcruations 
which the people of XKgypt were wont to take notice of in the 
rifing ofthis watcr,for they had certain ſtaues whereby they mea- 
ſured the deapth of it,if it roſe but torwelue cubits(whichis ſixe 
yards in highth, they then ſtood in feare of great famine , {o 
alſo if ir was but thirteene, forrhen the water was not dee pe 
enough to make the ground fertill : burif it roſcto fourtcene or 
fifreene , then they were in great hope, and didnot doubrof 2 
fruitfull yeare : andifto ſixteen, they then greatly reioyced at 
their proſperitic , and kept banquets and feaſts,and were aſſured 
thatthe ſucceeding yeare would bee verie plentifull:burifit roſe 
aboue , they laid aſide all ſignes of joy, and liued verie ſparingly, 
and with great ſorrow,this great inundartion of waters foreſhew. 
ing,ſcarcitic, and want, and famine,and peſtilence,and death: And 
thus Nilus ycarely,cucricyeare ts to them in ſteed of raine, for 
Zogyprt is without raine, 
In Autumne, at ſuch time as the Sunne going out of the laſt 
face of Libra,entreth into Scorpio, the watcrs of Nilus by little 
and little retire themſelues into their bankes, and the earth be- 
comes quite vncouered of water : about which time, the Coun- 
try being exceeding hot, the earth 1s preſently made drie inal! 
thoſe places, ſorhatinthe moneth of Oftober , they may both 
till and ſowetheir Land, In this Riuer the Crocodile —_ 
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cancuma breed,of the nature of which rwo,you may ſufficient- 
ly read in Geſver. There alſo.breeds the Pe:lican, of which.Saint 
lerom (aith,there are two kinds, onethat lines ypon the watcr, an 
eiber that lives vpon the land ; thele Birds as forme, afhirrac, kill 
their young ones vpontheir beake, ang! thenleaue themying in 
theirncaſt for three dayes;at the cnd of which time, the female * 


ricuouſly, woundes her ſelfe vpon the breaſtgand pawring her 

lood vpon her young ones, reviues them. againe., This bird may = 
yerie well bee atypeand figure of our blefled Sautour, why ſhed- - 
ding his pretious blood vpon the crofle for our finnes, afrer rhe 
third day roſe againe and thar hee might reſtore vs to life that be 
dead in fine, pawreth out his dlopd vpon vs , waereby wee are 


made capable of-cternall life.

Abraham being then 
eightic ſixe yeares of age : hee was circumciſed at thirteene; hee 
went from his father at fifreene ; he was at Abrahams funeral,and 
was then eightie nine yearcs of ge : he dyed when he was a hun- 
dred thirtie ſeuen yeares of age,fiftic yeares after the death of £- 
braham, and left behinde him twelue ſonnes, as 1aceb did, which 
were the Princes of their families,as was his : of which the Apo- 
ſtle Pawt hath an excellent Allegoric , Abraham had rwo ſonnes, 
one by the bond-woman,another by the free woman, he that was 
of the bond-woman wasaccording to the fleſh, but ke that was of 
the free woman was by promiſe. By which things another 
thing is meant : for rhe ons, which 1s Agar of mount Sinai, gen- 
dereth vnto bondage , for Agar, or Sinai, 1s a mount in Arabia, 
and anſwereth vnto Ternfalem thatnow 1s, and ſhe is in bondage 
with her children :but Teruſalem which is aboue ts free, for it 1s

a is 120 miles from Ierufalem towards the South, and be= 
cauſe in that place there are many buſhes and thornes, it is 
therefore called Sinai : For Sendeh ſignifies a 4#{b. Hecie the 
Law (which wee call theten Commandements) was giuen ; and 
not vnfitly,becauſe they are like thornes, which prickeand vexe 
the hearts and conſciences of wicked men. Ir isalſo called Ho- 
reb, orChareb , which ſignifies , CA place made arie. Bernard 
Freitenbacchas, in the moneth of September 1483, and many 
others, went purpoſely to ſee this mountaine, and with great la- 
bour aſcended to the toppe thereot , for (as hee ſaith) it 1s agreat 
mountain,and of an extraordinary highth.In the lower partround, 
in thevpper part diuided into two tops or mountaines,one (tan- 
{ ding towards the Weſt, the other toward the Eaſt. That towards 
| the Weſt is called Horeb , that to the Eaſt, Sinai. And trom theſe 
wo itis ſometimescalled Horcb,ſomtimesSinai, being both one 
hill of the baſe. Berweene theſe there lycsa faire and ſpacious 
plaine, inthe middlewhereof (and as it may bee thought in. the 
middeſt in the mountaine) there ſtandes a monaſteric', necre to 
which there is adioyminga verie pleaſant Gardenand-Orchard ; 
plentifully furnifked wich Date trees,Fig trees,and many others, 
verie profitable and pleaſaht : where inancient times were many 
Monkes that continued there;but it happened thata.cenainnum- 
ber of Pagans, in hope to find ſome bootic,came from a haucnof 
the Red ſea,called T hor, and vpon a ſudden broke invponthem, 
and pur fortie of them to the:{word : From whence ut: was cuct 
after called the Abbey ofthe fortie Martyrs. Nowitzemaineth 
deſolate;few or none inhabiting there,onely rwo Monkes of Saint 
Katherines Order, and theſe alſo gricuouſly troubled with the in+ 
curſtons of the Arabians. The orchard alſo is deſtroyed with Lo- 
cuſts,and rhe ground become barren. Inthis orchardthere ſtands 
alittle chappel,in which there is acauc where Saint@nwphrins:the 


Anchoriſt liued. 
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Atthe foot of Mount Sina vponthe North, (tandeth the mg. 
naſterie of Saint Katherin, of which the Emperour Fuſtinian wa; 
the firſt founder : it is compaſſed about withawall ; cloſe by 
ſtandeth a goodly Orchard furniſhed with diuers trees, of fruit 
pleaſant and delightfull, inthatthere ſtandeth a goocly fountain 
which waterethall aboutit. Iathis place there are a great num. 
ber of poore Mcnkes, which get their liuing by their hands, in 
chedelart there: bouts, They ſay thathere ſtood the golden calf 
ſpoken of inthe 32. of Exodus, And they fhew a round ſtone ly. 
ing there, wherethey ſay Moſes broke the twa Tablesthat were 
giuen him by God. To pilgrims alſo they ſhew the tomb of Saint 
Katherine, ſtanding vpon the right fide of the Quire, with certain 
otherreliques of hers, Vpon the lefr{ide of thequire,there ſtand 
a little doore by which you enter into a place calledthe Cha 
pell of Saint Aarie ofthe Buſh,where they fhew the place of t 
Buſhin which Godappcared vnto Hoſes: And to giuegrace)vnto 
their ſuperſtitions, there may none cnterinto that place, bur hee 
muſt put off his hoſe and ſhoo-s. There is another place , where 
they ſay God commaund* | / sſes to bring vp Aaron, Nadab and 
Abihs with him,and the ſeucntic Elders ; with many other ſuper- 
ſtitious chappels,which would be roo tediousandfriuolousto re» 
cite. Notfar from this there ſtandeth alſo a Mosko of the Sars- 
zens,ful as faire and ſpacious as that of Saint Xatherines,to which 
there is adioyneda certaine Turret : hitherthe Arabiansand Sa- 
razens doalſo often cometovilit ſaint Katherine. 

Atthe aſcent ofthe Mount Horeb, neereto the Monaſterie of 
faint Xtherine,there ftandeth a tountaine of verie clecre water,in 
the likeneſſe ofa bow, made of ſtone, reaching from the one 
fide of it rothe other, and ſtandeth like vnto anarch orgate. A 
little oboue that, atthe foot of Mount Moreb, is to bee | 45h the 
caue where Fliah reſted whenthe Lord ſpake vnto him, 1.

24-34-A little aboue that,thereis a Moske, to which thereday- 
ly relortes Arabiansand Saracens in, honour of Moſes, whome 
they reucrence as a Prophet, Betweenetheſe there lyctha Well 
of cold wholſome water, which is called Moe: Well. Here ſeem- 
eth ia time paſt ro haue beers ſome Monaſterie ; for there'are di- 
uersruins of walkes and buildings to be ſeene. This mountaine is 
round,and difficult to aſcend: it is 7000 ſteps tothe top, & from 
thEce thered ſea & the arme therof,(where Fharaoh was drowne 
when he followed the children of Uracl)may ealily be diſcerned? 

Mount Sina is much higher than this, and Iyeth two dayes 
tourncy from the Red ſea: Vponthe top whereof are many rocks 
and great ſtones. From thence you may ſ{ceſundrie places, as, a 
mountaine lying in Thebaidzs,the great hauenſof the red Sea, the 
Deſart ot Elim and Sur, with many others. The deſarts round 
about take the name from the heigth thereof ; and arecalled, The 
delarts of Sina.

From Kiriath-jearim Deawidand all his traine "returned 'backe 
againeto Ieruſalem,which was abouta mile, & they placed' the 
Arke of the Lord in anew carr, and cauſed it to be drawne with 
Oxen, which turned out of the way to the threſhing floure of 
Nachow,where V7 raſhly and inconſiderately touching the Arke 
of God,contratie tothe Diuine Law,was preſently flaine by the 
Lord in the way, and that place was called Peri-YF«, thatis, The 
breach of VJ.For he was not of the Tribe of Aron,to whom it 
was only Jawfull rotouch the Arke,& therefore the Lord ftrqok 
him that he died miſerably:wherefore D awid beeing terrified by 
this example of Gods ſeueritie, would not that day bring the ark 
of the Lordinto Ierufalem , but carried it to the houſe of acer- 
taine Nobleman called Obed-<Adow 2 Gittite, whodweltnor far 
from Ierufalem , but when it was rold David,that the Lord bleſ- 
ſed the houſe of 0bed-£dowm and all his familie,becauſe the arke 
was there, Dauid went from Ierufalem with agreat multitude of 
people,to the houſe of 0bed-<£dom, who (as is aforeſaid) dwelt 
not farre from Ieruſalem, (yer there are ſome that ſay hee was an 
excellent muficias in Ieruſalem, and dwelt in Mount Acra;that is 
in the lower city)and from thence Dauid fercht the Arke of the 
Lord incothe ypper citie, which ſtood vpon mount Sion; bur I 
hold the other opinionto be the more probable. 

Whenthe Arke was carried by the Prieſts, David girt himſelf 
with a linnen Ephod, (which kind of garment the Prieſts of the 
inferior order vſed to weare) & danced before it,finging Pſalms 
and hymnes to the praiſe and glorie of God, and with great tate 
broaghr it to the citie of Teruſalem with the ſound of Trumpets 


. and inftruments of mufick, and placedir inthe middle of the Ta- 


bernacle,which they had curiouſly creed in Mount Sioninthe 
vpper city,which was alſo called the citie of David. This hapned 
lathe tenth yere of his raigne;ar whichtime Michel Sant; daugh- 
terdeſpiſed himin her beart , & hughedat him :bur God gaue 
her a due recompence, as you may read 2.$4.6. and hima juſt 
reward ; for he promiſed by the Prophet Nathan, That of his po- 
ſteritic and bloud the King of Kings, and Sauiour of the world

He returned thence to Icrufalem with great triumph and ioy, 
24 miles.

Chriſt, 1065, he made an expedinionvntd. Soba, which Joſephus 
calleth Sophenam, andisin Armenia, ncere to Maſta or Mount 


Taurus, 600 miles from Icruſalem towards the North, of which 


you may read before. NDawd in this place woona memorable 
bamcll againſt Hedad-EFer the Kingthercoh, ncere tothe riuer 
Euphrates z hetooke 700 horſe and 20009 foot, butnttheir ch 
riots,tooke 100 caſtles,conquered all therownes and Countrey 
round abour, and went away with a great bootie,as well of Gold 
as filuer, bra(ſe,and other things ; which btaſle forthe excellen- 
cie thereof was like vnto gold, and (as /ofephuws faith) afrer wirds 
Solomon made the molten ſcaof it. When GadareFer King of che 
Syrians ( hee that built that famous citte of Damatcus) heard of 
the oucrthrow of Hadad-EFer, hee ſent a great armieto higaid ; 
which King Dawrdnecretotheriuer Eupiiratesſmore with the 
ſword,ſo that 20000 of them were flaine, and he carrted: away a 
glorious viRorie , extending his gouernment from: Terutalem 
600 miles towards the North, that is, into Armenia, & beyond

Dazid notwithſtanding tooke the death of Abſa/on maruclous 
heauily, till by 7946 he was recalled from thatgriefe ; and then 
inthe companic of BarFilat, and of his ſon Chimes, of Mephibs- 


ſeth the ſonne of 1enarhan, and Zeba his ſeruant, Shimmer allo that 


before curſt him, (who to leaue a memorable token of a baſe Si- 
cophant) after this viRorie came firſt downe to craue pardon for 
his offence, with many others,wentalong with him from Maka- 
naim to Bethabara , which was 28 miles. To this place there 
came agreat multitude of people to meet David, 2.54m.19.This

From Bethabara David paſſed Iordan,and went backe to Gil- 
gal, which was 4 miles, 2.

From thence Dauid returned to Teruſalem,which was 4 miles.

Nine yeres after,he came the fourth time to leruſalem,which 
was 680 miles,and beſieged the citie, becauſe of the impicty and 
rebellion of Zedekiab king thereof. During this liege he tooke di- 
uers townes,but chiefely Lachis and Aſeca,ler.3 4. 

Bur when he vnderſtood that Phareoh was comming with an 
armie out of Zgypt to reſcuc Zedekia,he raiſed his camp,8& went 
about 80 miles into the country of Agypt ; which Pharaob hea- 
ring,was abaſhed,and turned backe againe.

Ptolomais Philedelphas it was a famous and flouriſhing Citie : Fo! 
this Prince being a great loyer of learning, inſtituted an Acage- 
mie(as 1s thought)in it,and added thereroa ſtately librarie,wher-

Heere he tooke the Temple of Diane , ſpoyled allthat countrey 
round about, and with ſtrong: hand, gathercd together a great 
maſſe of gold and filucr, to maintaine warre againſt Inudas Mac- 
chabeus, But amulticudealtcitizensdiſliking his ſacriledge,ban- 
ded themſclues rogether,and put Aanriecbas and his ſouldiers to 
fight,beforc he could rake the citie of Perſepolis, 1.Macchab,6,

Whcrefore being driuen from thence, he fled with his army to 
Egbatana,a Citic in Media, which was 20g miles, Here hauing cer- 
taine intelligence by letrers, ofthe noble exploits of /ndaes Mac- 
chabews , and that hee. purged the Temple oft ſuch things as 
were protaine;hee fellinroanextream griete, and like,onediſtra- 
Red,railedagainſtthelewes,and {wore tobe reuenged of them, 
l:Macch.g. 22116438: :/6 

Inthis cxtreame anger, hee went from Egbatana to Babylon 
with his armic, which was 464 miles. Butas he went,his chariot 
was ouerthrown, inthe fal whereof he was ſo extrcamly woun- 
ded,that they were conſtrained tocarry him inabed to Babylon, 
where ſhortly after he died miſerably . Soall his Traucls were 
$153 miles.” 

Thus may we ſce with what difficulties & dangers this wick- 
ed Prince obfained his viRories,and paſt away his ite; ſomtimes 
in travel his-lLourneys long and troubleſome, ſometimes in pro. 
ſperitic, ſometimes in aduerfitic, againe ſometimes afflicted with 
troubleſome cogitations, ſometimes with extreamirie of anger, 
ſeldome in peace,and then alſo his ations ſauouring of violence 
and filchineſſe : From whence ir appeareth, that the wicked with 
more ſorrowes, troubles, and vexations, gaine eternall damnati» 
oa; then the iuſt [though they ſuffer-niany: gricuous aſfliions ) 
obraine eucrlaſting Saluation. Foramonegſt all the Parriarches, 
good Kings and Prophets,there ts nortound any that had ſoma- 
dic long and tedious journies as this 4nizochns;, who continually 
oppreſſed his mind and conicience with varroficable vanities & 
wicked thoughts,and at length had atniſcrableand terrible end.

Of Amtiochis, ld 


Nciochia, where Aztochus Epiphanes kept his court, was an. 
ciently called Chzmath , or Riblah: it was {cituared ig 
Syria, 180 miles from leruſalem towards the North 
to the cities Seleucia, Laodicea,and Apamea, which toure cities 
(as Serbs faith in rhe fixteenth Booke of his Geographic) was 
builrby Seleuces Nicenor firit king of Siria, T his man was a migh- 
tic Prince, and obtayncd the name of Nicenor (which {ignifierh 
vidterie) becaulc he proſpered in his warres, and conquered his 
aduerſarics. For when(within 13 yeares after the death of Alixi 
#xderthe great)he had gotthe kingdome of Syria,hee became ſy 
great inthe 31 yere of his raigne,thathe obtained che Empire of 
all the Eaſt , and beſide as (Srrabs ſaith) re-edified and built yp 
theſe foure Cities, calling one of them Antiochia after thename 
of his father, another Lavdicea, after the name of his motherg 
third after his owne name Sclcucia,and the laſt Apameaatrer rhe 
nameof his wife, theſe foure cities becauſe they were built alby 
one man.,and at one time,were called fiſters : bur Antiochiawss 
much fairer than the other, and in thoſe times was agreater citit 
chenany other called afterthar name, yea it was <quall ro Alets 
andria inEgypt, for glorie andexcellencie ot building. It ws 
divided into foure parts , andthoſe = ſeperared with foure 
walles : the firſt which wasaunciently called Hemarh,(4 vie/en 
anger)of Chamathai the ſonne of Canaan , was after Riblath,from 
the multitude of the inhabitants; and the thirdtime by 'Selcucw 
after his fathers name,called Antiochia. Inthis part, Sele#cwto 
dignifiethe Citric kept his court, it being compaſſed about with 
goudly walls. In the ſecond partthe cirizens of Syria inhabited} 
in therhird, Selencus Callimicus (afrerward King of the Syrians) 
kept his court, and greatly beaurified it! but in che fourth(where 
afterward many Chriſtians inhabited ) Autigenxs Fpiphanes con- 
rinued,and did greatly adorn it and ſet it forth with goodly buil- 
dings and ſumptuous houſes. Cloſe by the Citic Gove ſtood a 
pleaſant 
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pleaſant wood, watred with many cleere fountainesand delight- 
tull ſprings,to which there reſorted a great multitude of Fowles 
ofdiuers torts, which ſung very pleaſantly amongrhetrecsggb P 
cat COmMent and —_—— the rat” PR oft 
wood ſtood the temple of Apells & Diane, 8 y thingsand ve+ 
rie curiouſly built : it was called the wood of Dakecheomd cit 
was full of Laurell trees. From this wood all the counttey there- 
abours is called Epidaphne.' Not farre off ſtandeth the riucr O- 
ronres, Which begzaneth in Coeloſyria & paſſeth vndet the earth 
tillir commeth. necre-ro Apamea, where itriſeth and watreth 
all Antiochia, ſo paſſing thence it runneth ſame lixtecne miles, 
and ſo falls intothe Mediterraneanſca. Here Pas preached,and 
kept aSynod, Ewſeb.lib.7.cap.24.25. There was another Synod 
kept here by the Arrians,Trip.£16.4.9. 

Stephanss reckonerth ypmany other citics. of this name,as An- 
tiochia Lifidia,in Galatia,where Pal preached, Af.3. and is di- 
ſtant from this 384 miles. Antiochia in Mcſopotamia,which is 
alſo called Mygdonia,& Nilibis, in which 4polophaver the Sto- 
ick,and Pharnachus that wrotethe Perſian Hiſtorie are ſaid robe 
borne. Antiochia berweene Syriaand Arabia, built by Semirs- 
mis, Antiochia'in Cihieia, ſcituated neere tothe river Pyramus.. 
Antiochia in Pieria, afo called by the Syrians, Arados. There is 
alloaciciecalled Antiochia,neere ro mount Taurus inthe coun- 
trey of Cammagena, Antiochiaſcituated vponthe Lake of Cal- 
lichan. Antiochia in'Scythia, There was another-in Cari, called 
alſo Pirhapolis. Antiochia Marigiana, built by Antiochus Sotey. 
Aad many authors call Tharſus in Cilicia by the name of Antio-- 
chia.Antiochia fignifieth 4» aduerſarie..

304 miles towardsthe North. 


Of Perſepolis 

Erſepolis was the Metropolitan city of Perftadiſtant fromle 

ruſalem 1240 milesrowards the Eaſt : ' Socalled of Perſeny 
that mighty king ofthe Perſians, who re-edified ir and gaueitthat 
name ; which is as much as if hee ſhould fay,the citic of the Pg 
fians, who alſo of him were fo called. The Aſtronomers, becatlſe 
he was greatly affected to ſuch as were skilfull in'that Art,attrþ 
buted his name and his wiaes name ro two conſtellations'n'the 
Heauens, -of which 06 fable is contriued of Pegeſss and ## 
dromache. | 

1 his citie of Perſcpolis was ſofaire, that it exceeded al the 
ties of the Eaſt,both for ſtarelinefſe and beautie,8 ſo continued 
from Perſews time,vntill A/exander che great had conquered Db 
»i\#r:arwhich time,this great Emperour hauing got into his hand 
the whole Empire of the Peiftans, came to Perſepolis,in the yer 
before Chriſt 329, and there celebrated a great feaſt in triumph 
of his vitories, to which there reforted many women, not ſuch 
as were of the better ſort , bur of them that followed the cant 
and lined diſfolutcly , amongſt whom was that notable curtizat 
Thais , who perceiuing the king inclined ro mirth, and full with 
- wine, Began to flatter him in his cups, and amoneſt other things 
to commend and dignifie his noble exploits, withall giuing hin 
to vnderſtand, how acceptable it would be to the Grezciansto ſee 
that royall pallace of the Perſians fired, who had ſo often affli 
ed Grecia. No ſooner had ſhe vttered theſe words, buranothe! 
ſeconded her, and then third : after the whole aſſembly cryed 
out, Shall we reuengethe iniuries of Grzcia,and burn the citie! 
with that rhey al roſe ingrear fury,the king himfetf(being erow- 
ned)beginning firſt to fire the pallace, wherein was igreatabout- 
dance of Czdar, from whence it happened that ſuddenly the fire 
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ſpread it ſelfe agreat way; which, when the armiethart lay a little 
withourthe wals perceiued , with all ſpeed camero the Citie to 
ſtay the burning of it, for which-purpole manie brought water 
with thera:But when they beheld the King himſelfe butie in this 
tragedie,laying aſide their warer,they allo(in hope of bootie,8&: 
to imitate the ſteps of their Prince) fell to firing their citic,& aC- 
cording tothe cuſtome of Souldiers in ſuchmaſlacres, made a 
prey of what they could ger, increaſing the fire with drieſtuffe, 
and other combuſtable matter,whereby it cameto paſſe thar the 
whole citie was therewith fired and burntro the ground. This 
was the end of that mightie citie which ruled ouer ſo manic nati- 
ons, where'ſo many mightie Princes gouerned , that was tlie 
ſcourge of Grzcia, and the greateſt part of the World, that ſerit 
forth a nauic of 10000 ſhips, and an armie of an infinite tumber”; 
there being at this day nothing tobe ſeen, vnles the riuer Araxes 
that ran cloſe by itremaineth. Thus was that conſumed ina fi- 
ric, which the king and all hisarmic before endeauoured to ſpare: 
But after it turned to the great ſhame of the Macedonians, that 
ticir King ſhould fire ſo famous a Citie in the middſt of his cups: 
w > amagug himſelfe after hee had ſlepr, repented of what hee 
ad done, | 

You ſhal findin 2. Xacch.cap.6.that Antiochus Epiphancs belie- 
gedacertain citie in Perſia, called Perſepolis;from whenec be- 
cauſe of his exceeding couctouſneſle and ſacriledge;he was for- 
ced by the inhabitants dwelling about the town,to raiſe his fiege 
and be gone. therefore ſome: may* garher,tharthis Perſepolis be- 
fore mentioned, was rebuilded,becauſcir likewiſe ſtoodin Perſia, 
But if you read the firſt of Maccbab. cap.6.you (hal find, that this 
Citie ſo beſieged by Antiochus,was alſocalled Elymais,wherein 
ſtoodthe:Temple of Diane, beaurified' with gHod!y ornaments 
ſhining withthe ſplendor of figegold werewith'itwas'gnilt:* Tn 
which Temple, as 1oſephws ſaith, (lib. ontiq. 12.) Alexander the 
great left his armor and other things. From whence may bee ga- 
thered,that this towne was not the Perſepolis which hee cauſed 
to be burnt, but rather ſome other towne built om 6Fthe rnins'of 
that citie (according.tothe opinion of Quinres Curtius)- or clfc

the Medes & Parthians, being ayded by the cirizens of Elymai 
the Perfans, and- Bactrians, meeting him inthoſe parts gaue his 
many ſharpe and cruell battels,and 1athe cnd(vnder pretence'df 
peace) tooke him priſoner the ycre betore Chriſt x37:{o'tr6 that 
time the Parthians were gouernors of Perſia and Grecia,and ops 
poledthe Romans inmany enuell bartels. | © Jil

ſtand the fyry of this King : ſothey-brought their. you out of 
the citic antothe wildernefſe,where they uncamped themſtlues; 
an:lattcr, ſo manfully oppoſed Amtiochrs, that her deliuered all 
the cities and trownes thereabours out of his bondage, and from 
Idolutric,, But being. now growne old (after he.had adinoniſhed 
his ſonnes to. conſtancie inthe ſeruice'of God, andcouragtinthe 
defence ofthe countrey)kedied inthe yeare before Chriſt 164, 
and was buried in Modin, where afterwards his ſonnes were bu. 
ried. Simon his third: ſonne,high Prieſt of Ieruſalemgdid marut- 
louſly beautikie t111s ſepulghre,for he made avault obwhite Mar- 
ble,compaiſcd about with faire pillars which ſupported an'admi- 
rable,curiousarch,to.ſee toas if it had beenc on ſtone. Ouerthus 
vaule, in, conuenient places,he builpſepen Pyramides in memoty 
of his farther,marher, his four brethren, 8& hunſelf:Inthecircum- 
ference ofthis nonpm{2nt 4 heeder,vptaire Marble pillars, vpon 
which , hee cauſed to-bee ingrauen ſhips,fo artificialy,that they 
which ſayled vpanthe Sea might ſce thew,, and vpontheſe hee 
placed the axmes of his father and of his brethren: you may read

King Amtiochns in Syria the lower) heard that Indes Macchaben 
had ouercome Apelonins and put him to death, hee was verieat 
grie,and faid,! will goe and conquer Iudas Macchabeus,g+ theſe tha 
are with bim , that ſo I may get my ſelfe a name, andbee famourths 
rowgh the whole kizgdowe : 10 he came our of Syria,& pitched hs 
Tenrsneere Betheron the lower in the tribe of «da, thirty two 
miles from Samaria.But /u#des went downeto himto Bethoron, 
wacre he broke into his camp,oucrcame his whole armic,8& 

him rothe ſword,and eight thouſand of his men,butthe reſt 

intotheland of the Philiſtines, 1,Macc. 3. Theſe twovicorics he 
obtained inthe farſt yere ofhis gouernmenr,by which hce made 
thehame of the Macchabees famous through that kingdom:this 
batcell was fought cight miles from Terufalem. 

' Antrochus Epiphanes,hauing'certain imelligence of that which 
had happened, inthe next yeare made an expedition into Perſia, 
that hee might gather money inrhoſe Eaſt parts to make an ot- 
fentiue warre againſt the Iewes : and gaue authoritic ro Lyſis 
(whom hee made gonernourin his abſence) ro ſuppreſſe this fa- 
Rion ſprung vp amongſt them. Wherefore Lyfes ſent 40000 
foor and 7000 hotſc1n toTurie ; and appointed Pro/omais, Nics- 
wor , and Gorgias to bee generals ofthe armie ; who ſo ſoone as 
they had entred Iudza after Hoſtile manner, they pirchedtheir 
Tents neere toatowne called Emaus, Toſeph. lib. Antiq.13.04p.10+ 

* This towne ſtandcth ſ1xe miles and ſomewhat more from Ieru- 
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(alem ; bur Iwd4s Marchabews allembled his armic in Mizpah, ſci- 
euaced in the Tribe of Beniaminnot farre from Ieruſalem, fixe 
miles from Bethoron, 1 Mace.3. 

Atrer Iudes Macchabew had implored Gods aſliſtance in his 
warres,and pertormed miatry religious ceremonies, he'went with 
hisarmic to Emaus,which was foure miles :where comming vp- 
on the encmie in the night & vnexpeRed, he ouercame Njicenor, 
put him ro flighr,and kild rhree thouſand of his men. This viAto- 
cie happened 1n the third yeare of /udes Macchebews his gouecrn- 
ment, 1. M44. X X 

From Emaus he purſued the enemie to Gexeron Azotus, Aſſe. 
cimoth,and Iamniah, vpon the borders of Idumza, which was 
eight miles. 

After he returned back from purſuing the enemie with his ar- 
nie to Emaus,which was eight miles, that hee might oppoſe the 
mic of Gorgies;bur Gorgras vnderſtanding of the ouerthrow of 
Nicexor, and burning of his Tents,fled. 

Indas Macchabews obtained his fourth viRorie inthe third yere 
of his g6ucrnment, which was 62 yearesbeforeChriſt,andin the 
148 yeare ofthe gouernment of the Grecians in'Syria, & miles 
from Emaus,neere to the Caſtle or forrreſlſe of Bethſura, which 
ſignifies the hoaſe of the Rock, being a very ſtrong place, ſcituated 
inthe top ofa high rock, ſomehalfe a mile from Teruſalem,irithe 
Wy which leadeth to Bethlehem. Neere to this caſtle[ndes Mac- 
bbeus oucrcame Lyſtas, Antiochw his chiefe Generall of Syriz, 
who had 20000 foor,and 5000 horſe in hisarmy, carrying away 
agreat viAtorie, and putto the ſword 5000 of his men, —_ 
deing thus oucrcome, mediated a peace with the Tewes, which 
Was concluded ypon the fourth day of the moneth Dioſceris 
Which anſwereth vnto the ſeuenth day of our moneth of Tune, 
UMacchab.1o . 

From Bethſura ud: Matchabeus brought backe hisarmie to Te-

Adarconalſo ſcemeth to be a Perfian coine, and doth impl 
the name of a Prince, or Daricum ſignifies the gold of the Perf.

T Here weretwo cities called by this name, the one Bethlem 
[uda;the other Bethlehem Euphrata where our ſauior Chrift 
was borne, and ſignifies frairfull,or the houſe ef bread: It Rood vp. 
on a hill ſome ſix miles from Ieruſalem towards the South, 
inhabirants rake vponthem to ſhew the place where our ſauiour 
Chriſt was borne , which ſtood vpon the Eaſt ſide of the citie, 
cloſe by the wall thereof, where, as Ewſcbias ſayth , Hellen the | 
mother of Coxflantine the Great,cauſed ro bee built a faire and ! 
ſtately Church, three hundred and twentie yearcs after the nati- | 
uitie of Chriſt. This Church was dedicated to Saint Marie, and * 
remaineth to this day , being. had in great honour bothamongſt | 
the Chriſtians,and rhe Turkes and Sarazins. This Church is ſuch | 
aſtately building,that itis thought to exceede all the Churches 
of Chriſtendome, for beautic and curious workemanſhip : It is 
wwo hundred twentie and eight foot long, andeightic ſeuen 
foot wide , being built all of Marble of diuers colours, and 
couered with lead: There are in it foure rowes of Marble pil- 
lars, wonderful ro looke vpon, not onely in regard of their num- 
ber, but oftheir geatneſle, for there is fiftic pillars inceuery row, 
The body of this church,the pillars from the bottom to the top, 
the walls, and cuery part of it, 1s beautified with lively pictures, 
adorned with divers colours,filuer,gold,and curions workman- 
thip, fo as it is wonderful tobehold. The pauement of it is of mat» 
ble, polliſhed,and of divers colours, fo cunningly ſetin workes, 
and with ſuchvarietic,that its very delightful to ſuch as look on 
it. There is painted on the pillers and: walls,almoſt all the tories 
ofthe Old Teſtament, till the birth of. our Lord and Sauiour 
leſus Chriſt, with ſuch excellent cunning, and fo lively , "that 
x isto beeadmired.

=2SD nth day of October,in the middle of the laſt weeke 
ſpoken of by Daniel,c.9.was there baptized, at whoſe baptiſme 
the teſtimony of the ſpirit deſcended down vpon him in thelike« 
neſſeof a Doue , which was 5 2 miles, | 
From lordan, [cſus was led by the ſpirit into the Wilderneſſe 
to betempred ofthe diuell,and there faſted fortie dayes and for. 
tic nights :at the end of which time, the diuel came vato him and | 
tempted him. How this wilderneſſe was called, the Euangelift 
doth not ſpecific : but it is to be thought that it was the deſart of 
Arabia Petrza,& that our Sauiour Chriſt faſted vpon the moun- 
raine of Sinai.where Moſes and Eliah faſted fortic daics and for- 
tic nights, Exod,24.1.Reg.

racles, Inthe moneth of March 7h Baptiſt teſtified of Chriſt 
before the Prieſts and Leuites,and within two dates after, Chriſt 
being then preſent, 7obu ſaid, Bebold the Lamb of God that taketh 4: 
way the ſinnes of the world, ere. Withina while after, Chriſt went 
thence towards Canain Galile, in which tourney he tooke vnto 
him ſome Diſciples (that is to ſay, Anarewand John the Euange- 
liſt,and,as ſome thinke, Peter, Philip,and Nathaniel) neere to the 
rowne of Bethel where the Patriarch Zacob ſaw a Ladder reaching

This firſt Paſſcouer of the Miniſtric of our Sauiour' Chriſt, 
which you may read /oþ.2, was celebrated vpontheſixthday of 
Aprill,and continued till thethirteenth day of the ſame moneth: 
during which time ourSauiour Chriſt did many miracles , inſo- 


much that many belecued in his name, and amongſt the reſt, N;. 
codemus, who came to him by night, and reaſoned with him con- 


cetning the kingdome of God. Nicodemus fignifies the vidtorie of 


the people, 16h.3. Arthis time hee continued mleruſalem till the 
moneth of October, and there celcbratedthe Feaſt of the Ta- 
bernacles , and preached the acceptable yeare of the Lord, 
Ef4y 61.' + - 

The Feaſt of the Tabernacles being ended, Ieſus with his Diſ- 
ciples came into Tudea,thar is,he went from Ieruſalem,and began 
toreach in Iudca , and his Diſciples baptiſed, ob» 3.4. lobnallo

T His was a citie inthe lower Galile, where our bleſſed Sauiour 

Chriſt turned water into wine, being diſtant from Ieruſa- 
lem threeſcore and eight miles towards the North. The place 
where our Sautour wrought this miracle is to be ſeene yntillthis 
day ; bur it is within the ground, and you muſt deſcend by cer- 
taine ſteps before you can comeat it, becauſe (as it ſeemes) there 
haue beene many Churches and buildings ſet vpon it ; which be- 
ing ſundric times ouerthrowne, the ruines of them haue raiſed 
the carth in ſuch ſort,that the auncient place is as it were hidden 
and laid vnderthe carth,as likewiſe is the place of the Annuntia- 
tion, of the Natiuitie of our Saujour Chriſt, and many other 
where he wrought nnracles,; to which they doe delcend downe 
vader the earth by ſteps. Vpon the North fide of thiszownſood 
around hill,and ypon the South a goodly plaine ; being called 
Cana in Galile,to put a diſtin&ion betweene it & another townec 
called afterrhe ſame name, which ſtood vpon the borders of 


Tyrus and Sydon,inthe Tribe of Afer ; in which,the Canaanitifh 
woman 
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woman or Sytopheniſian dwelt, which beſonght Chriſt to heale 
her daughter who was pofleſſed ofa Deuill, Marth. 15. Marke 7. 
which was called Canahthe greater,as this was called Canahthe 
leſſe, and were diſtant each from other 44 miles. 

Canah was fo called, becauſe round abour it grew Reeds,and 
there were many mooriſh and wateriſh grounds , whereof the 
towne tooke the name : For Canab fignifies s Reed; whichis a 
fietype of the Church : for as our Sautonr. Chriſt, *atthistowne 
(Fhrich ſtood in a mooriſhand reedie' place), graced # martidge 
with an extraordinary myracle;folikewiſewithe themar- 
riage of his Church, (though troubled with miſerres antaflici- 
ons ii this world, tofſedto & fro like a watering Reed)with the 
glorious prefence of his gracious countenance, ant inthe wotl 
to come crowne it witheternall glorie. 


" Of Capernaum. 


11 s Citie was ſocalled from the pleaſant and comfortable 
ſcituationof it. Inthe Hebrew Text Matthew calls it Caphar- - 
nacum ,that is , the Towne of corsfort ; bcing deriued of. Nochams 
which {ignifies Conſolation. Ia this rowne our Sauiour dwelt af- 
ter he had left Nazarech, andin it wrought many _myracles ; as 
the healing of che {icke,the caſting out Dons Is,& ach like,o 
which you may read Matth,8.arke.1. Joh.4.Lek.5.7.. It ſtooc 
inthe land of Geneſereth,vpon the Weſt and North {ide of Jor- 
dan,inan angle of land ioiningto the Sea of Galile,ſtxe and fif” e 
miles from Icruſalem towards the North, - inthe Tribe of 1/a- 
char : and asit is thought by ſomciuſt in the midſt of the twelue 
Tribes. att. 9.callcth it the citic of our Sauior. And that Chriſt 
was no ſtranger but an inhabitant of this citic,it is manifeſt, Iar. 
17, where Chriſt(when he gaue tributero.the Magiſtrates of this 
Citie) asked Peter, ſaying, Of whom doe the Kings of the earth take 
tribute or toll money? Peter ſud,of ſlrangers : then quoth he the chil. 
drex are free, yet neuertheleſſe, ©. From whence may bee gathe- 
red that he was an inhabitant, not a ſtranger in Capernaum. Ir 
had yponthe North fide of itthe threeTribes, Nepthalim,Aﬀer, 
and Zabulon , vponthe South, Beniamin, Iuda, Dan,and, Sime- 
0n;vponthe Weſt, l{ſachar,Ephraim,and the halfe Tribe of Ma- 
Ec 3 nafles , 


The trauals of Chriſt inthe firſt yeare of bis Miniſtrie. . 
naſles ; and/vpon the Eaſt, Reuben, Gad, and the other halte 
Tribe of Manalles : {v that our Sauiour Chriſt dwelt in the mid? 
ofthe 12 Tribes of Iſrael. Furthermore it was a goodly Marker 
town,and had as well rclation to Tyrus and. Sydon (twotownes 
ofthe Gentiles,which was within 44 miles of it)as to Ieruſalem: 
fromwhencc may bee verified that ſaying of Eſa.ce.8.9.The land 
of Zebulon «nd Nepthalim,neere the way of the "a beyond loraan, and 
Galile of che Gentiles ; « people which ſit in darkneſſe and in the ſhadow 
of death ſaw 4 great light. T his towne is theretarc iuſtly called , the 
Citie of comfort and conſolation , {incc our Sauiour Chriſt dwelt 
there, who with his doctrine and preaching refreſhed and com- 
forred all ſuch as were atilited withthe burthen of their ſinnes, 
But the great m-nthat were. inhabitans ofthis ciry,had morere. 
ſpe totheir priuate profit, thanto.the dodtrine & miracles that 
Chriſt wrought among(t them : From whence it came to paſſe 
that they didas1t were negletand contenine that good which 
God had offered yntothemgwhich made our Sauiourſ2v, And 
thoa Capernaam, which ſeemeſt to be ex4,red vp unto heaven fhatt bee 
ca[t downe into hell - for if the myracles hadb 1 doe 1n Sodom and 0- 
morah which hage bin done in thee,they had continued wvntrf this day; 
Perily,werily I ſay viito you Ht ſhal be eaſier for Sodom and Gomorah in 
the deydf Tudgernent than for ther, Matthes x .For there was no ſuch 
benefit offered toany cirie,neither ſach hohours and digniries;as 
were to Capernaum.our Saitiotir himſelte dwelling there: wher. 
fore fortheir ingratitudearid impietie,this citichath diuers times 
bi waſted and deftroyed,as well by the Romanes'as other nati- 
ons ; ſo thatat this day rhisgloti6ns ciric is become ſv'deſolare, 
thatthere is [carcceight notes ſtanding and they alfo like ſmall 
ſheds, 


| Of Sichar. 
Nancient time thistgwn was calfed Sichem,of which you may 
xeade more both in the Traucls of /accb and Abimetech, Aﬀer 
it came to be called Sichar,according tro the opinion of Zuther 
vpon Gemeſes ,, becauſe the inhabiranrs of that countrey were gl- 
ucnto pleaſure and voluptuouſnefſe the greateſt parr of their de- 
lizhtbeing indrinking and quaffing : For Sichar,, being derived 
of Scbachar_, {ignificth io bee arwnke , or inordinately to __ 
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tow ſweet and pleaſant wine, of which mor was great ptantic in 
chat towne, made ofthe juice of apples, Me fruit of Palmetrees, 
and honey,which may very well reſembleHipocras,or Metheg- 


lin,as ſome authors haucir, And alttough by the incurfion'of 
the Romanes ir was vtterly waſted and [ett defolate,” yet infuc- 


 ceeding times it was rebuilt, andcalled Nicapolis, thatis,a new. 


rowne, Ir is ſcituared veriepleafantly , and aboundeth withall 
manner of delights ; butir isvnforcified', apo can icbyany 
meanes bee fortified': neyther haue the inhabitants any helpe if 
they be oppreſſed by the enemiebur to flic, for it is ſcitnared in 
the middle ofa valley, berweene two high monnraines, fo that a. 
man may fling a ſtone from the rop uf orice of them intorhe citie. 
Abourrwo bowes fhoot without the South gate of this rowne, is 
to be ſeen the fountain or Well of /acob,vpon the brim of which 
our Sauiour Chriſt ſare when he was wearic,as we may reade in 
the fourth of 1#8hn. This Well ftandeth 1uſt in the vray as Pil- 
grims trauellto Icrulalem. Vpontherighthand, abotle this 
Wecil,there ſttandeth a mountainot an exceeding height, diuided 
into two topps,the one of them being called Gerizim, the other 
Heball. 'In mount Geri zim, the Patriarch _ built an'Altar; 
and the people ſtanding vpormmount Hebatl, heecauſed the 
whole Booke cf Deutrenemie to bceread ouer, with the bleſ- 
ſings and curfings , ſo that all thepeople might hearethem : for 
thus wee read in /#ſþ.8. The one halfe of the people ſtood cloſe 
by mount Gerizim , & the other by mount Heball,&c.De#t,27. 
Theſe two grearmountiirits'began vpon the right fide of the 
Citic Sichar,, andexrendedthetnſelues inlengrivto the Citic of 
lericho. _ | 5s 

Vpon the left ſide of this Well is to bee ſcene the ruins of a 
Treat town, which is choughtro berhe old Sichem; & by the te-- 
iques that rettinerhere, itimty be indgedto have breneXve- 
ric goodly citie : forthere are yer to bee ſeene certaine broken 
pillers of Marble,asalfo large and ſpacious buildings, which in; 
times paſt without queſtion hanebeeae goodly things; and ſtati--

(hall every male child appeare before the Lord thy God, This feaſt fell 
this ycare vponthe 15 dayot May,forit behooued our Santour, 
according tothe law,to go euery yereto Terufalem to theſe three 
principall feaſts: Thar is, of the Paſfeouer, Penticoſt, and of the 
Tabernacles. A little after the feaſt of Penticoſt, 704» Baptiſt (be- 
ing thenin priſon) having certaine intelligence of the myracle 
that our Sauibur wrought vpon the widdowes fonne at the gates 
ot Naim ; and of other wonderfallmyracles that he did art Ieru- 
ſalem,& in other places in Iudza ; ſent two of his diſciplesfrom 
rac Caſtle of Macharuntes, toaske him the queftion , Whether 
he was the Mcſha orno © So when they came vnto him,and deli- 
ered their meſſage , at thattime hee cured many of their fick-

In the moneth of Iune our Sauiour Iefus Chriſt went with 
the twelue about fiftie and (ixe miles out of Indaa into Galile, 


and there in diuers Cities and Townes hee began to preachand 


teach the kingdome of God.Ar this tume there were diucrs WO- 
men followed him, whom hee had healed of cuill ſpirits,and of 
their infirmitics;but prigcipally Afary Magazlen,out of whom he 


had caſt ſeuendiuels ; and /vex the wite of Chnza,Herods Procu- 


rator ; and S»ſaxps : all which miniſtred vato him of their ſub» 
ſtance, Luke $, 

Now when hee had trauclled from place to place ſome' cer- 
taine time, and viſncd many cities and townes thereabouts, hee 
returned backe againe to the citic of Capernaum, where it 1s 
{aid that our Sauiour Chriſt dwelt ; and there dilſpoſleſtthe'man 
of a diucll,that was both blind, lame,and dumbe, M x2. 12 Mar. 3. 
Luk.11.And goingthence tothe ſea,hee recited eight parables, 
Matt. 3 .Mark.4.Luk.$.Inthecucning of the lame day,he went 
[xc miles into the countric of the Gadarens, Mark. 4.Zat.8.The 
next day betimes inthe morning he went out of the ſhip intothe 
countrie of the Gadatens, and healed two that were poflefled of 
diuels, Matt.2. Mark,5 .Luc,$. 

Out otthole two ace caſt alegion of diuels,and fuftcred them 
to enter into a heard of {wine,which they carried headlong into 
the Sea : preſently vur Sauiour Chriſt went thence {1x miles,into 
the Land of ,Genefercth , where there was agreat- multitude 
vpon the Sea ſhoxe , not farre from the citie of Capernaum,thar 
expected his comming, Mark.s5 .LZuk.8.Within a few daycs aftes, 
about the beginning of the Moneth of Tune, hee centred into Ca- 
pernaum,and there healed the man that lay ficke vpon his bed of 
a dead Palfic, CAfarr.g. Marke 2.Luc.5.atterhe wenttoſea, and 
taught the multitude that came to him, Marke. 2.. 

From Capcrnaum he went to Caſarca Phillipp,,which was 48 
miles,where being inuited toa banquet by 2141thew, hee atea- 
mong Publicans and finners;and'confured the Phariſesand Tohns 
diſciples, Inthe ſame city he reſtord the daughter of 7airws to life 
Mat.g .Mar.2.Lnk.y. &as he went thence,he reſtored two men

paſſethat ſhes did greatly abound init;and there were 124ny Fl

This land was very pleaſant gnd fruitfull, 
aS1f it had beene a Princes Garden, bringing forth fairc Apples, 
Pomegranats, Palmes, Ohues, Vines,and divers other kindes of 
pleaſant fruits, faire and goodly- roithe eye: and therefore not 
without eauſc, was it called the Garden of a Prince; being of

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riucd of Gen, which fignifies « gerdes ; and Swr, « Prince, It is 
diſtant from Ieruſalem ſixe and fiftie miles rewards the North,as 
you may reade Marth. 6.4 14. Thechiefe cities of this countrey 
were Capernaurn and Bethſaida; of which citics though in'tor- 
mer times they were very faire and large,there are at this day'hot 
ſcarce gight houſes tobe ſeene.

Rom leruſalem our Sauiour Chriſt returned, ſome 
lixe and fiftic miles, into Galile,and in the begin- 
| ning of this yearc wintered in that place : ſo that 
pg?! ( a5 it may bee gathered out of the Euangcliſts ) 
Fg re continued there the moſt part of Ianuaric and 
Februarie, an4now the Spring approching, alit- 
tle ater the death of Saint 7ohwthe Baptiſt (who, as its thought, 
was put todearh berweene the midſt of Winterand the Spring, 
not long before the feaſt of the Paſlcouer , ſo that hee liued 
ewo yeares anda haltein his Miniſtrie )'hee wrought many no- 
table miracles, nor tarre from the citie'of Betlyaida. 'The-ſame 
timethe feaſt ofthe Paſſeoner drawing necre ('which was the 
third Paſſeouer of his Miniſtrie)he went thence oner lordanand 
ſo beyond the fea of Tiberias, Math. 14.Mark. 6.Lake 9. Atthis 
timethe Apoſtles of Chriſt being diſperſed through all Galile 
and Tudea,teaching the Goſpell ofthe kingdome of heauen, hea- 
ring of the miſerable death of 19hnthe Baptiſt, abour the begin- 
ning ofthe moneth of Aprill returned with all poſſible ſpeedout 
of cuery partto our Sauiour Chriſt;thatſorhey migtſ be ſecure 
againſt thetyrannie of Herod, (Mat. 14. MH4#.6.Lek.9. Alldthe 
Diſciples of /ob» came vnto him andtold him of his death and 
buriall, Matrh.14. | 
Our Sauiour Chriſt therefore haning by this meanes 'certaine 
intelligence as hee was berweene Bethfaida and Tiberias, ofthe 
deathof $.Jobu Bapriſt,inthe mn oa April he went incoa ſhip 
F and 
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and paſſed about foure miles tothe further fide ofthe fea of Gajj. 
le,where, ina certaine deſart, he fed fue thouſand men with fiye 
barley loaues and two fiſhes,10h.6. 
.. Fromthence he returned back againe tothe ſea, and ſo to Cx. 
pernaum,which was foure miles:here he made that long ſermon 
of the ſpirituall cating of his fleſh, Mer. 14.Zut.9.10h.6, 
From thence he went to Ieruſalem,which was 5 6 miles,to the 
feaſtot rhe Paſſcouer,being the rhird Paſleouer of hisminiſttie, 
Vponthe thirteenth day of. April being Sunday, .accordi 
rothe Eccleſiaſticall computation,Chriſt( as God commanded 
celebrated the third Paſſeouer of his Miniſtrie for the ſpace of 
eight dayes in the citic of Icruſalem,thar 1s,till the twenticth day 
of the fame moneth. | 
Afterthe feaſt ofthe Pafſcouer,the Iewes tooke councell how 
they might put him to death, 78b.7.,whertoic aboutthe end of A. 
pril,he departed thence, & went 56 mil-s intothe land of Galile, 
In the moneth of May,after the controucrſte that hapntd con- 
cerning the tradition of the Elders(becauſe of thefalacics & con- 
rentions of the Scribes and Phariſes)he departed thence into the 
borders of Tyrus and Sydon,which was 56.miles,Mazth, 1 5,and 
there entred into a houſe, and would faine hauc been priuat , bur 
there was a certaine woman that was a Grecian of Syrophoeniſſ 
came vnto himand intreated his aide, HMark.7., | 
But our Saviour hauing a determination to depart from this 
place,this woman was very importunate that hee would diſpof- 
feſſe her daughter of a diucll ; which (becauſe of her importunt- 
tie)he did, 144.15. Andafter he went thence intothe_countrey 
of Trachonitis beyond Iordan, going thorough the borders of 
Decapolis, and comingto the Gallilean (ca, and inthe way hee 
healed one that was both blind and dumbe,Merc.7. and there a- 
ſcending vp intoamountain, he cured many that were blinde and 
lame, & the third day after fed fourethouſand with feuen loaues 
and a few fiſhes, CA er.1 5.S0this tourncy was 64 miles. 
Afterward inthe ſame moneth of May he went into a ſhipand 
paſſed thence into the parts of Dalmatia;and ypon the borders of 
Magdala, which wasfoure miles, hee ptopounded the figne'of 
the Prophet 1op4h to the Phariſes and Sudduces, Her.r5. 16.

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From thence he failed to Bethſaida,which was 4 miles, & by 
the way he admonifhed his Diſciples totake heed of the leauen 
ofthe Sadducesand Phariſes,Mat.16.andas he was entring into 
atowne he cured a blind man of his ſight, Marc. 8, 

Aboutthe end ofthe month of May Chrift wentto Ieruſalem 
which was 56 miles, where vponthe ſecond day of Iune he kept 
the feaſt of Penticoſt,according as God had commaunded, Ex- 
84.23. BURTT | 
The feaſt of Penticoſt being ended, he returned from Ieruſa- 
lem into the Country of Galile to Capernaum, where he dwelt, 
which was 56 miles. | 

In the ſame moneth of Iune he went the ſecond time vnto the 
borders of the Gentiles, where Peter inthe name of all che difci- 
ples vpon the confines of Czſarea Philippi, made that notable 
confeſſion, faying,7Thou rt Chriſt the ſonne of the lining God,Luc.g. 
Capernaum is diſtant trom Czlarea Phalippi 48.miles,.  /; 

Six or (as Luke \aith) cightdayes after, our Sauiqur.inthe mo, 
neth of [une wenttothe mountain Thabor, which ſtood 48 miles 
from Czxſarca Pinilippi towards the Southweſt, where hee was 
transfigured ; and the next day after he cured the Lhinaticke, and 
caſtout a Diuel, AMat.7. Harcg. th Oooh wah ann 

In the month of Iuly. Chriſtwalked:into Galile,andthere con- 
firmed his doQrine with many wonderfull miracles, which did 
oreatly amaſe his Diſciples,where hee putthem in minde of the 
croſſe and of his death, Mat.19. Luc.9s REO TEL 

From thence he returned into Capernaum,which was Lo miles 
froni Mount Thabor : at this time Perer went ta the Lake of Ge- 
neſereth,8& there caughra fiſh,in whoſe mouth he found a Stater, 
which was worth ij.s.vj.d. in our money, M4.17, Herealſo our 
Sauior Chriſt made a long Sermon, wherein be reprehended the 
pride and arrogancie of his Diſciples,and withall raughtthe do- 
Arine of the remiſhon of finnes, Mat. 12.Mare £u6.9. 

In the moneth of Auguſt he had a full determination to make 
a journey through Samaria into Iudza, and ſo by, little and. little 
(viſiting the Churches. as hewent) to-goto Ieruſalem tothe tcaſt 
of the Tabernacles, 106.7.bur'when he came to Samaria, which 


was ten miles from Capernaum, the Samaritans would.not, rc- 
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ceiue him, becauſe he made as though he would goto leruſalem. 
wherfore heturned afide into Galile, L«c.g. And as he was there 
viſiting the Churches, there came acertaine man vnto him ſay. 
ing,! will follow thee whitherſoever thou goeſt. But Chriſt anſwered 
him ſaying, The Foxes hawe holes,and the Fowles of the beanens haue 
weft, but the Sonne of man hath not where to hide his head, Math $, 
And to another, [elus ſayd, Follow thon me. But he anſwered, Let 
we firſt cor and burie my father. There was another alſo that would 
hauce tollowed Chriſt, but he would firſt goe take hisleaue ot his 
triends, Luc. 9. 

Inthe month of September,about the time of the ſecond har- 
veſt, which wasnextbefore the teaſt of the Tabernacles, Lex.2 3. 
Chriſt began his laſt viſttarion throughoutall the land of Tudea 
at which rime he {cnt torth ſeucntie ot his Diſciples into Galile, 
to prepare the way, and fo diſperſed labourers into his harueſt; 
ſaying, The harzeft = great, but the labourers are few, Luc. 10. This 
ſpeech ſeems to be taken from the preſent condition.uf the time: 
for it was now harueſt time, it being a little before the vernal A» 
quinodtiall. 

About the beginning of Oſtober,whenthe feaſt of the Taber- 
nacles drew neere, the Diſciples and thoſcthat were of the Kin- 
dred of our Saviour according tothe fleſh, went vp to the Feaſt, 
but heremained in Galile ; notwithſtanding alittle after he went 
priuily vp: now betweene Galile and Ieruſalem were accounted 
56 miles, 06. 7. Vpon the ninth day of October was this feaſt ce- 
lebrated in Ieruſalem ;and being now halt paſt,our Sauior Chriſt 
taught publiquely in the Temple,74.7. V pon the fifteenth day 
of October (it being the laſt day of the Feaſt of the Tabernacles, 
andthe Saboth day)he taught the ſecond time publiquely in ene 
Temple,and ſo continued preachingand doing myracles in Icru- 
ſalem vntill the feaſt of the Dedication, which was kept about 
the middle of Winter, Math.4. 

Inthe month of Nouemberhe preached dayly inthe temple, 
and at night went tothe Mount of Oliues,where he reſted, which 
was aboue halfe a mile from Ierufalem , and cuerie morning re- 
turned backe tothe Temple. Arthistime there came vnto him 


ccrraine Sctibes and Phariſes, who brought a woman __ had 
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beene lately taken inadultric,and{ſayd vnto him, Mafter,wharfhatt 
we do with this woman,g4c. And he anſwered, He 4mong you that. is 
mithout ſinne throw the fir #t flone at her, tohn 8, Abourthus time al- 
ſo were the Sermons concerning the power of the Son of 'God, 

anda great diſputation berweene out Sauiour & the ewes, 196.8, 
for which cauſe they would have ſtoned him. Inthe 'moneth of 
December Chriſt wintred in Teruſalem, and recited the parable 
of the Sheepe, oh, 10, Alſo vpon the Sabboth day alittle before 
the feaſt ofthe Dedication, he healed a man that was born blind, 
lob.9. "ue 

In this feaſt the Tewes (being angrie becauſe he had healed the 

blind man vpon the Sabboth day) compaſled our Sauiour about 
as hee was in So/omons Portch ; and when they heard our Sanior 
confeſſe openly, that hee was the Sonne of God, they began to 
2row intoa uric, and for verieanger would haue ſtoned him to 
death. Wherefore our Sauiour Chriſt wentthence beyond Tor- 
dan, and continucd there the reſt of the Winter, 70h. 10, But 
before he wentto Teruſalem there were returned vnto him cer- 
taine of the ſcucntic Diſciples,which a lictle before (inthemo- 
neth of September)hehad fent abroad} and thereat that time 
he recired the fimilirudeof the man,whodeſcending from Teri 
falem to Icricho, fell amongſt rthecues. This fimilitudeſtemeth 
to be taken from the preſent occaſion, becauſe our Sauitor Chriſt 
going from Icruſalem beyond Tordan, was to paſſe: thorough 
oreat wilderneſſes iuſt inthe way as they goe thenceto Tericho, 

10h 10. | | 

Atthe ſame time he went from Ieruſalem to Bethania, which 
was almoſt two miles,and there viſited' Mary b& Martha, where 
Martha miniſtred vnto him, but Marie fitting at his feet gaue dili- 
gent heed to his dofrine, Luk.10. 

Arthis time he tooke his leaue of theſe ewotiſters; and went 
thence to Bethabara beyond Iordan, where 76hn baptifed, which 
was 16 miles, it being now about the midſt of Winter, 'Chriſtat 
this rime being abour 3 3 yeares of age. 

[ amnotignorant thatthere are many which referre that long 
journey of our Sauiour Chriſt when hee wenttoviſitallTudza, 


he ſendiug forth of his Diſciples,8 diuers other miraclesmen- 
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tion from the ninth chapter of Luke tothe fixtecnth, to the be. 
ginning ofthe following yere. But Iam of opinion that all thoſe 
things could not haue beenedone withinthe compaſſe of foure 
moneths,and before the feaſt of the Dedication : ſo that it muſi 
ncedes beethat the ſeuentic Diſciples were ſent forth before the 
feaſt of the Dedication, for after the fea(t of the Dedication 
(which was celebrated in the midſt of Winter, /06.10. ) there 
were but two moneths betweene it and the railing vp of Lazarw, 
in which ſhort rimeall choſe things whichare deſcribed by Luke, 
could not poſlibly be accompliſhed, eſpecially conſidering tha 
our Sauiour Chriſt wintered ſome time in Bethabara, and there 
taught the multitude that came vnto him,/eb.2, Sotheſe Trauels 
of our Sauiour were 596 miles,or thereabouts,beſtdes the diuers 
viſitations and iourneys hee went hitherand thither : which be. 
cauſe of the great multitude of them, it wasnot poſhble for the 
Euangcliſtto fetthem downe.

Of Bethſaiaa. 

Erhſaida,fignifies che honſe of hunting : being deriued of Baith 

a houſe, and Zaid, bunting, from Zod,be hath hunted: for from 

this place wentthe Fiſhers and Hunters which fiſhed and 
hunted through the world, Zerem,16, Inthis rowne dwelt three 
Apoſtles, Peter, Andrew,and Philip, 1oh.1. It was ſcituated vpon 
the Weſt fide of the Galilean ſcazinthe Tribe of Iſſachar, fiftie fix 
miles from Ierufalem towards the North. And becauſe of the 
aboundance of Fiſhes that were in the fea of Galile, Peter and 
Andrew became Fiſhers,and inthat vocation gat their liuing, till 
our Lord and Sauiour Chriſt made them fiſhers of men, Marrh.4. 
Lake 5 .Before the birth of Chriſtthis was bur a ſmall town, and 
without doubt was ſo called from hunting , becauſe cloſe by it 
ſtood a wildernefle that did greatly abound with wilde beaſts. 
Philip the Tetrach of Traconitis and Itura made this a faire ci- 
tie, which in honour of 1«//4 hee called Iuliades, T his 1n/i4 was 
the daughter of Auguſtus Ceſar, and wife of Tiberias, Philip 
ao brought many inhabitants thither, who dwelr in thar in 
ut 
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But when Herod (the Tetrarch of Galile,and brother ofthis Phi- 
jp) had builded vp Bethara,(which ſtood beyond he river Tor- 
dan on the Eaſt fide of the fea of Galilee) and called ir by the 
name of Iuliades, in honour of this /#{4«. This towne re-edified 
and inlarged by Philip, was called againe inthe time of our bleſ- 
{:d Lord and Sauiour Chriſt, after the antientname Berhſaida, 
1nd fo continueth to this day. From hence it is manifeſt, that the 
ſca of Galilee was ſubie@ to the gouernment of both theſe Te- 
rrarchs,{ince vpon the ſhore thereof on both ſides they had cities 
ſanding. 

| 5 thinke the wildernefſe or wood and land neere adjoining 
to Bethſaida, is called Iturs, of /erwy the ſonne of 1ſmacl, Gen. 25. 
or elſe from the compaſſe and roundneſle of it ; tor Tar in He- 
brew ſignifies, CA circle. But that Itura ſtood vpon the Weſt ſide 
of the ſea of Galilee, thoſe that haue beene at the Holy land can 
teſti. 

This citie of Berhſaidahath an antient water courſe commin 
from ariuernotfar from it, which _ calleth little Iordane, 
which falleth into the ſcaof Galile,iuſt in the mid-way between 
this towne and Capernaum, the channel] whereof appeareth tro 
this day. Beſide the many ſermons which our Saujor Chriſt prea- 
ched here,he did many notable miracles, Mare:8.c, But for the 
ingratitudeand impictie of the citiſensthe curſe of our Sauiour 
fell ypon them, Woe be to thee Chora7in,woe be to thee Bethſaids : for 
if the miracles had been done in Tyr and Sidon, which hane been done 
in thee, they had long ere this repented in ſackecloath and aſhes : Verily, 
verily I ſay wnto yon, it ſhall be eaſier for Tyrme and Sidon in the day of 
indoement than for you, Math.11.Lnc.to. The prophecic of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt fell ypon them accordingly , for after diuers & ſun- 
drie ouerthrows and deuaſtations,this rowne became vtterly vn- 
peopled,and as Britenbarchw ſaith,there are ſcarce 6 houſes ſtan- 
ding initat this day,

Before the binh 
of Chriſt it was called Kinnereth,thar is,thecitze of the barpe;after 
which name the lake of Tiberias or {ca of Galile is called, Numb, 
14.But Herodthe Tetrarch of Galile(at whoſe command 7obnthe 
Baptiſt was beheaded) did beautifie this Citic with many faire 
buildings,and compaſſcd it about with ſtrong walls,and after Tj 
berias Ceſars name calledirt Tiberias, He alſo gathred thither ma 
nicinhabitants, andindowed it with many large priuiledges : for 
although this place before the reſtoring of the citic was very fil- 
thie and impure, by reaſonof the dead bodics both of men and 
beaſts, which lay inthat place, (from whence it hapned that the 
Iewes ſhunned this place as vtterly valawfull,and durſt not dwel 
there) yet notwithſtanding, Herod with fngular induſtrie and di- 
ligence remoouedall that filthincſſe, ahd in that veric.place baile 
vpthiscitic both faire and ſpacious ; partly with gifts, partly 
with faire ſpceches alluring many Iews to inhabit therein. Many 
poore people alſo built theraſelues houſes at their owne charge, 
and thoſe thathad no children gaue way vnto the liberfie of the 
citie , beſides, many rich and noble men were conſtrained to re- 
mooue their whole familics, andtg dwell in this citie, ſo thatin 
ſhortrime it became veric well peopled, according to 18/./ib. Ane 
tig.18.cap.4.0 Feiſip lib.2.cap.3.

Notwithſtanding hee vtterly refuſed to ſhew them any mercic, 
vnleſſe they would delinervnto himtheRuler ofthe city,which 
they did : ſo he ſerled the affaircs of that Towne, and tooke the

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Yeſpaſienalio inuade@this citic at ſuch time as hee vndertooke 
bis expedition againſt Ieruſalem, as it appearcrh in Joſephus lb, de 
bells Inds.cap.16. bur the inhabitants fearing his greatneſſe, wil. 
lingly ſubmitted themſcluesro his power, and opened him the: 
gates, going forth ot the cirie tomeet him with great humilitie, 
giving him and his whole armic entertainment into the citie, re- 
cciuing him with muſicke and ſongs, and with great acclamations 
and ſhouts ; calling him their Sauiour and proteQor : which kind 
of curteſies rhe Emperour tooke verie louingly, andin token of 

. thanketulnefle for this kindenef]e, hee commanded his ſouldierg 
(after they had brokendowne a grear part of the wall vpon the 
South fide) that they thould abſtaine trom all manner of rapine 
and violence; ſo thathe continued there peaceably,8& went away 
peaccably, 

This citic to this day (as Bercharams the Monke faith) is a faire 
rowne; ſcituated to the longitude, vponthe ſhore of the ſayd ſea, 
there beeing vpon the South fide many wholeſome bathesand 

| ſpriogs ;and there areto be ſeenalſo many great ruins of decay- 
ed buildings. The land alſo roundabout is verie pleaſant & fer- 


ticinantient time was ſciruated in the tribe of Iflachar. 


Lv wasthe chiefe citie of Phoenicia, diſtant from Teruſalem 
100 miles towardsthe North. It was firſt builded by rhe ct- 
tiſens of Zidon, (becauſe of a ſedition that hapned in that Citie) 

240 yeares before the Temple of Sa/omon, as Toſephus ſaith , 16ſt 

intheplace where at-this daythe ruins ofantient Tyre are to be 

ſcenc. But after it began to grow famous (which wasaboutſuch 

time as Troy was deſtroyed) King Angenor remoued it toa rock 

which ſtood inthe hearr'of the Mediterranean ſea , compaſſed 

tour therewith like an Ifland,Fzek.26, and beſtowed great coſt 

in forrifying and building it. {t-ſtood round, compaſſed with 

ſtrong walls,beautified with 'goodly buildings ,and fairely ſcitu- 

ard forthe entertainment of ſhippes ; for which-purpoſe, on 
cuery fide there were many ſafe hauens and harbours made. It

tile, abounding with Palmetrecs, Vines,Oliwes,and Figs. This ci» 
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was bur a ſinall rowne, almoft three miles about, and two-miles 
wide : yetthe great Mart rowne in thoſe parts, for Merchants 
reſorted thither from all rhe three parts of the world (Eurape, 
Afia,and Africa)as welfor the vrtering as buying commodities; 
and was made ſo much the more famous; becauſe of the [cituari- 
on and ſtrength: Ir ſtood diftant fromthe land of Phornicia ak 
moſt rwo mailes,vpon whichcontinentthey had obtained a por- 
tion of land for the maintenance of rhe cirie, containing 19000 
paces in compaſſe. The citizens alſo being greatly inriched, be- 
cauſe of their trathque;built vp many faire cities and townes in 
more remote parts, which was added-to their iuri{dition, as 
Leptis, Vrica,and Carthage, ſcituared in Africa. They alſo built 
Cades,which at this day is called Caliz, as Plinje faith, {ib.5.cap. 
19. being ſcituated ina very faire Ifland in the Mediterranean 
ſea,nor far from Hercules pillars; infomuch as the citizens of this 
towne hauing thus inlargedtheir command, and increaſed their 
ſubſtance z In cuery place they called themſelues'Princes; and 
tooke yponthem to weare ſcarlerand purple, which colours'in 
that placeabouc allother colours, were moſt artificially dyed : 
And becaule of the rarity ofthem, tranſported thenee into many 
countries more remote.” Burbecauſe of their extreame arro- 
gancie and pride,it was twice.conquered and ruinated : Firſt by 
Nabuchadonezar Emperour of Babylon : and then by Alexander 
the Grear,as it appcareth in 2uinr.Cartiw,lb. inthe life'of > 
lkexanaer. 0.92 , 

Now the occaſionthat Llexander made warre vpon' this ci- 
tic, was becauſe the citizens. vpona time ſending 'vnto him cer- 
taine Embaſſadours with acrowne of gold, in roken of friend- 
ſhip,and to congratulate his proſperitie (which he accepted ve« 
ry kindely,and gauerhemroyall entertainment, asto his friends ) 
amongſt otherthings, hee toſd them that hee would' come vn- 
to their citie, and doe facrifice to their god/Herthles (for the 
kings of the Macedoniansare perſwaded that they proceed from 
the ot-ſpring of that god, and befide he was commanded by an 
Oracle ſo to.do)But the Embaſſadors of Tyre anſwered; har the 
Tem ule of Hereules ſtood without the' city' in Paztzron, where 
ancient Tyreſtood ; {0 that the king mighr cafily come tHirher 
ro 
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to doe acrifice ; but A/exander hearingthtEſe words, (could not 
containe himſelte, bur in a great anger anſwered,” And doe yes 
proad Citiſens put ſuch truſt inthe ſtrengrh & ſcituation of your 
Citie, that youthinkeI am notable tocometo it with my'Ar. 
mic by land You ſhal wel perceive withinchis ſhort ſpace;thar 
you arc {citunted ypon the continent;; and that I willenterit and 
itacke it. With theſe terrible wordsthe Embaſſadours departed; 
and ſhortly after Alexender followed them with a great & migh- 
ticarmic. ' ' 

- But whenit was knowne that Alexander had vndertaken the 
ſacking of this citie, there were many thatrhoughritalmoſt im- 
poſſible far him to accomplith his deſignes ; firſt, becauſe of the 
iaconſtancie of the windes, and the vehemencie of the warer, 
whereby all ſuch matteras they caſt into theTeatoioine itto the 
continent would be driuenaway by theviolence of the-Water; 
again, the citie was compalled about with ſuch exceecding highi 
walls, and fortified with ſuch ſtrong towers; that it wasnot poſs 
lible for him to bring any engines to batrerthem, or faſten any 
ſcaling ladders roaſcend them, vnlefſe it were by ſhips. Twice 
Alexanger attempred by flinging into the ſea mightierrees of Li- 
banus, and heapes of the riznevot anticnt Tyrerothave made a 
bridgeto it,orelle toyne tothe continent, inſomuchias the Ty- 
rians mocked the Macedonians ; ſaying,WWhas,can your king Alcx- 
ander congaer Neptune tbe god of the ſea ? For theviolence ofthe 
ſea was ſ@ extreame , that itcarried away all things with'it ,” ana 
oftentimes broke the ſhips that were toyned rogether to make a 
bridge,and drowned the ſoldiers that befieged & fought agaiuſt 
thecitje, During this ſiege, a Citiſenof Tyrus' dreamt that their 
Idoll Apollo would depart from them, whereupon they bound 
the Image of Apollo with achaine of gold,vntothe pillar where- 
on.he ſtogd, thaghemight not leahe them. There hapned alſ5's 
borribk,oſtentamong the Macedonians ; for a certaine-ſouldi- 
er brcaking bread, there fell fronvit ſome few drops of bloud , ar 
the. hearing of which accident Alexander was greatly amaſed,vn- 
till he was reſolucd by one ©Ariſtender a veric 5kiltall Prophet, 
Thatif itiſſued from off the out ſide of the bread; it had beroke- 
ned a heauie cuent tothe Macedonians, burinregard that it if- 


ſued 
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There was onething that MHlexander did during his-fiege,that 
was memorable ; forbefore any of his (ouldicrs would attemps 


toaſcend the walls, he went in perſon with his-crowne:ypon his 
head, and in princely atmor;,and ſcaled a high tower of the citie; 
wherc he expreſt an extraordinarie reſolution, andby reaſon of 
his courage did great hurt tothe enenne, who-percetungihtm:to 
be the King, reſorred ro that place = or heaps, and ſhot at him 
with all theirmight ; but heemanfully defended himſclfe ; and 
compelled the enemie to flie. Inthis affaultthere were 6000 of 
the inhabitantsſlaine; and after he had entred the wals and fackr 
the citic,he cauſed 2 000 toberyed to crofles andthrowne inte 
the ſea, From whence may be gathered, that God by this yong | 
Prince did accompliſh this great worke, that the the prophecies 
” _- Prophets, Efay 23. Jeremy 43. and EXekitl 25,2 6.might be 
ulfilled. jb C 4 + 
Afterward Alexander ( as Plinie and Strabeoblcrueth) cauſed 
the ſeato be filled vp,that itmight be no more an Iiland,andioy- 
ned it to the continent ; vpon which place he cauſed Tyrusto be 
rcbuilded , and compaſſedit about with a wall fiue and twentie ' 
footrhicke,ſtreagthned with rwelue towers, that it might be ſuf- 
ficiently fortified ro oppoſe the incurſion of any enemie; ſo that 
ir continued ſafealong time after, aud inthetime of our Sautour 
Chriſt was a faire city,though irneuer attaind to the former dig- 
nitie and power that it had before Alexander conquered it, The 
antient citic of Tyre was diſtant from ths city about foure miles. 


towards the South, | 
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, Onr Sauiour Chriſt being inthe borders of Tyrus and Sidon, 
| helpra woman of Canaan, whoſe daughter had beene cruelly 
cormemted with a Diucl, cMat.15. Inthe time of Drocleſian the 
Em ;rhcre were many martyrs put to death inthis Citie; 
AoJarthi rime ir is called by the name of E/perta dei Zar,that is 
the bazen of Zar , as it was in the Old Teſtament called by the 
name of Zor. lnthe yearc 1100, when the holy land was in the 
hands of the Chtiſtians;there was an Archbiſhopof Tyre, vnder 
whoſe: cntwerethe Biſhops of Prolomais, Sydon, and 
Beryri,&c. The holy man 0riges licth buricd inthis citie : in the 
Church of the holy Sepulchre,which is compaſſed abour & for- 
tified witha mightic ſtrong wall. There alfo hes buried the 'Em- 
perour Fredericke Barbarofſs, who dicd #vno 1 190, after hee had 
done many valiant afts, and fought many great bartels for the 


Chriſtians againſt the Turkes and Saracens, beeing ouercome by 


Sapbadinxethe Sultans ſon,and puttoflight, was drowned in the 
riverof Suro,tothe great griete of his armic ; but he lefr behind 
him afamobsreport.Pope Alexander tlic third beinga great ene- 
mie to'this Emperor, inS. Maricschurchiin the citicot Venice; 
whenthis Prince ſubmitted himſelfto his Holineſſe, ſer his foot 
vpon his neckgrepeating theſe words, Thos ſhalt rreaalwpon the Aſpe 
end pen the Bafilike, - ( Enſebrxs 1h his Ecclefraſticall Hiſtoric 
faich; that there are yet ſtanding in Tyrecertaine marble pillars, 
and other precious ſtones of:awondertull greatneſſe, that it ama- 
ſeth ſuchas behold them; ncere ro whichthere haue been many 
Chriſttans and Pilgrims put to death by the Saracens. Thereare 
alſo: foure wels of wholſome and pleaſant water ſtanding not far 
from-it, of which wells youmnay read before.

THis alſo was aciticof Ph cenicia, ſcituated vpon the ſhore of |

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'be your king. So they named vnto him one Abdolomine, who 


had beeneknowne to haue beene of the Kings ſtocke, by many 


diſcents ; but becauſe of his pouertic he was conſtrained to del 
inthe ſuburbsof the Citiein acortage, and had little elſe bur x 
Garden to live vpon. This man howſocuer poore, and betauſe 
of chat, of many contemned , yet hee was knowne to be honeſt 
and ofan vpright life, following with all diligence his vocation, 
without any regard of other buſjneſſe ; infomuch as he was ve. 
terly ignorant of alltheſe ſtirres and combuſtions which had {0 
lately vexed Aſia. As he was now in his 'gardendigging and la- 
bouring, purging it of weedes, and planting hearbs , Hepheſtian 
withthe reſt of the citizens went vnto him,and brought him the 
robesand habiliments of a King. The poore Gardner ſtood + 

mazedroſee ſuchacompanieof gallams come vnto him : bir 

Hepheſtion told him, Thatthe occaſion of their comming was to 

make an exchange with him of thoſe royall ornaments which he 

had in his hands, for thoſe poore and foule garments which hee 

wore.ztherefore goe and waſhthy lelfe and returne. $9 he did, 

where immediatly they put vpon him thoſe royall robes, and 

ſalured him as their Soucraigne. Aftertheſe things were finiſhed, 

quoth Hepheſtion, Now remember in what a ſtare thou arr, no 
more Gardner but a 'King;'and+therefore'take vnta thee the 
mind and refolutionot aking;that ſorhou mayeſt rule and po- 
uerne this citie as a man worthy of that honour ; and remember, 
that although the lines and goods of thy ſubics are atthy com- 
mand, yet by them thou waſt choſen,heither be forgetful of him 
tharwastheauthor of thy honour.) 

No ſoonerwas heenthronifed inthe kingdom, but fame(who 
is more ſpeedie thenathouſand Poſts) had diſperſed this newes 
through all the neighbouring cities: ſome being thereby maued 
toadmiration,andquicknedijntheir ſtudies ; others ſtirred vpto 
indignationandenuie, Thoſe that were mightie and friends to 
Alexaxder,conterrned and deſpiſed his hrmilitic and pouertie ; 
and no ſooner were they come into his preſence, but they began 
to accuſe him for his ignorance : wherefore 4/exander comman- 
ded that he ſhould come before him, where, after hee had well 
viewed the lincaments and proportion of his perſon, and could | 

not 
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not percciue it any whit repugnant to the fame ot his birth , hee 
demanded of hieo how ir was poſhble that hee ſhould indure his 
pouertic with patience. To which hee anſwered, I pray the gods 
I may continue the goucrnment of this kingdome withthe like 
mind: for theſe hands were ſufficient for mee to. liue'by :and/as 
I hadaothing ſo 1 wanted nothing. At which an{were;.4lexan- 
dr the great was ſo well pleaſed ;that he not onely gaue him all 
che Priacely [ewels and Ornaments of the firſt King called Srre- 
19, buralſoa-preat part of the boutiewhich hee tooke fromthe 
Emperout of Perſia, and added to his commaund- all the neigh- 
bouring countries round about, This Hiſtoric have I incerted, 
thatthereby wee might percciuethe mightic power of God in al 
his workes; that canexaltthe poore, contented with his eſtate, 
outofthe very duſt,and canpull the mightie from their Thrones, 
ſo the euill carpe and care in this world to gather riches, for the 
vertuousto inherice, But to returne to Sydon ; Thiscitic did 
ſo much increaſe, and grew fo famous inſucceeding apes , that 
it was the chicfe towne' (Tyrus oncly excepted) in all Phoeni> 
cia, ioyning Vponthe Weſt|tothe Medirerrancan Sea, exten» 
ding it ſelfe towards the North and South, lying ina plaine'vn- 
der Antilibanus, which mountaine lay ſome two miles off it, 
ypon the Eaſt.

At this day this citic 1s called by the name 
of Caſtle M1gdala : in which place they ſhew the houſe of Mary 
Heedalen Vpon the Weſt and North fide of the citiethere ly- 
eth a great and ſpactous Plain, preſerued only for paſtur',which 
eMarc.cap.$. calleth Dalmanutha,that is,araws drie, 0. a poore and 
weked habitation : becing deriued of Dalal,which Enid Hee 
bath made drie , and Maon,a houſe or dwelling place. It may bee 
a notable figure ofthe Chriſtian Church , IO in this world 
may rightly bce ſaydto haue a poore habration ; but yer 1s a 
right Magdala, that is, aſtrong and impregnable Tower, againſt 
which the gatcs of Hell ſhall not bee able to preuaile Adarth .

cannot bee defaced with any inſtrument. But there haue beene 
many inthis place lance theſe times, | which have ſeene none of 
theſe things : from whence may be gathered, that they hauc bjn 
idle delufions vied by ancientmonkes to get money from. Pil. 
grims and ftrangers ;and I hauc here remembred them,that 0. 
chers knowing theſe, tnay, beyare ofthe like fallagies and deceits 
parpoſcly inuented to lucresfakes; 1 
Thisgarden of Gethfamene is credibly thought to haue been 
plantedin former times,by the Kings, Daurd and Selomen ; but in- 
creaſed & inlarged by other ſucceeding Princes,that there, they 
might recreate rbemfclues, & recezue ſome content by the fryits 
of the carth, But on the contraric, that great King theannointed 
of the Lord, our bleſſed Saujour, in this place of pleaſure, this 
paradiſe of the Iewes, was conſtrained to vndergoe that almoſt 
vnſupporrable paſſion, to make vs partakers of that heauenly pa- 
radiſeandplace of pleaſure;,, .!..;/. -,. | 4 
Noe far from hence is to bee ſeenethe place where 1nd han- 
ged himſelfe:and alittle from that,the field of Akeldoma,which 
was bought with the thirtie Silverlings for which /zd betraied 
Chriſt, 'This ficld (by the appointment ofthe Emprefle Heffen) 
was compaſled about with foure walls, in the mancr of atower: 
vpon the top whereof there are ſeuen diſtintdoores, like win- 
dowes, by which the dead bodies of Chriſtians are let downe 1n- 
to it: ir is fiftic foot wide,and ſeuentie two long. It ſtandeth not 
farre fromthe valley ofHinnon towards the Eaſt, and vpon the 
South fide of Mount Sionin Icruſalem, &c. o 
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"His brooke was ſocalled becanfe of the blackneſſe of the 
water, being derined-of Kader, tewexebacke.. The Moun. 
taine whence i firſt riſeth, ftands not farretrom Terulalem 
towards the South ; fron whence it runnceth thorough the vally 
of ſeboſopbat(which vale being very far and fertile, changeth the 
colour of the water,and makes it looke blacke) and ſo therough 
letuſalewthen paſſing towardy the Eaft! over acliffe of Mount 
Oliuer,it fallerh irito the Lake of Aﬀfphaltites; Whenthere falls 
any ſtore of rainethe channtHis vericfall,burinSummer iris of- 
eeftimes driewith the extremitic of hear, Ouer this brooke De- 
wdl paſſed when he was perſecuted by his fonne Abſalen.2.Sem. 
16, 4nd'our Sautour: Chriſt when hee dranke of the Riuer inthe 
way,tchat is, when he ſufſered,yponthe croſle forthe fin of man , 
according tothat ſaying of the Pſalmiſt, Pſal,6g.

"His mountaine,according to the common opinion, was ſo 
Þ cates of dead miensskuls, or the skuls'of ſuch who were 
7 ''piit'to death fot fome capitall offence. It ſtood vpon the 
Weſt fide of Terufalemasyou goe our arthe ancient Gate, and 
is a part of mount Gihon. Arthis day itſtandeth withinthe citie 
of leruſgJem, together with the ſepulchre of our Sauiour : & vp- 
on it is builra faire Church , which1s ioyned vnto the Church 
ofthe holy Scpulchre; beeing as it were aQuire vntoir : Bur it 
ſtandeth ſomewhat lower, It is built all of marble,1nd the inſide 
is all poliſhed and wrought verie curiouſly. It is alſo paued with 
the ſame ſtone, Within it, is ſeenea piece ofthe pillerof ſtone,to 
which they ſay Chriſt was tyed when hewas whipped: in which 
ſtone areto be ſeene ceitaine red ſpes,asifrhey had bin dropps 
of bloud ; &rheſe alſo (they ſay)were the bloud of Chriſt when 
he was ſcourged ; beſides many other things, of which you may 
reade at the beginning of this treatiſe inthe diſcription of Ieru-

D. 233. Venerable Beaggyvwrhowas a doftor of Ning lited in

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afrer this manner : This Sepulchre oucr-head was ſomethin 
round,8 ſo high that a man could fcarce touch it with his hand , 
ſtanding in that recke which extendeth ir ſelfe from mount Cal- 
uatic into the Garden of Joſeph of Arimathea : repreſenting in 
forme,a lirtle chappell ; che entrance thereinto was towards the 
Eaſt. Aud furtherhee addeth , thatthey which went intothis 
vaile, found onthe righthand rowards the North, a ſtone tombe 
which reſembled a cofha, ſciruated mrhe paucment, toyning ro 
che wall ; which ſtone cofhn was of a mixt colour, that is,white 
and red, bcing ſcuen toor long,and three haudfulls high. This de- 
{cription venerable Bede receiued from certaine Monkes , that 
went vpon deuotion to Ieruſalem to viſite this Sepulchre : but 
fince, it hath beene diuers times deſtroyed and polluted by the 
Turkes and other heathen people. From whence may be gathe- 
red,thatthe Sepulchre whichis now ſtanding and ſhewed vnto 
Pilgrims, is ſome new deuice of Monkes to get money of ſtran« 
gers, and reqant a kind of blind denorion in the hearts of igno- 
rant people: wherefore as the Angell ſaid, Marke16:Ler vs not 
ſeeke Chriſtany longer amongſt rhe dead, or inthe graue,but in 


his holy Church, where the liucly portraiture of his diuine pre- | 


fences ſet forth vnto vs: thar ſo we may be made paitakers with 
him hereafter in that plice of cternall glorie.. Concerning the 
rclidue of this deſcription you may ſee it before. 


Of Emmans. 


His citic orcaſtle of Emmaus , is diſtant from Ieruſalem' al- 
moſt eight miles towards the Northweſt. It ſignifies 1he m- 
ther of fortitude ;bcing derived of Em, «mother ; and Y1,which 
the Hebrewes call Fortitude. It ſtood where three ſcuerall waics 
were, that ſo it might ſerue for a direton to pafſengers. From 
whence Melanton (aith that it was a notabletype of the Church, 
which is our true mother, ſhewing vs the way vnto eternal! life : 
And although it be bur little, and the numberinir few, yet it 1$ 
ftrong . As the caſtle, though it were ſmall, yct it is almoſt inuin- 
cible ; & for that cauſe called the morher of ftrength,as the Church 
is called the morher of the righteous, againſt which the gates of hell 

Gall nor be able topremaile. 
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citie)it was numbred among the greatelt cities of Iuda, becauſe 
of the ſcituation and ſtrength of ut, To this place our $zuivur 
crauclled trom Iexufalem.the ſame day that hee aroſe tromvehe 
dead, Luc. 24. 2 
Inthe time of the Romans warresin Iudza,this citic was won- 
derfully defaced and ruined by the ſouldiers of Tiberius Maxi: 
was(who was chicte Captaine in this countrey,in the abſence of 
Titns Veſpaſian,) but yet not vtterly aboliſhed , for about a bun- 
dred and fitty yeares after, Heliogabolus Emperour of Rome cau- 
ſcd it to be rebuilded, and called by the name of Nicopoalis, that 
is,the citie of vitorie.Not farre from Emmaus there was an Inge, 
or a place ro which ſtrangers might reſort, and there three waies 
met ; two went of cither ſide the Towne,and one thorough it: in 
thisplacethe two Diſciples conſtrained our bleſſed Sautour to 
Nay with them, becauſe it wasthen about Sunnne-ſet.Neere vnto 
this Innc Nicephgr#s and Zozememus ſay (in their Eccleſiaſtical] 
Hiſtoric) there was a Spring or Well of. that admirable yerwwe, 
that if cyther man or beaſtthat was infirme and ficke did drinke 
of the water therof,they were immediately reſtored ro their for- 
mer hcalth, The reaſon that theſe Authors haue forit ( becauſe 
ey are impertnent) I willingly omit, SOTO 
ut to return to the citie of Emmaus,as it is naw called.Nico. 
polis, being ſcituatedeight miles from Ieruſalem towards the 
Northeaſt, inthe way as you goe thence to lopps :the countrey 
round abvur it Neing very fertile and pleaſant, by reaſon of the 


rivers and ſprings wherewith it is watered,as Play faith {.5.c.1 4. 


and much altered from that which it was in times paſt : but be. 


cauſe you may reade more ofthis city in Pliny,as it is atthis day, 
and in Nicephorw and: Ewſebing, I leauc to ſpeake further ofir.

Simow of Cyrene. At this dav it iSaf{trong and beautifull ciric, ſct- 
ruated betweeneMarcortides and Zeugirania: at fiftbuilcby/B84p: 
##4, whon Callimachus the Poet chaitmerh tobe als progenitor, 
Tis Barra was a mightie king in Atrica, but was one'thar had a 
great unpediment inhis ſpeech, infomuchthat many rhiake this 
word 8:44 t0 lraue been originally vicd by him;andby none 
other. Afterward(as is ſaid) Tigleh Phrlaſſer haditlg obtained the 
iuriſdiftion of this citic, planted the people of Damaſcus in it L 
and they obraining ſome power there,continued till a long time 
after Chriſt, and imbracedthereligion of the Ie\yes,builr vp Sy- 
nazoenes ;and diſper{cdthat'law inmany pii$ot thoſe qu: | 
ters.” There were tome of this colntrey thar oppofed that oly 
Martyr'Stephen , ahd were conſentmg to his death.” There weie 
many learned men! in'it,2s Eraroſiheres the Mathemarician, Cat- 
limachus the Poet (both which were had in great eſtimation'4- 
moag the Aziptians) Carneedes alſo the Academcan', Cranes 
Apollorties and Hegefias the Philolopher(of whom Creerafpeaketh 
inche firſt booke of his Tuſculans) and Erarofihenes che Hiſtori- 
an,vho was ſonne of Meacles. Saluft ſayth, that this citie in his 
time was ſo mightie,rhat ir maintained war againſt thc Carthage- 
nians for their bounds and limits of their field5and grounds, 2 
long time , and 7eſtine lib. 9. Tharthey maintained watre agginft 
two nations,the Phoenes, and the Agiptians : in which Warres 
they gaue Apriws, the King ofthe Xgyptians\ſtith 4mightic 
ouerthrow, tinat there were veric few of his armie that returned 
into his countrie with him,as Herodor.aftirmeth,/5b. 4.thcre were 
alſo many great Princes that ruledinthiscity,ot which becauſe 
you may rcade in diuers other authors morcat large, I omitto 
ſpcake of jthem. | hs x | 
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of loſeph of Arimathes who buried Chrif. 


"His loſeph which cauſed our Sauior Chriſt to be buried in his 
garden, wasa rich man,vpright & juſt in all his actions, a Se- 
nator of Ieruſalem,and one that expeRted the Kingdome of God, 
borneat Arimathcaa citic of the lewes, Lxc.2 3. 1his Citic was 
ſometime called Ramathaim Sophim,and ſometime Ramah, be- 
cauſe it was ſcituated in ahighplace,and intimes paſt was a faire 
citie ſtanding 14 miles from leruſalem towardsthe Northweſt, 
the deſcription whereof youmay read before. At this day it is 
called Ramalea, being nothing ſo faireas it was, butlike a coun- 
trictowae,the houſes being carcleſſely diſperied hereand there, 
lying without walls orbulwarkes to defend it ; norwithſtandi 
the antient ruines of the former citic is ro bee ſcene even at this 
day. There isalſo agreat Inne or reſting place for ſtrangers , ha- 
uving within it many roomecs for the receit of paſſengers,& a well 
of very ſweet water. This houſe was firſt purchaſed at the charge 
of Pbi/ip Duke of Burgondie, and by him committed tothe pro- 
tection of the Monkes of Mount Sion, by whom it 1s at this day 
made an hoſpirall, wherein Pilgrimes,trauellers,and ſtrangers are 
entertained and find muchreliefe. In an inward Orchard: belon- 

ing to this hoſpitall,there is a faireplor of ground that bringeth 

. reat aboundance of Aloes,ot which there is often mention 
in the holy Scriptures, but in more eſpecially Pſalwwe 48. Thy gar- 
ments ſmell of Alees andCafiia , when thou commeſt out of thy Inorie 

palaces where they haue mage thee glad. 

Nichodemws a prince of the Tewes, together with Tofeph of Ari- 
mathea, brought withthem an hundreth pound of Aloes mixed 
with Myrrhe,toembalme the bodic of ourSaujour Chrift, when 
they had beggedir of Pilar, before they buried it,lob.2g. Myrth 
isa kind of gum that ifſueth out ofarree thar groweth 39 the Eaſt 
countries, bur pt incipally in Arabia : the trec our of which it\i- 
fierh is commonly two yardsand a halfe high,with ſome pricks 
vpon it, the barke whereof being cut,there ifluerh ontof it drops 
like teares, which congealeth into a:gum, and tscalled Mirrtzthe 
principalivertue that it hath, is ro kcepethe bodics ofthe Dead 
incorru;*-

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incorruptible,ſce Pli.li. 12.cap.15 & 16. In Arabia foelix there is 


ſuch aboundance of (weet Murhe, Frankincenſc,and other odori. 
terous gums,that ſuch as ſaile in the red ſea may eafily ſmell the 
ſauour of them. There is alſo tound inthe holy Land Mirrhe atid 
Aloes. Aloes is the juyce of a certaine bitter hearbe, which 
ſome is called Exerlining: it killeth the wormes, and preſerue 
from purrifaction ; it isalſo good for the fight. There 1sto be ga- 
thered in India, Aradia,and the Holy land,a certaine hearbe of an 
extraordiuaric {weet{mel, with leaues broad, fat,& juycie,which 
being preſt yeeldeth more Aloes than honey ,from whence this 
meraphoricall prouerbeis vied, Puod plus moleftie quam volupratis 


gfemit,that is,more troubleſome thanprofitable, You may read 


allo in Plaetws,thatthe life of man taſteth more of Alocs than ho: 
ney. And Iuvenal [peaking of ancuill wife,ſaith,ſhe hath more of 
Alocsthan honey. So Euripides, Euery ſweet hath his ſowre. So 
allo the holy Crofle ſcemeth ro haue more of Alves than honie, 
notwithftanding it preſerueth vs from eternall corruption, and 
killeththc venomous worms of con{cience,clenſeth vs from our 
ſinnes,dnd freeth vs from the feare ofthe Diuel & cternall dearh, 


/ that ſo we might be recreated; and by the fairhof our Sauiour be 


raiſed vpatthe laſt day, and pertake with him in his everlaſting 
kingdome : according tothat of Johernts Taalerws, Where thecrofſe, 
there the light , where temptation. there prayer and regeneration,s. 
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The traatls of Peter. 


BIN the 3 5 yearcafter the natiuitic of Chriſt, about

Fj were ſent from Icrufalem to Samaria,which was 
M9 32 miles,thatthe Samaritans might receiue that 
 admirablegift of the Holy-Ghoſt,& there they 
diſputed with S/7197 Maou, MEFS. 


From'Samariathey rerurncd backe againe to Teruſalem, which 


was g2 miles.” Inrhis journey they went to diuers rownes of the 
Sama- 
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Samaritans, teaching and preaching vnto them the doctrine of 
the Goſpell, A@.8. 

Inthe ſixt yeare afterthe refutreatfon of Chriſt, Peter went to 
Lidda, which was diſtant from Ieruſalem twentic miles towards 
the Northeaſt: where he cured Aizeas, who had licn licke we 
yeares of the Palſic vpon his bed, Ads 9, 

Prom thence he wentto loppa, which was three miles : : here 
he raiſed Tabitha from death, LA?@7.yg | 

In che ſcuenth yeare after there fi urredion of Chriſt ,Peter weng” © 
from Ioppaand came to Czfarea Strato,which was ſix and thir- 
tiemiles : where hee preached the Goſpell to Corneliwethe Cen- 
turion,and baptized him'and his whole tamilie, A&s 16: Clemens 
Recogn. ib. 9. c 

From Czſarea he returned to Ieruſalem, which was 32 'miles; 
where being accuſed for going tothe Gemiles, hc accuſerh him- 
ſclte, 4s 11, 

In the eleuenth yeare after the roſurreftion of Chriſt, he was 
caſt into priſon,and ſet at libertic by an Angellot God,C42. I2. 
$o he went ſecretly from Icruſalem ( asit was thought) inro the 
defart, or to ſome other vnknowne place : vponthe fecond day 
of- Auguſt in the ſame yearc,Herod Agrippa king of the Iewes was 
ſtrucke by an AngeHof Godat Czſarea, and he was deuoureg of 
wormecs, Acts 1 2./oſep. Aniiq. lib. 19.c4p.4. 

Afeer, Herod Agrippe being dead and bevied Peter returned 'to 
teruſalem, where hee wasin Councellwiththe reſt ofthe A 
ſtles, abour fixtcene yeares after the reſurreQion of Chriſt, and 
fourteen after the conuerſion of Pawl. Gal.2.A7t.1 5.See alſo Bede 

vpon the Acts ofthe Apoſtles. 

Inthe ſeucnteenth yeare after the refſurreQionof Chriſt, Peter 
went from Icruſalem & came to Antiochiain Syria, which 10ur- 
ney was 280 miles : there Paul refiſted him,Gel. 2. 

From Antiochia he went © Babylon in Egypt? , where hee 
wrote his fitſt Epiſtle : this iourney was 520 miles.Soall his Tra-

A#.1to.Intheninth yearc of Claudine Coſar, Peter was at Antio- 

chizinSyria,where Pas/reſiſted him to his face,Gal.2, Alltheſe 
things manifeſtly proue thatthe Apoſtle Peter was'not at Rome 
at ſuchtimeas any-of theſe three, vr1z. Tiberius, Calignls,and Clans) 
dixa were Emperors;bu: cither in Icruſalem, or el{c at Antiochia 
in Syria. 

Secondly, it may exaQly bee made euident; out of the holy 
Scriptures,that Peter was notat Rome inthe time of Nere. For 
intheſecondyere of Ners,Paul wrote his Epiſtle tothe Romans, 
and ſentir from Corinth by the hand of Phebe: in which Epiſtle 
he ſaluterh all his friends which he had in thar citie, by name, as 
by the conclufion of the Epiſtle more plainely appeareth ; but 
there is no mention of the Apoſtle Peter, who (if at that time Bi-

Emperour, he wrote from Rome his ſecond Epiftle to Timothie 
being a licle before his death,at the endofwhich Epiſthe phinly 
ſhewes thathe had no companionthete but Zwuke, 2. 7ime4. From 
whence it is nuniteſt, that Petey during all rhe Pilgri nage & life 
of Paul, was neucr at Rome; how then could it "oſſible bee, that 
Peter ſhould be Biſhop of Rome forthe ſpace of almoſt twentie 
and fixe yeares 2 Truely there are many learned men, and th 

a!ſo of great indgement, which doe hold this opinion falſc,and 
veterly wm Coors cothe holy Scripture, neither can bee proued 
by any good authors orhiſtories.Bur if Petey were enerat Rome, 
hee camethither after the laſt impriſonment of Paw,” and a few 
daies before his martyrdom : becauſe (as Onuphrine faith in Com- 
went faſtor lib.2. Euſebixe alſo lib. 2.c4p.22. and Tertullian contra 
Marciow.) that Peter and Paul, inthe fiuc and thirtierh yeare after 
the reſurre&ion of Chriſt,and vpon the third day ofthe Calends 
of Inly(C. Fonteims Capitonius, & C. Inline Rufus being then Con- 
ſuls of Rome) were crowned with the wreathe of martyrdome, 
& with their blood ſealed the truth of the Goſpell.Butthere are 
others that are of opinion, Thar Peter neuer came at Rome, but 
that he was crucified at Teruſfalem by the command of King 4- 
rippe;others ſay,at Babylon, But becanſeitis a thing doubtful, 
and not greatly materiall,[ leaue it rothe Readers conſideration.

carried the pegplethereot imtocapriuitie,where for a long time 
they remainedin great milcrie. 

- After the firſt deſolation, becaule the countrey round about 
this citie was very fertile & pleaſant,abounding with ſprings, ri 
ucrs,yines;oliuc gardens,mountains, fruitfull valleys,faire cities, 
and ſtrong caſtles & rownes; Hered Aſcalonites (that great King of 
the Iewes, who pur ro death the innocent children) reedifiedir, 
ſetypmay goodly buildings beautificd with marble pillerg 
andplcaſant walks:8& alſoinhe circuit of the kings houſe, 8&.vn- 
der the buildings of the nobilicie in the common Marker place, 
the houſes and vaults were ſupported with marble pillers,accor- 
dingtothe'maner of the Iewes. The Pallace(called the K.houſe) 
ſtood.in the midſt ofthe citie,vpontherop of che mountain : and 
round about.it there were diuers other buidings fct yp, bur much 
lower,cucn about the diſcent of the mountaine , yet {0 ſcituated, 
that the inhabitants might ſee out of their houſes the countrey 
round abour. Then cloſe to the Pallace inthe vpper part of the 
Citic;he cauſed a Temple to be built in honour of Asguſtus. Thus 
bauing finiſhed the infide,he compaſt it about with a mighty wal, | 
and yponthat placed many turrets : and then to flatter Auguſtus, 
called it bythe name of Sebaſten, which amongſt the Grzcians 
fignifies AnguTam & venerabilem principem. Now although this 
citie was very glorious and ſpacious in thoſe times. ( for it was 
three miles about)yer atthis day it is vtterly ruined & deſtroyed, 
inſomuch;,that there is not a houſe ſtanding,two Churches onely 
excepted, which were built in honour of S.7ohn Bapriſt : and the 
chiefe of theſe, which was the Cathedrall Church, the Saracens I "TE 
haue conuerted to their vic, fo that atthis day Aaborwert is wor- I , 
thippedin it, In this ſtood the ſepulchre of $.794n Baptiſt, cut 4 
out 1a marble, like the ſepulchre of Chriſt, where (as 1erom faith) be ;

* ricnt tames it, wascalled rhe Tower of Strato ,, which at firſt was 
built by Strato who was king of Zidon, But time hauing decayed 
a great part of it, Herod Aſcalonits repaired it, beautified it with 
white, macble,apd made xa goodlything then called'ir Czſare 
ahercbenamcof ArgufrCojare Andebartbipsmight lic at i 
chor there without danger, he cauſed to be buildeda fairc hauen 
ro oppole the violence of the ſea : this hauen was ſa wonderful- 
ly contriued,and ſct yp at ſuch agreat charge, that it waSadmirs- 
bletolaokevpon; for he laid the foundation of it ewenty yards 
vader water, burying inthe Deepe, ſtones of an extraordinarie 
grcatneſſe, ſome,fiftic foot long,ceight toor thicke, and ten foot 
broad,and many ofthem more. The hauenir ſelte was beautif- 
ed with faire buildingsand goodly walkes, ſupported with,mar- 
ble pillars,and mounted vp aloft, ſothat you might (ce rhe ſhips 
as they were vponthe ſca,and made way to this harbor.

ed; being the ſecond of Auguſt, the wormes hauing conſumed 
his guts,and eatenthrough his bodie.

Abylon ſignifies confuſion, as you may read before, There 
were two cities of this name; the one was in Chaldza; and 
the other in Egypt : tharin Chaldza was ſcituated vpoſithe 
river Euphrates ; and this vpontheriver Nilus , which was 2 
miles from Ieruſalem towardsthe Southweft, and called in the 
Arabian tongue Aclaire, or Cair, whither you pleaſe, whichalfo

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ſienificth confuſion. Concerning both which cities you may xead 
wore at large intheir former deſcription. From thistowne it is 
credibly thought (and not from that Towne that. ſtood in Chal- 
dea)Perer wrote his firſt Fpiſtle,as the cixcumſtancegof the Fiſto- 
'yiedo euidently declare ; forthat Babylon which ſtood in Chal- 
deawas mrhe time of Petey viterly deſtroyed ; but then this Ba- 
bylon was had'in great eſtimation. About this time alſo Merke, 
who wasthediſciple of Perer,was the firſt Biſhop of Alexandria, 
as you-may read inthe end of his firſt Epiſtle : wherefore that g. 
pinion which ſome would have paſſe for truth, That Peter wrate 
his firſt Epiſtle-from Rome,calling it allegorically, Babylon, is 
vtterly to be condemned,fince there 1s none which can certainly 
proouc that conieure, neither is it grounded ypon any firme 
foundation ; for alrhough Babiloninthe Revelation Of S. 1oby(Be- 
cauſe it was a ſecret prophecic) was allegorically vſed, yet in'a 
plaineand manifeſt hiſtorie ſuch kind of allegories arenot allow. 
ed : from whence may be concluded, that S, Peter wrote his firſt 
Epiſtle from this Babylon, not from Rome.

The deſcription of the rownes and places to which Tohn rraneled. 
1 Of Epbeſou. 


His was the metropolitan Citic of Ionia, ſcituated in Afia 

miner, 5 44 miles from Teruſalem rowards the Northweſt. It 
was built, as Strabo obſcrueth, by CAnarociac the fonne of. Co- 
dru; King of Athens, inthe time of Dawid King of Iſ[racll and 
becauſe of the beautitull ſcituationand fertilitic of rhe ſbile cal- 
led Epheſus: in future ages growing into ſuch credirand eſtima, 
tion, that ir was mightily increaſed, and became one of the moſt 
famous mart townes inall Aſia ; but it ſtood ſomerhing low ; ſa 
that the ſea brake it vpon4t and drowned it, wherein many ofthe 
Inhabitants periſhed. Neuerthelcſſe Lyſimachas King of Thrace 
built it ypagaine inthe place where now it ſtandeth,, and called 
it LArſovoes, after his Wifes name ; but he being dead, it was a+ 
gaine called by rhe antient name, ' Epheſus. There were many 
wotthie men thar lived init,as Heraclitas, Scotinus, &% Hermader ne, 
who for his excellent 'vnderſtanding and fingular honeſtic was 
baniſhed : Hipponachwe alſo the Poet , Perrheſine and Apelles the 
Painters, Alexander the'Orarour, and Theoderio the Iew who in- 
rerpreted the Bible, It was in auntient times inhabited by the 
| Amazons, 
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blc, was ſet on fire by one oe | ruerſe feb 
low( inthe ſame Olimpiad and day that Alexander the great was 
borne) who,hauing nothing inhimtharmight makehim famous 
inafter ages, burnt this 8004 ly building, that ſo (chough not for 
his good,yer for his cuil)he might geta name : butthe Epheſians 
were ſo incenſed becauſe of this miſchiete, that they procured 
Proclamationto bee made through all the kingdomes-round a» 
bout,that his name ſhould not be oncementioned ; whichperad- 
uenture was for a time vbſcrued, but in future ages they could 
not preuent it,butthat he was both ſpoken of or written of : not- 
withſtanding afterward the inhabitants of this citic became ſo 
exceeding wealthic, that they ſooneafterrebuilt this Temple of 
Dians,and made it much fairerthanic was before;allthe citizens 
contributing with willing handsto the charge of: the building ; 
inſomuch that the women brought all their f1luer, gold, and 0- 
ther pretious ornaments,and communicated them towards this 
ereat worke. | 
Alfo, in afrer-times thoſe faire pillers before ſpoken of, were 
againe ereted;rowards the rebuilding whereof,they receiued ſa 
many and wonderfull g; fts from all tne neighbouring Kings, ci- 
ties,and countrics ; that this Temple might ( as it was thought ) 
compare

compare withall the world beſide for rickesand treaſure. Tr was 
ſtanding in faint Pealr cime, who came thither about twelue yeres 
afterrhercſarrettionot our Santour, and continued there for the 
ſpaceofthree yeares; in Which ime, he ſo faithfully and with 
ſuch difigence preached the Goſpell, rhathee cometted moſt of 
the citizens from their Idolatric and worſhip of Dan, to the 
reuerend knowledge and confeſſion of our bleſſed Sautour : for 
which cauſe Demerrixs the ſtluerſmith(which made agreat gaine 
by idolatric ) ftirred vpa great tymult , ſothatrhe Geatiles ran- 
ning vp anddowne the citte for the {pace of two houres, cryed 
ont with a loud voice, Great s Diana of the Epheſians, _AHs 19, 
Here alſo Pawl fought wich beaſtes, r.Corey. 15. Andrv this citic 
Paul wrote his Epiſtle and fenr it from Rome, which was 996 
miles, He tnade Trmothreallo a Biſhop of this citie,to whom he 
wrotetwo Epiſtles, the firſt was ſent him from Laodicia in Phri- 
gia, which was 280 miles, the fecondfrom Rome, as I hauc ſaid, 
By theſe Epiſtles Timethre was greatly comforted, and taught 
chem to his Difciplesand'audirors, that ſo they might conſtant» 
ly continue & perſener inthe Chtiſtian faith and religion to the 
end. To conclude,/ob» the Euangeliſt came alſoro Epheſus, and 
wrote his goſpel! againſt the Hererique Cerinrhss, who denicd 
Chriſtto be' the rrue God , for which cauſe God 'grieuoufly -ptt- 
niſhed him, fo that he dyed as he was bathing hitnſelfe ina bath! 
freneas bib. 5 tap. Doe ttb.3.cap.22. This was'the firſt Chutch 
to whom 1bs wrote his Reuclation, andthere when he returned 
our of Pathmos, he raiſed his hoſt Draſare from death to life. So 
when'he had pourrned the Churches in Afrathirtteyeares, after 
the death pf Part hee dyed, when he was 91. yeares of age ;*and 
was honourably buricd ar Epheſus,not far from the citic. There' - 
was alſoranother 79h» which liu-d in Epheſus,to whom(as many 
chinke)the Epiſtles of faint John the Enangelift were dedicated,as 
lterom (hewcth in his Catalogue of Eccleſjaſticall writets.The ſc- 
pulchre of this manis ſhewed nor far from the ſepulchreof ſaint 
Tohn the Euangeliit as Euſeb,witneſſeth,lib.3 cap.31. at this day 
this citic,1s alted by the name of Fjglo ho Epheſs,ſee Geſner.

Of Pathmos, 


Ta: is an Ifle of the &gean ſea, ſcituarted betweene Aſia the 
lefſe,& Grecia, 2080 miles fro Icruſalem toward the North 
welt. 24.faith,{5.4.c.12.thatit was Jo miles in compaſlc:into this 
Iſle the Enangeliſt was baniſhed by Domitian Ners, where hee 
wrote his Rexelation, Is was one of the Cyclad Iflands, which 
were 53 innumber, that lay round abour the Ifland Delus, as 
Strabo inthe teath book of his Geeeraphie obleructh, It ſtood 40 
miles from Epheſus roward the Southweſt, and,as Petrus Apianu 
ſaith, was ſometimes called Poſidius, but is now called Palmofa. 


Of Smyrna. 

ts is the ſecond city to whom [obndedicated his Revelation, 
It was ſciruared in Ionia in Afia the lefle,5 40 miles from Ie- 
ruſalem towards the Northweſt : this wasa very fairecity,beau- 
tified with many goodly buildings,and of good account in Gre- 

cia, It was at firſt but a colonie,tranſplanted from another city in 

that countrey, But Theſews that great Prince becing then' King 

thereof,that he mightadde ſome grace tothat which hee had be- 
gun,he called it after his wives yame Smyra4, which fignificth 
Myrrh. Herodotws ſaith, that Homer was borne inthis towne, bur 
not blind,and called by the name of Mebfreimes;butatter,the Cy- 
manians called him (of his blindneſſe) Homer. Strabo, lib. 44. of 
his Geegraphie, ſaith, that the inhabitants take vpon them to dow 
his picture ſtanding there,and alſo a Temple builtin his bonour, 
During his life he was a man of ſinall or no reputation, or rather 
contemned than honoured,as Herodotus faith ; bur after his death 
his workes beginning to grow famous, the cities of Grace con- 
tended who ſhould patroniſe him. This Collophomians claime a 
part in him becauſe he was intharrowne,andthere made ſome of 
his Odifſes. They of Chius ſay ke befonged vntothem , becauſe 
he liucd there along time,and taught ſchoole , but for ought that 
can be found by aut Smirnians haue moſt intereſt in him, 
neuerthelefſe I will leave him to them that pleaſe to patroniſe 
him, fince it wasnot certainly found where hee lived, Heeliued 


about 900 yeares before Chriſt. |

Evſebius (aith in his Eecleſsafticall Hiftorie,hib.q.cap.14.That in 
after times this citic grew verite famous, & was ſo much inlarged 
chat it became a Biſhops Sce, whereof one Policarprea veric god- 
ly and religious man was Biſhop. Hee gouerned the Church'in 
that place at ſuchtime as /#bnthe Euangeliſt wrot his Revelation, 
and by him in the ſecond chapter of that booke is called the An- 
ecll ofthe Church of Smyrna. This man after he had faith fully 
preached the Goſpell for the ſpace of 86 yeres,was by the 1nha- 
birants thereof condemned to death for the proteflton of Chriſt, 
anno 170.Burtherowne of Smyrna, becaulc of the vathankeful- 
neſle and cruecltic of the inhabitants, was grieuouſly puniſhed, for 
within ten yeares it was caſt down by an carthquake,fince which 
time it was hardly rebuilded againe. The riucr Pactolus, which 
beginneth in Lydea, runneth by this towne of Smyrna. Butthe 
inhabitants (becauſe of the golden veines that are found thercin) 
call it Cry{orrhoas, Plin.lib.s.cep.29. A little after that,there was 
ſuch an cxtream plague hapned in Rome,that they were conſtrai- 
ncd to carrie outthe dead bodies in carts. Thus God turneth the 
aire and the earth to the confuſion of thoſe that perſecute his 
Church, 


Of Pergamws. 


His was another of the rownes whereto Tohn wrot his Rexela- 

ton : it was a famous citic,and metropolitan of Mytia,fcitu- 
ated in Afttamimey,228 miles from Icruſalem toward the North- 
weſt. It ſtood vpon a high rocke cloſe by the riuer Caicus,from 
whence it was cal.ed Pergamus, Forin antient times all famous 
and notable places were called among the Grecians:Pergama, as 
S:dms and Serai'ss obſeructh. Srrabo ſaith,/ib.13.thatinthe time 
of Lyſsmachus the ſonne of Agathocles ( who was one-of the ſuc. 
ceſlours to Alexander the Great) it was but a Caſtle!; in which 
place(becauſeof the ſtrength of it) hee vſually kept all his trea- 
ſures.and thoſe things that were of account, and committed the 
cuſtody of tt to one Philetcrus an Eunuch of Tianus.But this man 
being accuſed to Ly/smachus,that he would haunt forced his Wife 
Arſenees, tor feare of ſome future puniſhment ;becanſe of that 
ofence , mooucdthe inhabitants of thatHald to rebellion, Ar 
the

the ſame timealſo there happened many commorians n Aſia, 
whereby Lyſimechus was conſtrained to leaue this, and make op. 
poſition againſt Selescus N:canor, who had inuaded his domini 
ons.Bur in this war Lyſmaches was ſlaine. And Phileterss haumns 
in his poſſeſſton great riches, that hee might intoy what hee had, 
was alwaycs obſcruantto him that gat the victorie, by which 
meanes he kept himlelte and his riches for the ſpace of 20 yeares 
inthat caſtle , and then dyed, and leftall rhis wealth ro Eumerer 
his brothers ſonne, who inlarged his gouernmenr, and ouercame 
Antiochus the ſonne of Seleucus, This man aftrer hee had raigned 
32 ycares dyed, and LMttalss his ſonne ſucceeded him in the go- 
uernment, who, hauing conquered Galatia, made a. league with 
the Romans,and by them was firſt called by the name of a King, 
After him ſucceeded his ſonne Eamenes the ſecond of that name, 
who aided the Romans againſt Anttochus Magnus King of Syria, 
for which ſeruice the Romans gauc him all the Dominions that 
Antiechas had on this fide the Alpes. This man was the firſt that 
inlarged the caſtle of Pergamus, and made it a goodlycitie, plan- 
ting round abour itathicke wood or grouc, and called ir: Nice- 
phorus, And after he had raigned forty and nine yeares, he dyed, 
and left his kingdome to his ſonne Atzalss called alſo Philometer, 
This 4ttalus after he had done many notable ations, dyed with- 
out any iſſue, when he had raigned fiue yeares, and lefr his king- 
dome to the Romans, who rurned itintoa Prouince, 

There liued in this towne many learned men, as Galen the 
phiſitian, who was famous inthe time of Traianethe Emperour, 
and(as the fame went) liued 140 yeares :of thattowne alſo was 
Apolodorws the Rhetoritian, who was ſchoolemaſter to Auguſtus 
Ceſar,of which man the Apollodorean ſect tooke theirname,and 
Dyonifius Atticus his (choller, Here Antipss was crowned with 
the wreathe of Martyrdome. 

To the Biſhop of this towne ohm wrote his Reuelation, and 
inthe ſecond chapter thereof ſharply reprehends him, becauſe 
hebore with theſe of the Nicholaitans , which although it Ia- 
ſted not long, yet it was very dangerous, Enſcbine ſaith,that N&- 
cholas one of the ſeuen Deacons for the poore at Antiochia, of 


whom you may reade A#.the 6.was the firſt author of this feet: 
yet 
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yet Clemens Alexandrinu cleeres him of it, laying that offence ra- 
rher vponcerraine idle perſons,that miſconſtruing his words, be- 
ing giucn ouer to vile affections, couered their cuills vnder his 
name, calling themſelues Nicholaits,though indeed he had no 
hand in it, but lined and died honeſtly, 

Ehc opinionthat this Sect held ( as Ewſebiw ſaith, {16.3.c4.23, 
and Irena lib.1.cap.27.) was,that women were to bee common, 
that it was lawfull ro cate meate oftred to Idols, that fornication 
and adulteric was nofinne ; beſide many other wicked and per. 
uerſe opinions concerning the Deitic, which would be roo tedi- 
ous to recite in this place. You may reade more of this hereſic in 
Enſchbius and Tertullian, 


Of Thyatira. 

His was the fourth Church to which John wrote his Reue- 

lation , it was {cituated cloſe by the riuer Caicus, vpon the 

borders of Myfiaand Lydia,6o00 miles from Ierufalem to- 
wards the Northeaſt. It wasavery faire citic in Aſta minor, yet 
ſubie@tothe Lydians. In this countrey Lydds was borne that 
drycltat Philippa,& gane entertainment to Pan & Syl as, AF.16. 
Philippa was diſtant from this towne 400 miles. It was at firſt 
called (according to the teſtimonie of Stephen) Pelopea,and Se- 
miramis: bur after, Selewcw N/7c4nor king of Syria, (making warre 
vpon Ly/ſimachus King of Thrace) comming to this townc, had 
newes that his wife had brought him a daughter ; in honour of 
which report, he would needs haue the towne called Thugatci- 
ra,which in Grecke ſ1gnifhes 4 davebter , but Thyatira, dinine re- 
WETERCE. 

Of Sardy. 

Orhis citie alſo $.J9hn wrote his Reueclation, It was a fa- 
mous and Princely ſcate, fcituated in Aſia, not farre from 
the mountaine Tmolus, where Creſw King of the Lydians 
kept his Court, being 536 miles from Icruſalem rowards the 
Northweſt.It was ſo called(withour doubt)of Sardus the ſonne 
of Hercules, which maketh Sardis inthe plurall number, Of this 
towne were the two Diodories which were Orators:the yonger 
of them wrote Hiſtories & Poems, and was Strabo's great friend.

It was firſt built 
by Perſeus King of the Perſians , (whom the Poets feignero bee 
the ſonne of {upiter and Danee)& called Tharſus,of the Hyrcinth 
ſtone, which, as it ſeemerh, is found thereabours. 'It was diſtant 
from leruſalem 304 miles towards the North y in antient time a 
goodly citic ; butthrough theiniuric ofthe time,and invaſion of 
the enemy,much impaired, & lay almoſtruined,til(as $er46. ſaith, 
li.14) it was repaired by Sardenepaiss that cfieminar\K.ofthe Aſ- 
ſirians;of whom Tab remembreth this Epitaph,4b,5.T#ſculs:;

full place,clofe by the mountaine Libanus, which bringeth forth 
Frankincenfe,Ceders, Cypreſlc, and many odoriterous & ſweet 
ſnellng flowers. ' There were many Kings that kept their court 
init,as Hadad, Benhadad the firſt , Benbadad the ſecond, Haſael, and 
others, whogricuoufly oppoſed the Kings of Iſracl in many 
ſharpc and cruell warres, as you may reade before, The land 
round abautit aboundeth with white and red Roſes, Pomegra- 
nats, Almonds, Figges, and other ſweet and pleaſant fruirs. In 
that place the Alablaſter ſtone is foundyvery taire and cleere, The 
aire, pleaſant and healchtull. Thermer called Chrylorrus, run- 
neth cloſe by it, in which there 1s found golden vemes which 
yeelded pertc& gold. The houſes without,are not very curious ; 
but within, all of polliſhed Marble and Alablafter guilt with re- 
ſplendent gold, ſo artificially that it dazleth the beholders eyes.

Piirigia is 25 muchto ſay as adrie and ſandie countrey, ſcitug. 
tedin Aſia the leſfſe, betweene Galatia and Mylia, '6do miles 
from TIeruſalem towards the Northweſt. Ir is diuided into twy 
parts, the Greaterand 'the Lefſe : inthe greater Phrigia ſtood 
Smerna ; inthe leſſe Dardania, fo called of Dardanw who firſt 
built ir,in which towne there raigned many wealthy and migh. 
tic Princes,as Bridthonius,Tros of whom it was called Troy, hw 
of whom ir was called Hion, Laomeden who was the father of Pj. 
amxs the laſt King thereof, for in his rime it was deſtroyed by the 
Grecians , of which deſvlarion, becauſe it is ſo common co the 
world, Heaue to ſpeake., | 
Irlay waſte ſo long, (although it had beene 2 faire and goodly 
Citic, the like not inthe world) that rhe place where it ſtood was 
become like roa plaine ficld, only here and there [ome heapes of 
old ruines,to ſhew that there had beene a citic in that place : and 
as Virgil (aid, lam ſeges eft vbi troia fuit, and corne now growes 
where Troy ſtood. A longtime after,there were acertaine peo. 
, ple that called themſclucs Troians which rebuiltit,bur not in the 
fame place, and in itereted a goodly Temple in honour of the 
oddeſle Pallace : to which Temple, Mlexander the great(after 
be had conquered Darics King of Perfia, cloſe by the riuer Gra- 
nicus, which rooke the beginningina mountaine not farre from 
Troy ) went, and with {ingular gladnefle and great ſolemnitie 
offered many rich and goodly preſents, inlarged the towne, and 
greatly adorned it, Burafter he had endedthe Perſian warre,and 
conqueredalmoſt all che knowne world ; he fent very kinde and 
louing letters ro theſe new Troians, promiſing not onely ro en- 
large the towne and endow it with many priuiledges and reue- 
nues,but alfoto build vpa faire and ſumptuous Temple there,as 
Strabeſaith 46.15. Allthis was done becauſe of the loue he bore 
to Homer: Iliads. 
Wherefore looke what _£Hlexander had promiſed, Lyſimachw 
( one of his chiefe Princes, and King of Thrace ) after ſis death 
performed;for he returned to Troy,enlarged the citie,beautified 
2 with goodly buildings, ſet vp a ſtately Temple, and then _ 
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paſt irabour with ſtrong walls. After this ſort it continued a long 
crime, vncill Fimbris a Queſtor of the Romans(whenhe had flaine 
Palerixs Flacews the Conſull, with whom he was ſent, againſt As 
thridates King of Pontus) beſieged it, and within ten dayes ſpace. 
woon it ; making his vaunts, that hee c 


uered that citic in ten 
dayes, which Agamemmnen could ſcarce do inten yeares;towhich 
one of the inhabirants of the citie anſwered, Thatthen Troy had 
a Heor, but now it had none. But for this hee cruelly waſted the 
citie, This deſtrutionhapnedin the 84 yere before Chriſt, Thus 
it lay defolate till 4ugaftns Ceſars time, who cauſed it againto be 
re-edified and beaurified with many faire and ly buildings, 
becauſe the Romans, and eſpecially thoſe noblefamilies of the 
Ilj and Ceſars, do derive their aj om from the Trojans : for 
which caulc A#guftus vied ſuch diligence in the rebuilding of 
this cirie,and beſtowed ſuch infinite coſt,thathe much exceeded 

Alexander and made it a faireand goodly citie. Atthis day it is 

called Iltum, Bur inthe place of old Troy thereislittleto bee 

ſcene, only a ſmall rowne,as Serebo ſaith. It is diſtant from Ieruſa- 

lem 760 miles Northweſtward. | 


Of Bythinia. 

T His countrey is oppoſite to Conſtantinople, ſcituated in Aſa 
minor,diftant from Icruſalem Northweſtward, and ſo called 

of Bythinus the ſonne of tapiter and Threx. It was ſometime cal- 
led Pontus, Bebrycia, and M 4 roms as Stephanas ſaith, Inthis 
countrey the Apoſtle Paulcould not preachthe Goſpel of Chriſt 
when he went into Macedonia and Grecia,becaufe hee was hin- 
dredby rhcSpirir, A#.16, The principall cjtiesthereof were 
Calcidon, Heraclea, Nicea, Nicomedia, Apamea, Flauiopolis, Li- 
biſſa, (where Hamballicth buried ) and Prufa, now called Byrſa, 
where intimes paſt rhe Emperours of Turkie kepr their Counts, 
and were buried. The mother and metropolis of all theſe ciries 
was Nicea, or rather Nicza, beeing diſtant from Ieruſalem 720 
miles rowards the Northweſt ; at the firſt callled Antigonia, of 
Antigens the ſonne of Philip King of Afia,who builtir afterthe 
death of Alexander the Grear, But Lyſimachw called it Nices, af 
rer his wifes name,and at this day'is called Nilſa, The compaſſe 
Ll 4 thereok 
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rhereot is two miles, being foure ſquare,ſcituated (as Srrabs ſaith 
lib.12.) mafaireand pleaſant place, lyingcloſe by the poole of 
Aſcaniaaad hath inic.4 gates,(tanding inadiredline ; all which, 
gates mighreafily,haye, beene ſecne from acertaine ſtone which. 
ſtoodin rhe middle of the Marker place. 

In this citic the moſt Chriſtian Emperor Conſtantine the Great 
celebrated a Councell,anns Dom.z 25. at which time there were 
preſent 320-Biſhpps,zvho condemnedthe Arrian.herelic, and in- 
ftituted the Niczn Creed, Butafterthat,viz. vn, Dom.326, the. 
Arrians endeauouring to holda ſecond Councel inthis Citie,to: 
confirme their opinions, andto difſolue that which went before, 
the Lord hindred them with an Earthquake , by which almoſt 
halfe the cztie was throwne downe, Not long after,there hapned. 
another carthquake which viterly deſtroyed it: notwithſtanding 
ic was rebuilt againe, and in ita fecond Councel held , wherein 
the Niczn Creed was condemned. 

There were many cities of this name , that before ſpoken of, 
another in Thrace,a third in France,not far fromthe riuer Varus, 
a fourth(as Srephenze ſaith)is amongſt the Lorrenſes in Grecia, a: 
fift in Tlleria,afixt in India,a ſeucnth in Corfica,and the eighth in 
LeuRris of Boetia.

aboue halfe amile broad: here Xerxes when he tnuaded Grecia, 
builevp a bridge for his army to paſſe ouer.

QAmorhraca is an Iſle of the Ageanſca,ſciruate between Tro- 
ades.and Thracia,eight hundredand eightic miles from Teru- 
falem rowards the' Northweſt, clole to that part of Thracia, 
where Hebrus falleth into the ſea ; ſometimes called Dardania,of 
Daxdanus King of Troy, who when'he had ſhainehis brother [4-" 
fo}, and taken fromhimthe Pulladiamhee came firſt into Samo- 
thracia,and then into Afia,where hee firſt layd the foundation of 
rhecitie called Troy,and of that Kingdome. And although this 
Iſleatthartime was called Dardidniayet becauſe 6f the neerenes] 
thar ithadro Thrace ;"and the alfitude of the rocke whereon it; 
ſtood, it ſoone changed rhe name? and then eſpecially , whenthe 
people called Samos camethirhert@ inhabit,who after their own 
name called it Samothracia. Ir ftood vpon ſuch a lofrie place, 
that fromrhenceall the countries rothdaboae might * bee 
ccnc,

T His Neapolis to which Pea! went, was a.citie of Thrace, riot 
far from Macedonia, 880 miles from Ietuſalem towards the 
Northweſt , which wasalfo of ſome called Caurus, There are 
many other cities of this name,one in Iudes, where Sic and 
Sichar ſtood;another in Caria, athird in Africa, afourth in Ran 
nonia ; but abouc all, that which ſtandeth in Campania' py 
moſt remarkable, being the chicfe citic of the Neopolitan king- 
dome. 


Of Philippe. 

His citic in times paſt wa$called Crenides, becauſe of the 
veines of goldrhat were found cloſeby ir. Bur after, Philip 
King of Macedon,father of Alexander the grear, cauſed it in the 
yeare before Chriſt 354. tobe re-edified and inlarged, and rhen 
after his owne namecalled it Philippos. It was ſcituated in Gre- 
ciacloſeby the riuerStridon(936 miles from Ierufalem,towards 
the Northweſt ) and indowed with many priuiledges. In thoſe 
times the gold was ſomuch increaſed in thisplace, that the reue- 
nue thereof was worth vnto this King more than a thouſand ta- 
lents, which at 4500 li.the talenramounteth to fortie flue milli- 
ons of pounds yearely : by which meanes King Phrlip grew ſo 
rich, that hce cauſed his gold to be coined, and calledir after his 
owne name, Philippiangold, Tothis place Paul came and did 
any 


many mirackes,taughtthe Goſpell, andconucrted many. From 
hence hc wrote his {econd Epiſtle tothe Corinthians, and. ſent ir 
ro. Corinth ; cycn 292 miles. Hee allo wrote an Epiſtle from 
Rome tothe Chrſtuans-ok this rowne,, and (ent itthemby.he 
hands of - + +097 31 on 628 miles.

"J's was the moſt famous citic of all Grecia, the morher of 
the Arts,& a bountitull nouriſher ot large and mightie colo- 
nies, inthat part of Achaia, called Acc, or Attica, It was (ci- 
tuated ypon the ſhore of the Mediterrancan (ea, 720 miles from 
Icruſalem rowardsthe Welt. Ic rooke the name trom a divine 
knowledge, for the word is deriuced of #»« and we that is the minds 
of God. It was at firſt built by Cecrops,fiuc yeares before Moſes ficd 
ourof Agyprintothe land of the Midian:tes, and ot him called 
Cecropia. This Cecrops was the firſt king thereof, and there ſuc- 
ceeded him ar leaſt fortic, who were both famous and worthic 
Princes, Bur after, ir was called Mopſonia, of Hopſw King of 
Theſfſalic : and atter, [onia, which name it held for a while : and 
laſtly, Athens(dedicated to Palace, which goddeſſe the Gracians 
hold was borne of the braine of /apzter) by which name ic was 
knownea long time; for it was aciticof learning , and the moe 
therofallarts; There lived in this towne Solon, Socrates , Plato, 
Ariſtotle, Demoſthenes, and many otherexcellene Philoſophers, 
It was (cituated ypona faireand itrong rocke, beautified with 
many goodly Temples and buildings, but principally that of 
Minerua was moft ſumptuous: in whichthere hung agreat num 
ber of lamps which gauea continual light:there was alſo the mo- 
naſterie of the holy Virgines, andthe image of Palace madeall 
of white Youric, vericcurious and coſtly. There were many 
ſchooles,colledges,and pleaſant gardens in which Philoſophers 
vicdto walke, and it abounded with ſweet anddeleQablemus- 
licke, and with great reſort of Merchants and ſchollers. And to 
conclude,Jinthoſc times was the moſt norable citie inthe world, 
Moreouer there were many profitable hauens for the receipt 
of ſhips, butthat which was called Pirzum exceeded, beeing ve 
pabie 


pablc to receive 4,0 ſhips; * beautified with many! build- 
ning to the citic (whercot Terence writeth in Bunwebale waiter 3. 
Scen. 4.) Atthis day ivis called Porto Lini, fortified with ewe 
walls toure miles ia length;,-extending to the Hill Munictiya, 
which is the ſyrname of Diana. being compaſſed inthe of a 
Cherſoncſſc) and ſoioynedto the Citic of Athens. In which di- 
ſtance there are two other hauens befides that of Pirzum. Incchis 
Jupiter had a magnificent T init thero were found'ma. 
ny vcrie artificial tables;pitures, and grauen irhages, whiclhare 
at this day all deſtroyed andtakenaway.. 7:59 
It hath beenethree times deſtroyed, firſt by Xerxes and May- 
denius, which happened inti:e yeare before Chriſt 479 : _ 
Lyſanaer , who broke downe a hundred paces of the wall,and 
moſt veterly deſtroyed their ſhips, and broke dewne tho hauen 
of Perza, it was alfo ſorely oppreſt by the Rumans,and they al- 
{o brake downe their hauen, and burnt their ſhips, bur ſpared the 
towne and held it ingreateſtimarion, Bur it was-the:third time 
ouerthrowne and vrterly deſtroyed by the Turkes ,' who borh 
changed the place and name of che Cirie, afterit had touriſhed 
; 113 yeares, Art this day it is divided into three parts,and called 
y the name of Sethina, becauſe of the varietic of the inhabi- 
tants that liue in ir, being very well peopled, and a faireand (| bo 
cious citic, bur much altercd from that itwas intimes paſt: tos 
alchough before it was the very mother ofreloquence,and glory 
of Attica, yetat this day it is ſomuch altered,that —_— 
is baſe, and their gloric is eclipſed. The vppermoſt part of the c1- 
tic, where intimes paſt the Temple ſtood dedicated tothe vn- 
knowne god, is now wholly andabſolurely in the hands-of the.

uerndrs ot the Towne :for afrer he had raughe 31s yin the 
towhe, 'and had dilputedagainſtthe lewes & Philoſophers con. 
ccrnaing Chriſt, they ſnppoſing him ro beabuſietcllow,and one 
worthic of death, as a diſturber of the common peace, brought 
him before this Diovyſeas that ſo byhis wdgement.hee might re- 
ccitze condigne puniſhment for his offence, But Saint Pax (o well 
behaucd himſelte,and preached with ſach admirable cloquence 
and learning,that henoronely confuted his enemies, but amongſt 
others conuerted this Dronyfius Areopagitus, who afterwards was 
the firſt Biſhop of Athens. '( a Euſebir ſaith {1b.4.cap.23.) and 
went captiue with Pau! ro Rome, and fromrhence to Paris in 


France,where he was crowned withthe wreath of Martyrdome - 


vnder Dionyſiws the Emperor. 


Of Corinthia. 


'S$ Orinthus is a fanous citic in Grecia,ſfcituated'in Peloponeſ- 

ſus,a pleaſant countrey of Achaia, ioining to the continent 
of Grzcia, like an Iſthimus or Peninſula, diftant from Ieruſalem 
76a miles towards the Weſt, commonly called Cotantha, built 
as Enfebixe ſayth by Sifipbus ſonne of <&ovlas, at ſuch time as 0; 
ſ#4iadged Iiracll who was amightic Pirare, At firſt it was buta 
caſtle, and after his name called Sifipyhus : but after, becauſe ot 
the ſtrength of the place andpleaſant ſciruarion, ir becamea 
fairetowneand called by thename of Corcyra , as Strabbſayth 
then. Ephyn of Zphyre, whe was a faire and goodly Nymph,and 
Queene ofthat place. [Now although cuen inthoſetimies it was 
held:1n great cſtumarion,; yerit became much waſted and decay- 
edthrough the continuance of time, vurill it was'repayred-by 
King Corinthns (who as {ome thinke)wasthe fone Of FR

Sides (airh, the ſonne of Pelops, others would haue him'the 
ſonne of Ore#s : and after his name was called Corinth, that is, 
the flower of Maides. 

Ic was a faire and goodly citie, very commodiouſly built, for 
ir ſtood betweene the two ſeas of Ionium and Ageum, ſo that 
there reſorted thither great multitudes of Merchants from all 
places. Cloſe by the citiethere ſtood a ſteepe mountaine, which 
was as it were a bulwarke tor the defence thereof, being 5 60 feet 
high,and called Acrocorinthus,that is,che glory and firength of the 
Corinthians. It was alſo compaſſed about with ſtrong walls, and 
beautified with many goodly buildings &temples,bur aboue the 
reſt,the Temple of Yevws was had in great reputarion, which (as 
Strabs ſaith ) ſtood vpon the top of the mountaine Acrocorin- 
thus, wherein there were aboue a thouſand maides'proſtituted 
euery yeare. This Temple was had in fuch.great honour, and 
was(ſo gloriouſly built, that aboueall the places of the world 
there was reſort vnto it. Cloſeby it ſtood the ancient caſtle cal. 
ted Syſyphius, built all of whire marble; and alittle below that 
the fountaine of Pyrcne dedicated corhe Muſes. | 

There were many mightie Princes that ruled in this citie, as 
Alethes who was King thercofarſuch timeas Samze/iudged Iſra- 
el, which was 1 193.yeares before Chriſt, hee beſtowed grear 
colt vpon it, ſervp m:1y faire and goodly buildings, and ruled 
ouer it thirtie and fine yeares, as Euſebim ith, Aﬀter him there 
ſucceeded many Kings, by whoſe worthineſſe'and prowefle it 
was ſo much inlarged,and made ſo famous, that it was little infe- 
riour tothe citic of Rome:for atſuch times as Embaſſabors were 
ſenr thenceto intreat of ſyme bufineſſe concerning the ſtare, the 
Corinthians did noclet to givethent' many reprochfull rermes, 
as Strabo(aith 116.8. becauſe of which infolencie the Romans 
ſent Lucize Mummes the Conſul,into Grzcia,who beſieged Co- 
rinth,and within aſhorttime rooke it, and burnt it downe to the 
ground, inthe yeare before Chriſt r 45, of which you may reade 
morein Florw, and inthe ſecond Decad of Lywie. It was a mar- 
uelbus rich towne, and aboundcd with gold, filuer, and coſtly 
brafſe, alſo with nlate , and curious piftures : ſo that although 
Mummius conquered Corinth, yer Corinth conquered —_— 
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for the citizens therof were lo bewitched with the riches glo- 
ric of this towne, that they forgot their auncient feueritie, and 
with violence followed their vices,as Salsft ſaith {ib. 1, So that as 
before Corinth abounded with luxurie and divers other,abho- 
minable cuils, as whoredome, adulterie, fornication, coucrouſ- 
neſſe,idolatrie,rapine,and murther : ſo Rome in future ages be- 
cameas bad or worlcthan it, 

Thus it continued waſte from. that time till 1ulaw Cefar was 
Emperour of Rome, who hauing trauclled into thoſe parts of 
the world,and ſeene the ruins ofthis citic, and the profitable ſci» 
ruation for traffique,cauſed it to be rebuilded:aftcr which time ie 
began to grow great and ſpatious, little inferiour to the former 
gloric,8& no lefſecorrupted with vices, hauing forgot the former 
miſerie which it ſuſtained by the hands of the Romans, and ſo 
continued from the yeare before Chriſt 44,vntiH the yeare after 
Chriſt 41.at whichtime Pa#/camethither & preached the Goſ- 
pel, by whoſe divine doctrine and godly lite and conuerſation, 
they were conerted from their cuill courſes.,and liued more ho- 
lily and honeſtly,as appeareth bythe two Epiſtles of Saint Paul 
wrote from Philippos tothe inhabitants of this towne. 

Bur after,they falling from their faith and forſaking theiraun» 
cient integritic, the Lord puniſhed them with a ſecond deſolati» 
on; forat ſuch timeas Awwrah Emperor of the Turkes grew to 
eminencie,and had conquered Theffalonica, Boztia, and Atrica,, 
he came into this Iſthmus,and made al Peloponeſſus tributary to 

him. Thenafter him M4homert the ſecond ( althoughthe inhabi- 
rants of Corinth had fortified their citic with three walls, and 
made it ſo ſtrong that it was thought to be almoſt inuincible) be- 
ficgeditand woon it,cvme Dom. 1458.about ſix yeres after Con- 
ſtantinople was conquered by the Turkes. But now it is in the 
command pfthe Venetians, and thar and all the countrey is.cal- 


tedby the name ofMorea,as it appearcth inthe Tarkſb Hift.i,10., 
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The fourth peregrenation of the Apoſtle Paul.

From Troada he ſailed into Macedonia, and came to Phili 
pos, which was 232 miles : from hence hee wrote his Epiſtles to 
the Corinthians,and ſent them to Corinth,which was 292 miles 
Inthe ſame yeare alſo,Pexl paſſing through Grecia, (ineverie 
place where he came, preaching & viſiting thechurches, A#. 19.) 
at length eame to Corinthus,which was 480 miles. / '''. | 
In the 57 yeare afterthe natiuitie of Chriſt,” when Paw had 
winrred among the Corinthians inthe Spring (thar hee mighe 
auoyd the deceits of the Iewes who went about to take away his 
life, he went thence, and returned to Philippos , which was 292 
miles.where he celebrated thefcalt of Penticoſt;,L@.

From Troada he went to Aﬀa,which was thirry and fix miles,

From Mileten he went to Chijus,,vhich was 64 miles, 44.20; 
From Chius he ſailed to Samus, which was 60 miles,andcon- 
tinued inthe Ifle of Trogylius which was cloſe by Samus, as #h 
faith $6.5. £4.3.a0d $1946.46.

There isneirher ſnow nor froſt ſeene in ir, for 
the Northerne windes(which with vsaretheaurhors of coldand 
frofts) with them procure raine,which greatly refretheth and in- 
creaſcth the fruits of the earth; fo rhar the paſtures and meadows 
become very pleaſant andFult of grafſe : and although it-be but 
28 miles long,and 60 miles about,notwithſtanding itis'very po- 
pulous ,' forinthe cight pre that ſtand in/rhis Ile, there is 
numbred aboue twenric thouſand men, The inhabitants are ve- 
ry honeſt, religious, and godly; and the women faire, chaſte, and 
modeſt, forthey'never comeabroad bur with rheirfacescoutred, 
The children that are borne in thiscvVuntry fearenot any ſnakes, 
neither are hurt by any thing that is venemous, inſomuch that 
they willtake Scorpions and eat them without danger, although 
inall other parts of the world thoſe kinde of creatures are\moaſt 
pernitious../Iathis Ile alſo chore ar© bred\xkKind&6f Dore that 
arebur ſmall;yet very white and ſhagged, and fo leaving rhar'the 
inhabirants of all che neighbouring countreys will buy them,

both by art andnature, that it isalmoſt impoſſiblero be conque. 

Thetower or caſtle 
ehcreof is fortified with rhe knights of S. 7#h&us Order, who have 
mightily expreſt their valour and reſojution in defending this 
rowne fromthe Turkes. Abouta mile fromthis,the ruins of a 
goodly faire citie are to be ſcene, Andvponthc Eaſt Promon- 
torie a little from the ciric of Malta, there are yet remaining the 
decayes (which are worthie ro looke ypon) of a goodly Temple 
dedicatedto /wwo-itſeemerh,by whatremaineth,that this church 
hath beena faire and goodly ns by times paſt, 

Thereis alſo here and there in the earth found certaine brafſe 
monics, hauing vpon the one fide a ſuperſcription written in 
Greekelerters, & vponthe other, the image of /#no.There ſtood 
vponthe South ' fide of Maltaa Temple dedicated to Hercaler, 
the ruins of whichare yer extant; and in it there are found Mo- 
" numents worthic admiration. At ſuchtime as the ine of 
CHMaſſaniſſaking of the Numidians had conquered this Iſle , a- 
mong(ſt other precious things that he found in theſetemples,hee 
tooke thence a greatdeale of goodly Yuoric: butrhat religious 
king did faithfully reſtore all thoſe things backe againe,and dedi- 
cated them tothe ſcucrall Temples. Thus we may perceiue that 
the inhabitants ofthis Iſle of Malta were wholly giuento Idola- 
trie and ſuperſtition, vntill ſuch time as Pawl by the inconftancie 
and vehemencic of the winde was driuen vpon it, and conuerted 
them from that peruerſe and prophane worthip tothe Chriſtian 
religion, atſuchtime as hee ſuffered (ſhipwracke and wintered a- 
mongſt them, A#s 27. Theinhabirants ſhew the North 
part af this Ifle,the place where the ſhip wherinthe Apoſtle Paul 
was, was caft away: in which place they haue built vp a Chap- 
pell, and dedicated itto Saint Pewul. They ſhewalſoacaue in 
which(they ſay)he liued : and they verily belceue that he expel- 
led all venome and poyſon out of thar Iſland, at ſuch time as ce 
was" there. pu Nis 

It was firſtſubie@t vntothe Africans, as may appeare by cer- 
taine marble pillers which are heere and there found, in which 
there are ingranen ancient CharaRters of the Carthaginians, not 
much vaſltce to Hebrew _ Ard although the Ry 
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are Chriſtians, yer their {| hears is much likc vato that of the $4, 
racens, which differeth littic or nothing from the ancient Punick, 
At ſuch time as Dsg@ built Carthage(which is thought ro be $gg 
yeares before Chriſt) Batrus was king of this [{le, and icly acon; 
federacie with Dido : for when Hyarbes King ot the Gelutiang 
made warre vpon Diao,becauſc he could nut obraine her in Ma. 
trimonie, ſhce receiucd ayde from this Be1tus : and when forthe 
louc of &nes the had killed her ſclie,Hyarbas hauing conquered 
Carthage,baniſhed her liſter ,&=xe,vyho was cntcreained by this 
Batt:es, But Hyarbas taking that vakindly,made wartc vpon 3 7- 
ews,& conquered the Iſle ot Malta ; fo it continued in the iuri{di. 
ion of the Carthaginians a long rime after, vnullthe Carthagi- 
nians were conquered by the Romans. And then one Ti'ss Sen. 
pronias (about ſuch time as Hanpiball brought his Armic vcore 
Trebia) woon it, which was 2 17 yeres betoge Chriſt, And atier, 
it continued vnder the turifdiction ofthe Romans 1 3o year-: and 
then it was conquered by the Saracens,bur they held jt nor long, 
tor Roger Norman king of Sicilia got it out of their power ,, anns 
D.1ogo. And.lo it continued zjnthe hands of the Sicilians will 
the ycare of our Lord 15 20: and thenCbarlesthe hſt(being Ems 
pcror) gaue it tothe knights ot. S, eb, vpon conditionthat they 
ſhould oppoſe the Turkiſh Gallies, and detcnd that partot Chri- 
ſtendom. So rhe knights of $.19hn,together withtheir gongrnor; 
failed to Malta, and (o fortified it thatit is impoſſibleto betaken 
vnleſſe it beeby famine or treaſon.
